(Giovanne Mocenigo) whose period was from 1477 to 1485 according to Dibdin 
(Aedes Althorp II., No. 1805), the book was published about 1477. Panizzi 
(Bibliotheca Grenvilliana) thought it appeared from 1478 to 1485. Both may be 
correct according to the cryptogram. Brunet emphasises the excessive rarity 
of the book.

The work shows how fully the fact of the earth’s rotundity was grasped in 
the fifteenth century, recognized also, it is true by very early astronomers, though 
stumbled at by monomaniacs in the last and even in the present century. The 
author says: ‘‘ That the earth is round appears from the following considerations. 
The constellations and stars do not rise and set uniformly for all men, wherever 
they may live, but rise and set earlier for those who are in the more eastern parts. 
Their earlier or later rising and setting is due to the swelling (rotundity) of the 
earth, as is made very manifest by what happens in the firmament. For the very 
same eclipse of the moon which is visible to us in the first hour of the night appears 
to the eastern nations about the third hour, whence it is evident that their night 
began before ours, the cause of this being the great protuberance of the earth. 
That the water also has a round surface may be demonstrated in the following 
manner. Let a mark (signum) be placed on the sea-shore, then let a vessel sail out 
of harbour to such a distance that the mark is no longer visible to the eye of a man 
standing near the foot of the mast. Yet the ship remaining in exactly the same 
position, the same eye when looking from the top of the mast will have a clear view 
of the mark on the shore. But the eye of the man at the foot of the mast ought 
to have a better view of the mark than the man at the mast-head, as is shown by 
the lines drawn from each eye to the mark. The cause of all this is nothing but the 
rotundity of the water. And as water is a homogeneous body, its parts, such drops 
or the dew on the grass, naturally assume a spherical form.”

A FINE COPY OF A WORK VALUABLE FOR THE EARLY HISTORY OF GEoGRAPHY. ‘‘ In 
this edition by the use of smaller gothic types and broader type-page, Ratdolt was 
able to add the treatise of Dionysius to that of Mela within the same number of 
leaves as he had used for the Mela alone in 1478. The text is preceded by a 
woodcut map of the world, displayed as if hung on the wall of a room of which four 
of the ornamental pillars and part of the ceiling are shown. Above the map is 
a blank shield, and above this, touching the ceiling, floral festoons. Along the 
wall, divided by the shield, is the inscription: ‘‘ Novellae etati ad geographie 
umiculatos calles humano viro necessarios flores aspirati votu benemerenti ponit.’ ”’

= This is the second edition of Donis’s Ptolemy, being based on the 1482 
edition, but with corrections and additions. 


One of the maps ‘“‘ Tabula Moderna Prussie, Livonie, Norbegie et Gottie’’ 
includes ‘“‘Engronelant ’’ or Greenland, that part of America which was known and 
colonised by the Scandinavians half a millenium before Columbus. 


At the close of the work is an old mediaeval treatise, which did not appear 
in the 1482 edition. This is given under the name of Donis, and is entitled ‘‘ De 
locis ac Mirabilibus Mundi.” It seems that the original intention was to issue 
this treatise separately, as the sheets are marked with special signatures, and that 
it was included with the Ptolemy to make it more attractive to the buyer.

This beautiful impression was the first book issued by the German printing 
firm of ‘‘ Tres Alemanes Compaiieros,’’ which, previous to 1493, when Paul of 
Cologne left the company, had been the ‘‘ Cuatro Compaiieros Alemanes.’’ The 
device adopted by the reconstituted company was the old device with a few 
alterations: the letter P, for Paul of Cologne, was removed, and the quadruple 
cross changed to a triple cross. 

““The work comprises a collection of orations, treatises, and epistles, from a 
canon of Toledo not less famous for his bigotry than for his rhetoric, and contains 
two allusions (which are among the earliest) to the discovery of the Western Hemi- 
sphere by Columbus in 1492. They are to be found recto of folio 40 and on the 
verso of folio 43, in the orations addressed to Ferdinand and Isabella (after the fall 
of Granada), one of which reads, in translation, ‘Behold! the eyes of all mortals 
are justly fixed upon you with merited approbation, O glorious Princes! for there 
is no nation ever so barbarous, even in the distant Indies, that is not aware of your 
triumphs, so prosperous, although your victories seem to shine in the remotest 
limits of the occident of Spain, as from the extremities of the World such an echo 
of your power has arisen that it could reach the ears of all the living, striking 
¢error among the inhabitants of the whole earth!’ ”’

The passage in question reads (in translation) : — 


‘* He (the King) has merited well of the Church in other ways. Firstly, he 
sent expeditions to Ethiopia: Secondly, at that same time ten islands in the Atlantic 
Ocean which were hardly even known to Geographers were found by our countrymen 
and in all of them Portuguese colonies were founded to promote the Christian faith. 
It seems to me that King Alfonsus was not satisfied with promoting the Christian 
religion in his own dominions. He had to add new provinces, new kingdoms, new 
islands, and may I say it NEW AND UNKNOWN WORLDS to the name of Christ 
and the Church of Rome.” 


Pope Innocent VIII. died in July, 1492, eight months before it was known 
in Europe that Columbus had discovered the New World, consequently the para- 
graph in question could not have been in the Oration as first delivered by Valacus, 
but must have been an interpolation when printed in 1494, which was only a few 
months after Columbus’ return, and when all Europe was excited over his great 
discovery. At this time the rival claims of Spain and Portugal was causing a great 
controversy as to whether the honour was due to Columbus or to the Portuguese 
Navigator Behaim, and both countries were consequently claiming from the Pope 
the possession of the New World, which the Pope eventually divided between Spain 
and Portugal. It is therefore likely that this paragraph was purposely inserted 


into the printed oration to claim for Portugal the discoveries in contradistinction 
to Spain.

Sebastian Brant, a German satirical poet, wrote the ‘‘ Ship of Fools,’’ a long 
didactie allegorical poem, in which the follies and vices of the time are satirized. 
It enjoyed considerable popularity, and was translated into Latin and the 
principal European languages. 


There is a passage which is of interest for its early allusion to the New 
World. in which Brant repudiates the errors of Pliny and Ptolemy for stating that 
there was no land beyond the sea to the West, and gives a large engraving of Pliny 
as a ‘* Fool.”’

The address was pronounced by Don Diogo Pacheco, a Portuguese lawyer, 
who was sent by the Portuguese King to congratulate Julius on his accession to 
the pontifical throne. He also accompanied Tristam da Cunha on his famous 
embassy to Pope Leo X. a few years later. 


Not only is this—like all of Pacheco’s orations—an extremely rare publica- 
tion, but it is said to be the first official report of the Portuguese conquests in the 
Far Hast.

THIS EXCESSIVELY RARE VOLUME IS ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT WORKS FOR 
THE Hisrory or tan New Worip. It is the first work in which America is actually 
designated by that name, on the verso of leaf C.IIT. occurs the passage in question. 


This passage reads in translation: ‘‘ But now that those parts have been 
more extensively examined and another fourth part thas been discovered by 
Americus (as will be seen in the sequel), I do not see why we should rightly refuse 
to name it America, namely, the land of Americus or America, after its discoverer 


Americus, a man of sagacious mind, since both Europe and Asia took their names 
from women.”’

This is contained in a letter on ghes 
to his old patron Lorenzo di Piero Francesco de Medici, written in March or April, 
1503. The third voyage lasted from May 10th, 1501, to September 7th, 1502.

This is the first Latin translation of the famous early collection of voyages, 
the ‘‘ Paesi novamente retrovati,’’ of 1507, and is, after the letters of Columbus, 
the most important contribution to the early history of American discovery. The 
translation was made by Archangelo Madrignano, a Milanese Monk. The actual 
author of the compilation itself is not definitely known. It is supposed to be by 
Fracanzano Montalboddo, or Antonio Fracanzano da Montalboddo. Some, how- 
ever, think it the work of Alessandro Zorzi of Venice, who probably did add some 
notes to a later edition. 


It commences with the navigations of Alovise da Cadamosto in Ethiopia, 
etc., which appeared for the first time in this work, followed by the voyages of de 
Cintra in 1462, of Vasco da Gama in 1497-1500, of Cabral in 1500-1501, of Columbus 
1492-1498, of Alonso Negro and the Pinzons, of Vespucci’s Third Voyage 1501-2, 
of Cortereal 1500-1, etc. It also contains the narrative of Joseph, the converted 
Indian, brought to Portugal by Cabral, and letters relating to the Portuguese 
Voyages. Its chief value consists in its containing the voyages of Columbus and 
Vespucci. 

This copy contains the rare two-leaf index, which was apparently printed 
after the publication of the work and inserted into the few available copies, and so 
is almost invariably missing. The value of the leaves of Index in the Itinerarium 
Portugallensium, and the necessity of possessing them, must be estimated from 
the fact that they give an analysis of the contents together with the names of the 


discoverers, while the text of the book runs on from chapter to chapter without 
distinction.

This polyglot Psalter is an important volume in a collection relating to 
America, on account of the first biographical notice of Columbus. It is by 
Giustiniani, the editor, on the margin of Psalm xix., verses 1-4. Columbus having 
proclaimed that he had been chosen by God to exemplify the thought or prophecy 


expressed in this Psalm. Giustiniani inserted on the margin of his book the 
biography referred to. The text is as follows :— 


1. The heavens declare the glory of God: and the firmament sheweth his 
handy work. 


2. Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night sheweth knowledge. 


3. Their line is gone out through all the earth, and their words to the end 
of the world. 


It is opposite these lines that the biography thus begins :— 


“Then it was Christopher named Columbus, a Genoese by birth, of low 
family, who in our times, by his energy, explored in a few months a greater extent 


of land and of sea than almost all the rest of mankind ever did in all past ages.”

Enciso’s object in writing this work was to aid pilots and mariners in accom- 
plishing discoveries, and also for the instruction of Charles V. The description of 
America was principally from his own observation. 


Martin Fernandez de Enciso first came to the New World with Rodrigues de 
Bastidas. He was the owner of the vessel as well as the planner of the expedition 
in which Vasco Nuiiez de Balboa acquired so much fame. Having lived in San 
Domingo, where he acquired wealth as a lawyer, he returned to Spain in 1512, but 
came back to America with Pedrarias Davila in 1513, where he held the office of 
Alguazil Mayor of the Golden Castile. 


A great hydrographer and explorer, his work is invaluable for the early 
geographical history of the Continent of America. His accounts of his intimation 
to the Indians of Zenu, to surrender to the King of Spain, is one of the most 
singular relations that ever escaped the scrutiny of the Spanish Inquisition. 


On the page which occupies the reverse of h4, he records the curious 
conversation with two chiefs of Zenu, in which he informed them that the 
Pope had bestowed all those regions upon the King of Spain; they replied 
“that the Pope must have been drunk and that the King was an idiot.”’

Bartlett. Harrisse, in his ‘‘ The Discovery of North America,” at page 505, gives 
a very full description of it. 


The map of Apianus also contains the legend about Guaiacum wood, and 
the one which states that the discovery of the southern continent was accom- 
plished in 1497; but it is worthy of notice that immediately under the date of 
1497 Apianus inscribes: ‘‘ Haec terra cum adiacentibus insulis inuenta est per 
Columbum Ianuensem ex mandato regis Castellae’’?; thus blending his Vespuccian 
data with those derived from Columbus. 


The work itself comprises a collection of extracts from Pliny’s Natural 
History, which was written in the fourth century by Solinus. This edition con- 
tains elaborate notes by Camers but is chiefly of interest on account of the map.

This is the First Latin Edition of Cortes’ Second Letter, dated Oct. 30, 
1520, which was translated from the original Spanish by Petrus Savorgnanus, The 
title reads in translation, ‘‘ The famous narration of Fernando Cortes, concerning 
New Spain of the Oceanic Sea, forwarded to that most sacred and Invincible 
Charles, Emperor of the Romans, King of Spain, &c., A.D., 1520, containing many 
things worthy of being learned and admired, concerning the remarkable cities of 
those provinces, customs of the inhabitants, sacrifices of children, and on the 
subject of religious persons, especially on the city of Temixtitan (Mexico City) and 
its various wonders; translated from Spanish into Latin, by Dr. Peter Savorgnano 
of Forli, Secretary to John de Revelles, Bishop of Vienna, A.D. 1524, March Ist.”’ 


This letter traces the events in Mexico after the departure of Cortes from 
Vera Cruz, when the Spaniards had been driven back from Mexico City. At the 
end Cortes reviews all his embarrassments and remarks that he holds danger and 
fatigue light in comparison with the attainment of his object; and that he is con- 
fident that the Spaniards would shortly be restored to their former position, and 
repair all their losses. He compares Mexico to Spain, and names the country 
“New Spain of the Ocean Sea.”’ 

“<The letter excited the greatest sensation at the Spanish court and among 
the friends of science generally. Previous discoveries in the New World had

disappointed the expectations which had been formed after the solution of the 
grand problem of its existence. They had brought to light only rude tribes, 
which, however gentle and inoffensive in their manners, were still in the primitive 
stages of barbarism. Here was an authentic account of a vast nation, potent and 
populous, exhibiting an elaborate social polity, well advanced in the arts of 
civilisation, occupying a soil that teemed with mineral treasures and with a 
boundless variety of vegetable products, stores of wealth, both natural and arti- 
ficial, that seemed, for the first time, to realise the golden dreams in which the 
great discoverer of the New World had so fondly, and in his own day, so fallaciously, 
indulged. Well might the scholar of that age exult in the revelation of these 
wonders, which so many had long, but in vain, desired to see.”’

descriptions which were valuable contributions to the zoological and botanical. 
science of his day—while some fascinating pages are devoted to the natural wealth 
of the country and the pearl-fisheries. He further describes how commerce with 
the Moluccas could be facilitated by way of the Magellan Strait. The book was. 
translated into Latin by Urban Chauveton and ‘enjoyed the approbation of all 
the learned men. in Europe,’’ according to Amador de los Rios (who subsequently 
published the remainder of Oviedo’s Historia). Some controversy arose as to 
whether this book was an independent composition, or merely an extract from the 
fuller and later publication, Historia de Indias. The dedication from the author to. 
Charles V, printed on folio lii, however, places it on record beyond dispute that it 
is an abridged description of his history, as he states: ‘I have written, in this 
brief summary, all the things that I have been able to commit to memory, and have 
omitted many things which I have entirely forgotten . . . nor can they be so 
fully described as they are in the General y natural istoria de Indias which I wrote 
with my own hand . . . and which is in the city of Santo Domingo in the Isla 
Espafiola.’’ (See Plate XXIX.). / 

Gonzalo Fernandez de Oviedo Alias de Valdes (1478-1557) was a native of 
Madrid, a descendant of a noble Spanish family, and served in the Army in Spain 
and Italy. He went out to America in 1513, where he acted as Regidor at Santa 
Maria, Darien; and on his return to the Spanish court, presented a report upon: 
the political situation at Darien. During a later sojourn in America, he was in 
command of the fort at the Island of Santo Domingo. He subsequently became 
chronicler to Charles V, and achieved fame as the author of the greatest con- 
temporary history of America. Unlike his rival, Las Casas, he registered his im- 
pressions of the Indians and their position as the Spanish King’s vassals, with 
cool and conscientious impartiality, regarding them more from the point of view 
of an ethnographer than an historian. He spent thirty-four of the seventy-nine 
years of his life in America, crossing the Atlantic eight times; and died at 
Valladolid leaving an unpublished volume of tales of chivalry.

This is the First Edition of ‘‘ The geography’’ written by Henry Glareanus, 
a Swiss professor of mathematics and philosophy (1488-1563); numerous 
editions of this work appeared during the next ten years. The last chapter (40) 
is devoted to the lands undescribed by Ptolemy, including America; the scantiness 
of the particulars that Glareanus is able to give about America, some thirty years 
after its discovery, shows how long it took to spread the knowledge of the New 
Continent. This is Glareanus’ description in translation: ‘‘ Farther towards the 
west, lies a country called America, the length of which is about eighty degrees. 
There are two Islands, Spagnolla and Isabella. Those countries have been visited 
along the coasts by the Spaniards, Columbo of Genoa and Americo Vesputio being 
the leaders of the navigation. There are people who believe that in the time of 
Caesar Augustus that country was known and that Virgil in the VIth book, verses 
795-97 of the Aeneid, wrote the following lines concerning the same: ‘Their land 
lies without the signs [of the Zodiac], beyond the Sun’s annual course, where 
Atlas, supporting heaven on his shoulders, turns the axle studded with flaming 
stars.’ Gervius understood this of the Moorish Ethiopia; but Landinus declares 
that there is no Ethiopia lying beyond the Zodiac. Therefore, he himself, explains 
‘beyond’ as meaning ‘ almost beyond.’ Besides, Donatus says that ‘Sun’ stands.

Benedetto Bordone was born at Padua, but lived at Venice, where he culti- 
vated Astrology, Geography, Greek literature and miniature painting as a pro- 
fession. Fontanini and Tiraboschi assert that he was the father of the vain- 
glorious Julius Caesar Scaliger. Zeno, on the other hand, in a lengthy, but 
interesting note, denies the assertion. As to Scaliger, it is well known that he 
claimed to be a descendant of the princely house of della Scala. The date of 
Bordone’s death is unknown.

*“Marco Polo, the celebrated traveller of the 13th Century, was the son of 
a Venetian merchant, who, with his brother, had penetrated to the court of Kublai, 
the Great Khan of the Tartars. This Prince, being highly entertained with their 
account of Europe, made them his Ambassadors to the Pope; on which they 
travelled back to Rome in 1269, and with two missionaries once more visited 
Tartary, accompanied by the young Marco, who became a great favourite with the 
Khan. After a residence of 17 years they returned to Italy, in 1295, with immense 
wealth. Marco afterwards served at sea against the Genoese, and, being taken 
prisoner, remained many years in confinement, in which time he wrote the famous 
account of his travels. Marco Polo related many things which appeared incredible, 
but the general truthfulness of his narrative has been established by succeeding 
travellers.”’ 

It was the news brought home by this greatest of all early travellers, and 
by Wm. de Rubriquis, of the definite existence of a great sea to the east of China 
that gave Columbus the idea of sailing straight across the Atlantic to the Indies 
and China, and so led to his American discoveries. In his narrative Marco Polo 
speaks of the great. commerical city in Southern China of Quinsai, or Kansai. On 
the discovery of Temixtitan, or Mexico City, it was at first believed that the place 
was this Chinese city of Quinsai, and Schoner in his ‘‘ Opusculum Geographicum,”’ 
1533, makes this assertion and claims that America was only a part of Asia and not 
a new continent. 

In the introduction references are made to America, the editor stating that 
the name “‘Indies’”’ as applied to the Antilles is incorrect, and that the mistake 
had arisen when gold was found in Cuba, and when some people had believed that 
island to be Tarsis, Ophia, and Cethin, whence gold had been taken to Jerusalem in 


the time of Solomon.

‘‘ Peter Martyr was a courtier. He acknowledges himself that he took 
extreme pleasure in the society of the great, and was on intimate terms with the 
most influential men of his day and country. His correspondence with these has 
been preserved, and covers a period of not less than thirty-seven years, from 1488, 
when he came originally to Spain, to 1525, the year preceeding his death. These 
816 letters form a curious medley of accounts, opinions and descriptions, but which 
initiate us into the secret workings of the Spanish Government at the beginning 
of the sixteenth century, and the inner life of the principal personages of the time. 
The insanity of Queen Joanna, the cupidity of the Flemish courtiers, Luther’s 
Reformation, the expulsion of the Jews, the atrocious deeds of the Inquisition, the 
conquest of Granada, the battle of Pavia, etc., are all described with zest and a 


certain local colour which is not without charm.’’ But the letters which interest 
us most are those relating to America. 
Prescott remarks: ‘‘ His inquisitive mind was particularly interested by the 


discoveries that were going on in the New World. He was allowed to be present 
at the sittings of the Council of the Indies, when any communication of importance 
was made to it; and he was subsequently appointed a member of that body. All 
that related to the Colonies passed through his hands. The correspondence of 
Columbus, Cortes, and the other discoverers, with the Court of Castile was sub- 
mitted to his perusal. He became personally acquainted with these illustrious 
persons on their return home, and frequently, as we find from his own letters, 
entertained them at his own table. With these advantages his testimony becomes 
but one degree removed from that of the actors themselves in the great drama. 
In one respect it is of a higher kind, since it is free from the prejudice and passion 
which a personal interest in events is apt to beget. The testimony of Peter Martyr 
is that of a philosopher, taking a clear and comprehensive survey of the ground, 
with such lights of previous knowledge to guide him, as none of the actual dis- 
coverers and conquerors could pretend to. It is true, this does not prevent his 
falling into errors, the errors of credulity founded on superstition, but that which 
arrives from the uncertain nature of the subject, where phenomena, so unlike 
anything with which he had been familiar, were now first disclosed by the revela- 
tion of an unknown world.”’ 

“ Peter Martyr’s own contemporaries, among these Dr. Galindez de Car- 
bajal, a councillor of King Ferdinand, and constantly employed in the highest 
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Martryr—continued.

concerns of the state, commend these epistles as: ‘the work of a learned and 
upright man, well calculated to throw light on the transactions of the period,’ and 
John de Vergara, a name of the highest celebrity in the literary annals of the 
period, expresses himself in the following emphatic terms: ‘I know of no record 
of the time more accurate and valuable. I myself have often witnessed the 
promptness with’ which he put down things the moment they occurred. I have 
sometimes seen him write one or two letters while they were setting the table. 
For, as he did not pay much attention to style and finish of expression, his com- 
position required but little time, and experienced no little interruption from his 
ordinary vocations.’ This account of the precipitate manner in which the epistles 
were composed, may help to explain the cause of the occasional inconsistencies and 
anachronisms, that are to be found in them; and which their author, had he been 
more patient of the labour of revision, would doubtless have corrected. The first 
edition appeared at Alcal4 de Henares, in 1530, about four years after the author’s 
death. It has now become exceedingly rare.’’ “ 

As a further example of the rarity of this work, it is on record that in the 
year 1630, Barberini, Pope Urbain VIII’s nuncio to Spain, endeavoured to obtain a 
copy, but was unable to, and was obliged to go to the considerable expense of 
having a manuscript copy made.

Oviedo early visited America, where he resided for more than twenty years, 
crossing the Atlantic no less than twelve times. He was Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Cartagena and filled other high positions. The knowledge thus acquired 
of men and events gave him unusual opportunities for gathering information for 
this, his chief work. Authority was given him by the Emperor to demand from the 
different governors of Spanish America such documents as he might need for this 
work. He gives a vivid picture of conditions as they then existed, and his work 
is a vast storehouse of facts relating to the times. This is the source from which 
most literary writers have drawn their accounts of the early occurrences in the 
New World. 

The work is complete in itself, though Oviedo left a much longer account in 
manuscript. In 1557 the twentieth book, the first of the second part, was 
printed under the title: Libro XX.

This work is the first Italian edition, and was doubtlessly intended as a 
continuation or fourth part of the collection of voyages printed at Venice-in 1534. 
This volume contains two distinct and original accounts of Magellan’s Voyage 
around the world. 

The first, by Maximilanus Transylvanus, is translated into Italian from 
the Latin and occupies the twelve leaves of sheets A, B, and C. 

The second is a short account which Pigafetta published from his own manu- 
script journal, the chief source of information for the events of that voyage. This 
professes to be a translation from Fabre’s French abridgment of the journal pub- 
lished at Paris about 1525. The final leaf contains a vocabulary of Indian words 
as used by the Brazilian Indians. 

The book is preceded by a remarkable preface ‘‘al Lettore’’ in which the 
Editor (who does not give his name) shows himself to have been perfectly 
acquainted with the progress of discovery and research in the west, and to have 
understood the real importance of the events then taking place, better than most 
of his contemporaries. This preface only occupies five pages, but it is indeed a 
noteworthy review of all the latest advances in geography.

This edition of Grynaeus is especially noteworthy as it contains the larg 
woodcut world-map, ‘‘Typus Cosmographicus Universalis,’? and the addition 
letter of Maximilian of Transylvania, secretary of Charles V., to the cardinal 
Salzburg, dated Oct. 24, 1522, giving an account of the Voyages of Magellan 
1519-1522. This occupies pages 585 to 600. 


The famous World-map contains pictorial scenes illustrative of various part 
of the world. On the left corner at the top a man is shooting an elephant wit 
an arrow; in the lower corner is a cannibal scene, illustrative of America. T 
the right is a portrait of Varthema, the famous Eastern traveller. The continen 
of America is not laid down, but Cuba is elongated and separated by a narro} 
strait from South America. 


In our copy, the map (type A) is found in excellent and quite untouche 
condition. It is printed on two sheets, each folded separately. On the Wester 
half we find the New World represented on the north as a long strip of lanc 
bearing the inscription Terra de Cuba. The isthmus is cut asunder. The souther 
part contains these words only: Parias, Canibali, America Terra Nova, Prisilie 
On the old continent the name Asia printed in large type. This map, within 
richly ornamental border, and the two woodcuts in the text, are by Hans Holbeir 
Nordenskjold, Facsimile Atlas, Plate 42, does not reproduce this scarce map, bein 
apparently unable to find a copy to photograph, but had to content himself wit 
a copy of variant B, which differs only in slight particulars.

This work, which records the memorable events in Spanish history up to 
the time of Charies V, includes a long account of the reign of Ferdinand and 
Isabelia, mentioning the American possessions, and the curious statement that 
“Pedro Colon”’ was sent out with a fleet to explore the Atlantic. As Harrisse 
comments, ‘‘ the great decay of letters in Spain under John II, Henry IV and even 
of Ferdinand and Isabella, was followed by a revival, due chiefly to the example of 
Italy at that time, and the influence of a few Italian scholars who had made Spain 
the land of their adoption, among whom the author of the work before us may be 
said to have exercised a greater influence than any other. Lucius or Lucas 
Marineo, called Siculus, owing to his Sicilian origin, was born about the year 1460. 
From Palermo, where he taught Belles-Lettres, he removed to Spain, and held 
for twelve years the Chair of Latin Literature in the University of Salamanca. 
He was afterwards appointed to the offices of Royal Chaplain and historiographer, 
and is supposed to have died shortly after the year 1533.’’

The volume is of particular interest, thrice bearing the inscription: “‘ A. 
Thevet, 1567.” 


The anonymous manuscript is in Portuguese, and contains detailed in- 
structions by some pilot, for the voyage from Lisbon to India, via Brazil and the 
Cape of Good Hope; the return voyage to Lisbon; route from the Strait of Mecca 
to India; information on the storms to be encountered off the Indian coast 3 sound- 
ings off the Cape of Good Hope; Mozambique; the Atlantic Islands, &c. The 
manuscript does not describe any particular voyage, but appears to summarise the 
observations and experiences of a skilled navigator who had made the voyages 
many times and was able to give valuable advice as to the most suitable seasons 
for travelling, and the safest geographical course. There is a table, giving the 
daily declination of the sun for a period of four years; and two coloured drawings 
showing the points and degrees of the compass. 


André Thevet, who owned this book, was a French traveller, who was born 
at Angouléme in 1502, and died in Paris in 1590. As a Franciscan Friar, he was 
a profound scholar and reader ; and, wishing to augment his knowledge by travel, 
he obtained permission to visit Italy, where he met Cardinal de Lorraine, who gave 
him the necessary money for a voyage to the East. He embarked at Venice in 
1549, and on reaching Constantinople, made the acquaintance of Peter Gillius, with 
whom he explored Asia Minor, and whom he assisted on his archeological expedi- 
tions. He proceeded to Rhodes, Athens, and Palestine, returning to France in 
1554 with a relation of hig fascinating travels, which was very well received. The 
following year, he embarked with Villegagnon for Rio de Janeiro, but was deprived 
of the pleasure of seeing the country on arrival, owing to illhealth, which compelled 


him to return to his native country ; but, nevertheless, did not prevent him from 
making a description of Brazil.

The final chapter of this work deals with the regions not known to Ptolemy, 
and occupies the last three pages. It treats of America and its discoverers, 
Columbus and Vespucci, and mentions Cuba and St.’ Domingo, in a passage which 
reads in translaticn: ‘‘ Farther towards the west, lies a country called America, 
the length of which is about eighty degrees. There are two islands, Spagnolla and 
Jsabella. Those countries have been visited along the coasts by the Spaniards, 
Colombo of Genoa and Americo Vesputio being the leaders of the navigation. 
There are people who believe that in the times of Caesar Augustus that country 
was known, and that Virgil in the VIth book, verses 795-97 of the Aeneid, wrote 
the following lines concerning the same: ‘ Their land lies without the signs (of the 
Zodiac), beyond the Sun’s annual course, where Atlas, supporting Heaven on his 
shoulders, turns the axle studded with flaming stars.’

; The author, who was with Cortes, may be said to have been the founder of 
the literature of seamanship. He was entrusted by the King with the examina- 
tion of pilots and sailing-masters for the West Indies, taught navigation, and was 
held in high esteem aS a cosmographer. 


This book was: most popular with the successors of Columbus and was trans- 
lated into several languages. The map may be taken as embodying the result of 
Spanish discovery in 1545, as reported to Medina by the pilots, with whom his official 
position as examiner brought him into constant intercourse. It shows the mouth 
of the Mississippi, and the lands around the river and Gulf of the Saint Lawrence. 
Newfoundland had not yet been discovered to be an island. The river Saguenay 
is here indicated, a remarkable feature in so early a map.

Jeronimo de Chaves, mathematician, cosmographer, and poet, was born in 
Seville in 1525, and died in 1574. He was Professor of cosmography, when that 
chair was established at the Casa de la Contratacion; and amongst his publications 
was a map of America. 

He bequeathed his maps, instruments, and original cosmographical works to 

the Monastery of La Cartuja at Seville, inserting a clause which forbade their 
remova} under any circumstances. The Library was destroyed, however, and only 
some of Chaves’ geographical works could be rescued. The Espasa Enciclopedia 
comments upon the interest of this particular clause, ‘‘ both as regards-the classi- 
fication of the works that were found, and with reference to the earliest 
cartography of the New World.’’ 
; **On folio 27 there is a diagram in proof of the rotundity of the earth, 
which contains a small map of America, in which the Southern continent is more 
clearly and better drawn than the Northern. This is of course the work of Chaves, 
whose large map of the New World is said to have never yet been printed.” 
Mexico City, the Amazon and the Rio de Ja Plata are especially marked.

The little Atlas containing the 13 maps is found at the end of the volume. 
Humboldt seemed to think that it formed a separate work, sometimes bound up 
with the Cosmographia, yet the words ‘‘ cum tabellis Geographicis’’? imply that 
the maps are part of the original wark. The three preliminary pages of the 
Atlas contain three further diagrams, one of which is a small map of the world 
also shewing America. The work itself is in the form of a poem. This is a very 
fascinating little book written by a very interesting person. John Honter, 
claimed both by Hungarians and Rumanians as their compatriot, was born in 
Cronstadt in Transylvania, educated at Basle and Cracow University, and became a 
Reformist, took refuge in Cracow, where he was appointed professor of Geography 
in the University, and afterwards returned to Transylvania. His biographers call 
him the first important reformer who introduced the Reformation into Transyl- 
vania. He died there in 1549. The book was a popular one and passed through 
many editions. Some of these are described by Harrisse, Sabin, Estreicher, and 
most fully by the Hungarian bibliographer Szabo.

This is the fourth edition of Miinster’s Ptolemy, with his long Geographical 
Appendix at the end, and containing an, additional treatise ‘‘ on the use of maps ”’ 
at the beginning. The indices, by Conrad Lycosthenes (i.e., Konrad Rolffhart) are 
also enlarged. 

There are two remarkable World Maps: “ Typus Universalis,’? including 
the whole of America, bearing the names ‘Terra Florida,’ in the north, and 
‘‘ America vel Brasilii ins(ula)’’ in the south, and also bearing the * names 
“* Corterati,’’ Hispaniola, Cuba, and Fretum Magellianum. This map is somewhat 
altered from that in the 1545 Ptolemy. The second world map, ‘‘‘ Typus Orbis 
Ptol. Descriptus,’’ is the old map of the world before the inclusion of America. 

Of the other maps, two relate to America, namely, ‘‘ Septentrionales 
Regiones,’’ or a map of Scandinavia and part of Greenland ; also ‘‘ Novae Insulae,”’ 
this is an important map and shews the whole of the American Continent. New- 
foundland is named ‘‘ Corteria,’’ Canada ‘‘ Francisca,’? Cape Breton ‘‘C. Brito- 
num,’’? Florida ‘“ Terra Florida,’’ Brazil ‘‘ Canibali,’’ etc. Some of -the West 
Indian Islands are named, and the flag of Spain is shown flying there. Yucatan 
is given as an island adjoining Cuba. 

The descriptive text for the maps is given on their reverse, generally within 
fine woodcut borders, which have been attributed to Hans Holbein. Miinster was 
the first to give separate maps for the four parts of the world, and he gives his 
sources for the ‘‘ modern ’’ maps.

Bartolomé de Las Casas, the Apostle to the Indians ‘of the Sixteenth Cen- 
tury, was born in Seville in 1474 of aristocratic lineage, and died at Madrid in 
1566. In 1502 he went with Nicolas de Ovando to Hispaniola, where he settled 
and in 1510 was ordained a priest. In 1511 he went as curate to a village = 
Cuba. He soon began to preach against the atrocious wrongs committed by the 
Spaniards against the natives, under a system of slavery the most cruel and 
destructive the world has ever known. This drew upon him the animosity of his 
countrymen. Unable, by any means in his power, to check this cruelty, in 
1515 he returned to Spain to make a personal appeal to his sovereign. Ferdinand’s 
death, which happened soon after his arrival in Seville, put an end to his hopes in

: His work was not at first allowed to be printed, but was submitted to the 
Emperor and his ministers. Twelve years later the work was published with a 
dedication to Philip, the heir to the throne. Though the number of victims was 
contested, it should be remarked that the acts of cruelty which he described were 
never called in question.

If. These four leaves which are appended to the Brevissima Relacion are 
usually mentioned as a separate tract, though it is really a part of that work. It 
contains the narrative of a Spanish traveller who witnessed some of the cruelties 
practised upon the natives by the Spaniards. 

Ill. This tract gives the eighth of the proposed remedies, and assigns 
twenty reasons to prove that the Indians should not be given to the Spaniards in 
any form of slavery. 

IV. The Bishop, during his absence in Mexico attending a council, had 
written twelve rules to the confessors whom he had appointed in his diocese to 
govern them in giving absolution. The rites of the Church were, by a Bull of Pope 
Paul II., refused to all who held Indians in slavery, aud restitution of goods 
obtained by violence from them was required by the rules of the Bishop founded 
upon this great authority. Complaint having been made to the Council of the 
Indies of the rigour of these rules, the thirty propositions were written to sustain 
them. 

V. This tract contains a strong enunciation of Las Casas’ convictions, which 
grew out of his controversy with Sepulveda. It contains, first, a summary, by 
Domingo de Soto, of the differences between the two disputants; second, the 
arguments of Sepulveda; and third, the twelve replies of Las Casas to the same. 

VI. This tract contains judicial authorities and reasons why the natives 
should be restored to freedom. 

VII. This tract was written in America in 1546 or 1547, for the direction 
of Confessors, during Las Casas’ attendance at the council held in the City of 
Mexico, in 1547, and may first have been printed in that city. By these rules the 
Confessors of his Bishopric were instructed to deny the offices of the Church to all 
such persons as held repartimientos, or who did not restore the avails of unrequited 
labour to the Indians.

Gomara prefixes a curious address to intending translators, warning them 
to be accurate and to measure the full significance of the pregnant Spanish phrases, 
also to pay special attention to proper names.

This carious manuscript is evidently part of a longer one on diverse subjects, 
these pages referring to America having been separated and bound together ag one 
volume, with neither title nor formal beginning; while on the verso of the last 
page on America is the title of a further essay beginning: ‘“‘ Some notable things 
concerning the Imperial City of Toledo.” 

The abridged history of America is full of interesting data, with little 
attempt at orderly construction, but written in an entertaining narrative style, 
and possessing the historical merit and literary value of having been penned within 
sixty years of the discovery of the New World, and almost contemporaneously with 
many of the later notable events which are quaintly recorded in its pages. . 

Beginning with the story of ‘‘ the first one to find the Indies,’’ the writer 
states tliat a curavela, a light kind of vessel, was “navigating the Atlantic in 
heavy weather, and came upon an unknown land. It returned in many more days 
than it took to reach the country, and they who returned on board were but the 
pilot and three or four sailors, who soon died in port as a result of hunger and 
hardship. Thus were the Indies discovered, through the sufferings of those who 
first beheld the land and left no record of its name, or of how it could be reached, 
or of the year in which it was discovered. [It is ouly known that the pilot died 
in the house of Christopher Columbus, in whose care the ship’s papers were left, 
and the log of that voyage, showing the latitude of that land.” There follows a 
biographical sketch of Columbus; a record of the ‘first place which Columbus 
discovered in the Indies, and where he landed to take possession in the name of 
the King and Queen of Castille—a place called Guadehani, between Florida and 
Cuba ”’; the discovery of Cuba, Jamaica, Sto, Domingo, etc., and the Papal presen- 
tation of the Indies to the Catholic Sovereigns. 

Many amusing pages are devoted to the Indians, their idolatry, religious 
and funeral rites, miracles, marriage and social customs, laws, and quaint habits, 
ene of which is laconically noted thus: ‘‘In the Island of Florida there are men 
who eat coal! ”’ 

There are references to the influence exercised upon the natives by the 
Spanish Franciscans, the first Catholic missionaries to set foot in America ; infor- 
mative notes on the civil governors in North, Central and South America ; Magellan 
and other explorers; the Portuguese in the Moluccas; the discovery of Peru; Inca 
legends ; the natural history and products of these lands ; the mines and pearls which 
enriched the insatiable Treasury of Spain. As is characteristic in manuscripts of 
this period, a vast store of information is packed into the text, which is partly 
concrete with indubitable historical fact, and at other times expansive with mere 
hearsay. 

The work contains an excellent account of the affairs of Pizarro and Almagro 
in Peru, the rebellion of Gonzalo Pizarro, the advent of Blasco Nufiez, and the

pacification of Peru by Lagasca; the fact of the document having been written well 
within a decade of the latter events, being of considerable historical interest, in 
view of the rarity of contemporary records of the civil wars in Peru. 

A separate chapter is allotted to the Conquest of Mexico, wherein the writer 
discourses upon the relations between Cortes and Montezuma; the death of the 
Emperor; the hostilities between Spaniards and Mexicans; and Cortes’ various 
journeys between Mexico and Spain. Here, again, the writer comments upon the 
customs of the Indians; their homes; their festivals and drunken orgies; and the 
subsequent conversion and baptism of thousands of them. He ends with a character 
sketch of Cortes, who, he affirms, was extremely popular with the Indians.

Medina’s book was the first to treat of Navigation. This first Italian edition 
published in the same year as the first French is noteworthy for the full page map, 
the left half of which is devoted to the New World (Florida, Labrador, Newfoundland, 
New Spain, Cuba, Jamaica, Mexico, Peru, Yucatan, etc.). 

The author, who was with Cortés, may be said to have been the founder of 
the literature of seamanship. He was entrusted by the King with the examination 
of pilots and sailing-masters for the Indies, taught navigation, and was held in 
high esteem as a cosmographer. 

This book was most popular with the successors of Columbus, and was trans- 
lated into several languages. As the work was originally printed in 1545, the map 
may be taken as embodying the results of Spanish discovery in 1540, as reported 
to him by the pilots, with whom his official position as examiner brought him in 
constant intercourse. It shows the mouth of the Mississippi, ‘‘R. SPT. SAN,”’ 
and the lands around the river and gulf of the St. Laurence. Newfoundland had 
not yet been discovered to be an island. The river Baguenay is here indicated, a 
remarkable feature in so early a map. . 

“This ‘map is remarkable for its correct delineation of the Isthmus of 

Panama, for the insertion of the famous Papal line of demarcation between the 
ultramarine possessions of Spain and Portugal, and finally on account of its 
original being one of the few maps printed in the Pyrenean Peninsula, before 
A.D. 1570. 
“Only three Spanish maps of that period were known to Nordenskiold, 
including this. This seems to be almost the whole contribution during the earliest 
period of printed cartographical literature from the countries, from which the New 
World and the South East passage to India were discovered, and from which 
hundreds of the most important voyages of discovery started during that period.”

The work is divided into two parts, each with a separate title-page, but 
with continuous pagination. The First Part gives an account of Nufiez Cabeca 
de Vaca’s journey through the Southern parts of the United States, from Tampa 
Bay to old Mexico. It is a thrilling story of adventure, and describes the Author’s 
wanderings with the survivors of Narvaez’ expedition, which set out in 1527 for 
the conquest of Florida, or all the region afterwards known as Florida and 
Louisiana. It is the record of the first journey made by Europeans through any 
part of the country now included within the boundaries of the United States.

disease and the cruelties of the Indians, were seized on the Mississippi coast and 
held in slavery for four years, but escaping, after numerous hardships, they at 
length made their way inland across Texas to Sonora, or some point near the shore 
of the Gulf of California. Thence he and three of his companions worked their 
way southwards, and finally succeeded in reaching. Mexico. He returned to Spain 
in 1537, where, having failed to obtain the governorship of Florida, which had been 
given to Soto, he obtained that of the Rio de la Plata, in 1540.” 

The Second Part contains a contemporary account of Nufiez Cabeca de Vaca’s 
journey to the River Plate countries in South America, after his appointment as 
Governor. He arrived in Uruguay in 1541, and proceeded to Asuncion, the capital 
of Paraguay, the site of Buenos Aires having been abandoned. ‘‘ He explored the 
regions around the Paraguay and Parana, conciliated the Indian tribes, and 
discovered the route towards Peru. On the complaint of his lieutenant Domingo 
de Irala he was arrested and sent back to Spain in 1545, where he spent several 
years in freeing himself from the charges made against him.’’ 

The first part of this work, the ‘‘ Relacion,’’ was first published in 1542, only 
two copies being known. The second part, the ‘‘ Commentarics de Alvar Nuiiez 
Cabeca de Vaca, adelantado y governador de la provincia del Rio de la Plata,’’ is 
here published for the first time, and is the first printed account of the La Plata 
regions. It was written by Cabega de Vaca’s secretary, Pero Hernandez, whilst 
the former was in prison. At the end is appended a Relacion made in 1545 by 
Hernando de Ribera, whom Cabega de Vaca had sent on a journey of exploration 
northwards up the River Paraguay. 

‘‘The journey of Alvar Nufiez across the entire continent of North America 
from the peninsular of Florida to the province of Cinaloa, on the Pacific, is one 
of the most remarkable on record, and ranks in importance with that of Marco 
Polo in the thirteenth century. From 1528 to 1537, nine long years, this small 
party of Spaniards were slowly traversing the vast region which separates the 
Atlantic from the Pacific Ocean. Constantly with wild tribes of Indians, who in 
them first saw men with white skins: traversing deserts and mountains, fording 
rivers, and for years, as destitute of clothing as the natives themselves, they at 
length reached the most distant Spanish settlements in Cinaloa, on the Pacific. 

The narrative of Nufiez was entirely written after his return, for he could 
take no notes by the way. Hence we find it extremely difficult to follow his foot- 
steps, and commentators are unable to agree on the point whether he crossed the 
Rio Grande near the present town of El Paso, and thence proceeded westward 
through the most northerly pass of the Sierra Madre and thence down into Sonora 
and Cullacan, or whether he crossed the Rio Grande two hundred miles farther 
south. 

In Mr. Smith’s notes to his edition of the book printed in 1854, he carries 
the travellers east of the Mississippi, beyond the present southern boundary of 
Tennessee, where he crosses the great river ; thence he carries him westward along 
the banks of the Arkansas and Canadian rivers to New Mexico, crossing the Rio 
Grande at about 32 deg. parallel of North latitude; thence westward and south- 
ward into Sonora and southward to Cinaloa. In the notes to his new version 
printed in 1873, Mr. Smith adopts an entirely new route. In this he keeps near 
the Gulf of Mexico, entirely within the present bounds of Texas, crossing the Rio 
Grande near the mouth of the Conchas River, which he ascends until he reaches 
the great mountain chain, which he crosses, and there enters Cinaloa.

The work was 
dedicated to Philip I. of Spain as Mary Tudor’s consort, and is addressed to ‘‘ His 
Majesty the King of England, our Prince.” 

“To the latter part of the period of the Pizarros belongs the account given 
by Augustin de Zérate, who was sent to Peru to take charge of the accounts of the 
‘kingdoms and province of Peru,’ at the time that Blasco Nunes Vela was 
commissioned to become the first viceroy of the Spanish possessions in South 
America. Zérate had part in the conflicts occasioned by the arrival of Nuiies Vela 
and the rebellion of Gonzalo Pizarro. He was one of the two commissioners sent 
by the Oidores to order Pizarro to disband his army, which he held at Jauja, and 
enter Lima with only a small escort. Pizarro, however, sent out Captain Villegas, 
who met Zérate on the way, arrested him, took away his commission, confiscated 
his provisions, and imprisoned him at Huarochiri. Released after some days, he 
was persuaded to return to Lima, and it was suggested that, in consideration of 
his release, he should urge the Audiencia to leave the government to Gonzalo 
Pizarro. Whatever may have been the influence of Zérate in this matter, Pizarro 
not long afterwards approached the capital and assumed the reins of government.” 
[Jt is interesting to note, here, that Gonzalo Pizarro had obtained, by tyranny 
and irregular means, a decree, reluctantly issued by Zarate as one of the Oidores 
of the Andiencia, appointing Gonzalo to the Governorship of Peru. 

“ Having played his part in this turbulent period, a part regarding which 
writers venture a variety of opinions, Z4rate returned to Spain, and, using notes 
made in America, wrote the Historia del descubrimiento y conquista de la provincia 
del Peru. His final plan for this work was to treat of the discovery and occupation 
of the country, and to narrate the principal events in the history of the colony 
until the pacification that followed the intervention of Pedro de la Gasca. The

author is said to have intended that his work should remain in manuscript until 
after his death, but under the persuasion, perhaps the orders, of Prince Philip, 
to whom he had presented it, he caused it to be printed.

This rare little publication contains the text of letters of great interest, 
from the pens of various Jesuit missionaries in India, Japan, China, and Brazil, 
describing their mode of life in the outposts of the Spanish and Portuguese em- 
pires in the early sixteenth century ; their arduous journeys; and activities amongst 
the infidels. One of the letters is written by Padre Maestro Melchior Nuiiz, 
dated 1555, and is addressed to the founder of the Society of Jesus, Ignatius 
Loyola.

Chapters 75 to 81 of this work relate to Canada. 

Thevet, a Franciscan Friar, went out with Villegagnon in 1555, when the 
latter attempted to establish a French colony near the mouth of the Rio Janeiro, 
on the coast of Brazil, and returned apparently the year following with Bois-le- 
Comte, the nephew of the former leader. The French designs were in a few years’ 
time completely frustrated, but they lasted long enough to produce a considerable 
number of expeditions, and a belief that France would justify the title conferred 
on the settlement by Thevet. His account of the natives, their country, and their 
language is very ample, and the woodcuts which illustrate the volume, which are 
after the school of Jean Cousin, Jean Goujon, and Germain Pilon, are admirable. 
They furnished De Bry with some of the most striking pictures. In the return 
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THEeveET—continued. 


voyage, Bois-le-Comte seems to have sailed northwards, and Thevet speaks of 
Canada and Newfoundland as if he had been there himself. He mentions Cartier 
as having told him some facts concerning his two voyages. It is strange that 
Harrisse did not include Thevet in his Notes pour servir @ l’histoire de la Nouvelle 
France. There are 32 pages given to Canada with some woodcuts, and this alone 
ought to give Thevet’s Singularitez the very second place in that bibliography. 
The publication preceded by one year the Alfonce, No. 3987 of this catalogue, 
which is Harrisse’s No. 2. 

Winsor maintains that Thevet’s reputation for veracity was poor, especially 
among his contemporaries, and that it seems probable he never made the voyage 
along the American coast, of which he here pretends to give us an account. This 
opinion is strengthened by the fact that he makes no mention of the coast from 
Florida to what he calls the River of Norumbega, and that his statements are 
generally vague and unsatisfactory. Henry Stevens, on the contrary, says :— 

“* André Thevet was a good, honest, credulous writer, who knew personally 
all the contemporary French navigators to Canada and Brazil, and believed every- 
thing they told him. His book, therefore, has great value as an honest record, but 
must be read with care and caution.”

The Church Catalogue only knows of copies in four libraries, including the 
British Museum. 

The illustrations in this Edition are reduced from those in the Paris edition 
of the previous year, and are all engraved in reverse. They furnished De Bry with 
some of his most gruesome pictures. This is one of the early works issued by the 
celebrated Plantin Press, which had only recently (1555) begun printing. 

Thirty-one pages (folios 146-161) are devoted to Canada and Newfoundland. 
The information contained in these pages was probably derived from Jacques 
Cartier. On folio 145 there is an account of Baccalao, and the attempts of Cabot 
to ‘* dresser la vue nouvelle Angleterre.” On folio 150 Thevet describes Tobacco 
Smoking ; a certain “‘herbe sechée’’ put into the end of a hollow horn, ‘‘ laquelle 
ayans frottée entre leurs mains, y mettet le feu, et en recoyvet la fumée par la 
bouche par lautre bout du cornet. Et en prennet en telle quantité, qu’elle sort 
par les yeux et par le nez.”’

Among the pre-Columbian discoveries of America, the Brothers Zeni occupy 
perhaps the most prominent place. It is claimed for them that, in the year 1380 
they visited several islands, which they called Frisland, Esland (Iceland) Engrone- 
land (Greenland), and Icaria. The account of these voyages first appeared in this 
volume, published anonymously, but which appears to have been compiled by Nicolo 
Zeno, the younger. It has given rise to much controversy, some maintaining that 
it is a fabrication, others that it contains the results of discoveries in the North» 
Atlantic actually made by the two brothers Nicolo Zeno and Antonio Zeno, at the 
end of the fourteenth century. 

The map occupying the work bears the date of 1380, and is stated by the 
author to have been reproduced from an old manuscript chart left by his ancestors. 
It is evident from the form given to Greenland, that the maker had more reliable 
information concerning that land than any of his contemporaries. The lands lying 
south-west of Greenland are named Estotiland (Labrador) and Droga, the latter 
being the south-east portion of Labrador, or perhaps Newfoundland. The map, 
while incorrect in many respects, is, in others, wonderfully accurate. 

In 1873 the late Richard H. Major edited for the Hakluyt Society, The 
Voyages of the Venetian Brothers, Nicolo and Antonio Zeno, which until recently 
has been considered the greatest authority in the English language upon 
the reputed travels of the Brothers Zeni. His investigations led him to decide that 
the good parts of the map are of the fourteenth century, gathered on the spot, 
while the false parts arose from the misapprehensions of the younger Zeno, who put 
the book together. Baron Nordenskiold, an Arctic explorer and practical navi- 
gator, published in 1883 the results of his exhaustive examination of the subject, 
in which he decides that the Zeni narratives are substantially true, and that there 
was no published material in 1558 that gave so true a description of those regions. 

Since the appearance of these works, several important ancient maps of the 
Northern regions have come to light. The finding of these, together with the ease 
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of reproduction by modern photographic processes, has given facilities for compara- 
tive cartographical study not attainable by the earlier writers. Benefitting by 
these advantages, Frederick W. Lucas has given us ‘‘ The Annals of the Voyages 
of the Brothens Nicolo and Antonio Zeno”’ (London, 1898), a very exhaustive 
study of the entire literature of the subject, in which he has arrived at conclusions 
diametrically opposite to these reached by Major and others, viz., ‘That Zeno’s 
work has been one of the most ingenious, most successful, and most enduring 
literary impostures which has ever gulled a confiding public.” 


[To give emphasis to his arguments, he has given us a translation of the 
original work with facsimiles of folios 45 to 58, a facsimile of Hakluyt’s English 
version of the story (1582), a translation from Ramusio’s text (2 (1574) 222-225), 
reproductions of numerous contemporary maps, and a full bibliography of the 
literature of the subject, embracing nearly 400 titles. ]

Lery went to Brazil, under Villegagnon, in 1557, with the Huguenot expedi- 
tion organized under Coligny to found a colony at Rio de Janeiro. Thevet was 
also a member of the same expedition.

This work gives an account of the travels of Jean Alfonse, who accompanied 
Roberval in the expedition to New France, which left Rochelle in April, 1542. 


This is the rare second issue of the FIRST (undated) EDITION, and is 
described by Harrisse Nouvelle France, No. 2. 


The only copy known of the First Edition is the Church copy, which does not 
contain the additional matter which we have in this copy, entitled “‘ Les Tables de 
la Declination ou Esloignement que fait le soleil de la ligne Equinoctiale chacun 
jour des quatre ans,’”’ by Olivier Bisselin, which is owned apparently only by the 
Lenox Library. This is one of the rarest books of Americana. 


Very rare First Edition of a work which is doubly interesting as an 
early work of sailing directions for all parts of the world, and in particular for the 
coasts of North America, as well as by reason of its importance in the Bibliotheca 
Canadensis. It is No. 2 of Harrisse’s list, Alfonse having been associated with 
Roberval in the expedition to New France in 1542, in which the latter was to have 
been accompanied by Cartier. The descriptions of the coasts of Labrador, New- 
foundland, and the Gulf of St. Laurence, offer a curious conjunction of the know- 
ledge personally acquired, and the information derived on one hand from Cartier 
himself, on the other from Portuguese and Spanish sources. The Appendix at the 
end, ‘‘ Les Tables de la Declinaison que fait le Soleil de la ligne Equinoctiale,’’ by 
Olivier Bisselin, has a separate series of signatures and pages.

Gaspar Barreiros, distinguished geographer and classical writer, was born at 
Vizeu, Portugal, in the latter part of the fifteenth century. He studied under his 
famous uncle, Jodo de Barros, who was preparing his great geographical work at 
the time, and sent Gaspar to Italy and France to consult some documents on his 
behalf. On his return to Portugal, Gaspar joined the Church and became a canon 
of the Cathedral of Vizeu, and later, of Evora. He was sent to the Pope on a 
special mission by the Cardinal-Infante Dom Enrique on the latter’s appointment 
as Cardinal in 1546; and his publication, Chorographia de alguns logares, ete. (in- 
cluded in this volume) was written to commemorate this mission. He died in 1574; 
having taken the new name of Fr. Francisco da Madre de Deus, on joining the

This is one of the earliest and most important collection of Voyages and 
Travels of the sixteenth Century, the third volume being entirely devoted to 
America. It contains translations of works that had previously appeared in 
Spanish, French and Latin, and some from manuscripts which had never before 
been published. The work was compiled during the latter part of Ramusio’s life 
and is carefully and intelligently done, as he had devoted his mature years to 
historical and geographical study, in which he had given instruction in a school 
carried on at his own house. He left material for a fourth volume, but the 
manuscript was destroyed in a fire which burned the printing house of the pub- 
lishers, not long after his death in 1557. 


John Locke, the English philosopher, held the highest opinion of this work, 
and said of it: ‘“‘Ramusio’s collection of voyages and travels is the most perfect 
work of that nature in any language whatsoever, containing all the discoveries to 
the east, west, north, and south, with full descriptions of all the countries dis- 
covered, judiciously compiled and free from that great mass of useless matter which 
swells our English Hakluyt and Purchas, much more complete and full than the 
Latin De Bry, and in fine is the noblest work of this nature.” 


Harrisse (B.A.V., p. 457) speaks of it in the highest terms: ‘The publica- 
tion of Ramusio’s Raccolta,’’ says he, ‘‘ may be said to open an era in the literary 
history of Voyages and Navigation.

‘To the latter part of the period of the Pizarros belongs the account given 
by Augustin de Zérate, who was sent to Peru to take charge of the accounts of the 
‘kingdoms and provinces of Peru,’ at the time that Blasco Nunes Vela was com- 
missioned to become the first viceroy of the Spanish possessions in South America.

Damiam de Goes was the keeper of the archives at the Torre do Tombo;

The report was written to the King of Spain after an extensive tour which 
the Viceroy had made throughout Peru. His views, expressed with a general 
regard for the welfare of the Indians, are set forth in thirty-one interesting para- 
graphs, in which he shows, impartially, how both the native vassalls and the 
King’s Treasury might benefit by a more conscientious practical method of local 
government; and, at the same time, how the Indians’ oppression was very. often 
due to the tyranny of the caciques ‘‘ and the methods which were in force during 
the Inga régime,” than to the official administrators from Spain. His suggestions 
for reform are based upon his observations covering the period of his thirteen 
years’ term of office in Peru; and merited the careful consideration of his 
sovereign, whose note—to the effect that ‘‘all the matters dealt with herein and 
all the documentary evidence relating thereto, should be very particularly and 
carefully studied ’’ [by the State Council] ‘‘ and your opinion stated upon each and 
every paragraph and report submitted ’’—is transcribed at the foot of this docu- 
ment. 

The Viceroy begins by criticising the spiritual government of Peru: ‘‘ When 
I arrived here, I found that the Friars, Bishops and Prelates of the various Orders 
were absolute spiritual masters of the place; and that in temporal matters, they 
scarcely recognised a superior; and your Majesty incurred a continual expense on 
account of the great number of clerics who travelled by every fleet at the expense 
of your Royal treasury, on the pretext of coming here to teach and preach to the 
natives ; whereas, in reality, many of them only came with the object of enriching 
themselves, and of returning, wealthy men, after skinning the natives.’’ More- 
over, the organization on the part of the sincere clergy was very poor, and few of 
them understood or spoke the native languages. He requests that the King 
should order that no Indian was to be baptized until he had first received a 
thorough grounding in the doctrines of Christianity ; as, ‘‘ by the time the, clergy 
had mastered the native language and were able to instruct the Indians in re- 
ligious matters, they had already amassed a comfortable fortune, and were off 
home again, leaving the natives untutored idolaters.”’ 


The Viceroy reports that he found the country, which was still designated 
“Peru”? (but which comprised Bolivia and Chile), in a very perturbed state. The 
city of La Paz had not yet settled down after the disturbances caused by ‘‘ Gongalo 
Gironda and Alonso Osorio, and others, whom I had ordered to be arrested and 
punished ”?; and the highway robberies practised by the Indians in the mountain 


districts of Las Charcas “‘ almost at every moon,’’ had become positively alarming.

Cuzco, Tucuman and Santa Cruz were favourite haunts of the ‘‘ Salteadores”’ or 
robbers, while an urgent summons for help was sent to the Real Audiencia by the 
Spaniards of Chile, whose towns were systematically besieged by rebel Indians, 
‘“ so that practically every province in the Kingdom needed help; but with the pun- 
ishments that I ordered to be inflicted in La Paz, Guamango and Cuzco, the dis- 
turbances were eventually quelled.’’ He requests the King to send reinforcements 
to fortify and garrison the frontiers which lay beyond the immediate range of the 
Viceregal garrison, both for the safety of the Spaniards, and the welfare of the 
loyal Indians who might otherwise have been influenced by delinquents hiding in 
the lonely districts. 


The Viceroy mentions that there were many complaints against his order to 
the feudal landowners in Lima, etc., that they should pay the expenses of the 
recent campaign in defence of Potosi, La Plata, and other places; and ‘‘I did the 
same with regard to the men of war whom I sent out in pursuit of the English 
corsair [Drake and Hawkins]. I therefore beg Your Majesty to confirm this 
order, as I know how important it is, in order to ease the burden of the royal 
treasury in the event of any future war.”’ 


He then describes the condition of the natives’ homes, the hospitals, prisons, 
barracks—“ very sound and strong in Guamanga, Cuzco and La Paz where they are 
most needed ’’—the local native government, religious and secular education, and 
the scale of taxation. He complains of the greed of the Spanish settlers, and 
pleads for more generous terms for the Indian agricultural and mineral labourers 
in Potosi and other districts, where private enterprise was depriving the treasury 
and the natives of their due.

The author was the illegitimate son of Christopher Columbus. He accom- 
panied his father on his fourth and last voyage (1502-1504) and seems to have been 
with him when he died, therefore being a witness to some of the events which he 
relates. He returned to Spain and collected the library of printed books and 
manuscripts, now known as the Biblioteca Colombina, at Seville, where he spent 
the remainder of his life. He wrote several memoirs besides this life of his father, 
the original text of which is lost. This book, despite the efforts of some writers to 
prove it a forgery, still remains the only source of information upon many events 
in the life of Columbus. Folios 126-145 are occupied by the Relations of the Indian 
in Hispaniola, written by order of Christopher Columbus by R. P.’ Roman Parie, 
of the Order of St. Jerome, and divided into 26 chapters. It is the oldest history 
of the American Indians.

Alonso de Ercilla y Zufliga was a member of the expedition sent by the 
viceroy to establish Garcia de Mendoza in his office, and to carry on the war 
against the Araucanian Indians. He was born in Madrid on August 7, 1533. 
The young Ercilla undertook a journey in 1554, accompanying Philip when that 
prince went to wed Mary Tudor, the Queen of England. 


While in England Ercilla learned that the Araucanians were in revolt, and 
that Hernandez Giron was leading a rebellion against the legitimate government 
in Peru. The state into which affairs in Peru had fallen during the rebellion 
rendered the post of viceroy especially unattractive. Two persons to whom the 
king had offered it declined the honour. It was, however, accepted by Andrés 
Hurtado de Mendoza, Marqués de Cafiete. Alderete, who had been in America, 
was in England with Philip’s escort. From him Ercilla got information that 
awakened his adventurous spirit, and he left Europe for America with the fleet 
that carried Alderete and Viceroy Mendoza. He arrived in Peru on July 6, 1556. 
Here he joined the expedition sent by the viceroy against the insurgent 
Araucanians. This expedition was commanded by the viceroy’s son, Garcia 

| Hurtado de Mendoza, a youth of twenty-one, who had been appointed governor 
of Chile. 


On his arrival in Chile Garcia de Mendoza arrested both Aguirre and 
Villagra and sent them to Lima. Thus freed from the embarrassing presence 
of the two rival claimants, he entered upon his campaign against the Araucanians, 
and on this campaign Ercilla acquired his first experience in warfare with the 
Indians. To describe the events of the war and his part in it was the primary 
purpose in writing La Araucana. ;

First Edition. This work is, to a certain extent, based upon material sup- 
plied by the distinguished doctor, Garcia de Orta, whom the author met in the 
course of his travels in Asia; and was the original of Clusio’s translation in Latin, 
and the later versions in French and Italian. 

Christovam da Costa (c. 1515-1580), the distinguished surgeon, physician, 
and botanist, was a Portuguese subject. According to some authorities, he was 
born at Ceuta or Tangiers, when both these cities were under Portuguese rule, 
while Espasa’s Enciclopedia states that Mozambique was his birthplace. He 
described himself as an ‘ African.’’ He accompanied the Portuguese Viceroy, 
Dom Luis de Ataide, to India; and there spent many years practising medicine, 
and at the same time serving in the army. Later, he undertook many long and 
arduous journeys in tropical countries, for the purpose of studying natural his-° 
tory ; suffering shipwreck, captivity and many hardships in Persia, China, Africa, 
etc. On his return to Europe, he settled down in Burgos, Spain, where he wrote 
hooks in Spanish; one of the principal ones being this Tractado, which is still 
regarded as an important and authoritative work on the subject of medicines 
and drugs. The interesting woodcuts are reproduced from freehand drawings 
executed by the author, and illustrate many Asiatic plants which had, until then, 
been unknown in Europe. 

As regards the interesting binding, the arms embossed on the covers are 


those of the sixteenth-century bibliophile, Don Francisco Cabrera v Bebadiila, 
Marques de Moya.

Alonso de Ercilla y Zufiga was a member of the expedition sent by the 
Viceroy to establish Garcia de Mendoza in his office, and to carry on the war 
against the Araucanian Indians. He was born in Madrid on August 7, 1533. 
The young Ercilla undertook a journey in 1554, accompanying Philip when that 
prince went to wed Mary Tudor, the Queen of England. 


While in England Ercilla learned that the Araucanians were in revolt, and 
that Hernandez Giron was leading a rebellion against the legitimate government 
in Peru. The state into which affairs in Peru had fallen during the rebellion 
rendered the post of viceroy especially unattractive. Two persons to whom the 
king had offered it declined the honour. It was, however, accepted by Andrés 
Hurtado de Mendoza, Marqués de Caiiete. Alderete, who had been in America, 
was in England with Philip’s escort. From him Ercilla got information that 
awakened his adventurous spirit, and he left Europe for America with the fleet 
that carried Alderete and Viceroy Mendoza. He arrived in Peru on July 6, 1556. 
Here he joined the expedition sent by the viceroy against the insurgent- Arau- 
canians. This expedition was commanded by the viceroy’s son, Garcia Hurtado de 
Mendoza, a youth of twenty-one, who had been appointed governor of Chile. 


On his arrival at Chile, Garcia de Mendoza arrested both Aquirre and 
Villagra and sent them to Lima. Thus freed from the embarrassing presence of 
the two rival claimants, he entered upon his campaign against the Araucanians, 
and on this campaign Ercilla acquired his first experience in warfare with the 
Indians. To describe the events of the war and his part in it was the primary 
purpose in writing La Araucana.

This is the first Italian edition, and the most complete translation of 
Castanheda’s original Portuguese work on the dominions of Dom Manuel I.; the 
Spanish, French and English translations comprising no more than one or two of 
the ‘‘ books.’? An eighth ‘“‘ book’’ appeared in Portuguese in 1561, but the ninth 
and tenth were never published. Most of the work refers to the Portuguese 
possessions in India, and to the Lusitanian discoveries in Persia, Arabia, China, 
the Moluccas, etc., but there are some interesting chapters on Brazil and the 
islands of the Atlantic. 


Fernan Lopez de Castanheda was a native of Santarem, and went out to 
India in 1528, where he became an Oidor at Goa. During his twenty years’ sojourn 
in India, he conceived the idea of his great history, diligently outlining the story 
and amassing a vast store of information concerning the country, the people, 
history, natural resources, etc. He returned to his native country, ‘‘ poor in 
health and estate,’’? as Innocencio remarks, ‘‘ but rich in knowledge; and was 
obliged to accept the post of warden at the College of Arts in the University of 
Coimbra, and curator of the archives there, until 1559.”

This edition of Benzoni’s famous work is of especial interest on account of 
the last section, relating to the disastrous French expedition to Florida, and having 
separate title and pagination. A short history of the Canary Islands is also given. 


In 1564, Réné Goulaine de Laudonniére landed at what is now St. Augustine, 
in Florida, and there built Fort Caroline. The colonists, who were all Huguenots, 
were not making a success of their venture, and were on the point of abandoning 
the Settlement, when re-enforced by Jean Ribault. He had scarcely anchored 
before a Spanish Fleet under Menendez appeared, and surprised and massacred the 
garrison, carrying out to the letter his order to ‘‘ gibbet and behead all Protestants 
in those regions.’’ Ribault for the time escaped, but in endeavouring to return 


also fell into the hands of the Spanish, and was massacred with, all his party. The

French were all hanged with the inscription affixed to them: ‘‘ Not as Frenchmen 
but as heretics.’’ It is the story of this massacre which is here told. 


A short time afterwards the French expedition under Dominique de Gourgues 
landed in Florida and captured two Spanish Forts, and, by way of reprisal, hanged 
all of his prisoners, attaching to them the inscription, ‘‘ Not as Spaniards, but as 
assassins.”’

easily found and searcely ever with the plate. The woodcut represents Frobisher 
in a canoe, throwing darts at wild fowl, and the Greenlanders in their costume. 

** Frobisher sailed from Harwich on 31 May with a fleet of fifteen vessels, in 
three divisions, headed by the Aid, Judith, and Thomas Allen, for the ‘ North-West 
parts,’ and the fancied treasures of Meta Incognita. Taking a new route, he sailed 
down the Channel and along the Southern coast of England and Ireland, and sighted 
Cape Clear on June 6. Hence he sailed north-west until the 20th, when he reached 
the south of Greenland, where he landed, and named it West England, giving the 
name Charing Cross to the last Cliff of which he had sight as he sailed past two 
days later. On 2 July the fleet sighted the islands off Meta Incognita, but could 
not proceed on account of the ice. After losing himself in the ‘ Mistaken Streight’ 
(i.e., Hudson’s) through no want of being warned by the more experienced Chris- 
topher Hall, master of the Aid, Frobisher anchored in the Countess of Warwick’s 
Sound, 31 July, where he found Fenton in the Judith, who arrived there ten days 
before him. Meanwhile Hall in the Thomas Allen was beating up in the open two 
or three of the other vessels which had lost their bearings in the storms and mist. 
After wasting nearly two months in finding the rendezvous, and repairing damages 
there, the only results were the accidental discovery of a new strait by Frobisher, 
afterwards explored by Hudson, the further discovery of the upper part of Frobisher 
Bay by Best, and the loading of the soundest vessels with mineral that turned out 
to be worthless. The fleet sailed for England early in September, and arrived at 
various ports near the beginning of October. 

“One curious fact of geographical interest in this voyage of 1578 remains to 
be noted. The Emmanuel Buss of Bridgwater, as she came homeward, to the south- 
east of Friesland (i.e., Greenland) discovered an island of lat. 573° north, and sailed 
along the coast three days, ‘ the land seeming to be fruitful, full of woods, and a 
champaign country.’ This island has been a source of perplexity to map-makers 
and navigators down to our day. I+ was doubtless an island, now submerged, a 
phenomenon by no means unknown in these regions, if we are to believe Ruysch, 
in his map of the 1507 Ptolemy.’’ D.N.B.

This interesting publication was printed for the purpose of acquainting the 
members of the Consejo de Indias and all the Governors, judges, and other adminis- 


trators in Spanish America, with the import of earlier Decrees issued in respect of 
(Continued over) 
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the administration of the Indies. The Consejo de Indias in Spain was to have 
supreme power to rule, in consultation with the king; it was to have the minutest 
information on all the Dominions, and the right to divide the states into viceregal 
and ecclesiastical provinces ; its principal aim, ‘‘ all other considerations aside,’”’ was 
to be the conversion of the Indians, who were also to be well treated as the King’s 
protégés ‘‘whom our Lord had placed in his Majesty’s care.’’ The Consejo was 
further enjoined to punish any who ignored these provisions. Every week, Wed- 
nesday was to be set aside for a conference with the King on the affairs of America ; 
and all the previous ordinances and statutes for the government of the Indies were 
to be carefully studied before any further laws were drafted in this connection. 
The Consejo was to deal exclusively with law suits relating to the Indies, no secular 
or ecclesiastical judge in Spain being permitted to interfere. All papal bulls, briefs, 
and other important documents relating to America were to be transcribed in books 
provided for the purpose in the Ministry for the Indies, the originals being pre- 
served in the archives at Simancas. No relative of any official of the Consejo was 
permitted to take part as a lawyer in any law suit relating to the Indies. Amongst 
numerous other interesting laws were the regulations affecting notaries, treasurers, 
chroniclers, and cosmographers: ‘‘ The official cosmographer shall make charts of 
the Indies, indicating by their latitude, longitude, and number of leagues, the 
provinces, islands, rivers, mountains and other places which should be drawn and 
painted in accordance with the descriptions and notes given to him by the notaries 
of the Consejo; he shall also verify and calculate the eclipses of the moon, to take 
the longitude of the lands, and send his report of the times at which observations 
are to be made and the instruments required, to the Governors of the various 
provinces . . . and as results are obtained, so shall they be recorded in the book 
of descriptions. 

“The chronicler shall preserve a record of all the memorable deeds and events 
that may cccur in the Indies, and continuously write the general history of the 
country with the ntmost precision and accuracy, recording the customs, rites, and 
antiquities . . . with a view to furnishing a history which shall be published or 
suppressed at the discretion of the Consejo.’’ 


Other records were to be kept regarding the natural history and resources, 
and navigations.

coast. There is an interesting translation appended,, on the ‘‘ Navigation of the 
course from Catayo to China, by an English cosmographer’’ (William Bourne). 
This gives the various routes to China, including what was known as the ‘‘ Portv- 
guese route,’’ via the Canaries, Brazil, the Magellan Straits, and the Pacific Islands, 
including Java and the Moluccas. There are numerous tables, giving declinations 
‘of the sun, and the latitudes and longitudes of the principal ports. 

Andres de Poza, the Spanish cosmographer and writer, was a native of 
Lendefio de Abajo (Vizaya), and the father of the learned Jesuit, Juan Bautisia 
Poza. He began his studies about the middle of the sixteenth century, at the 
Universities of Louvain and Salamanca, graduating in Law at the latter university, 
in 1570. In addition to Law, he was much addicted to the study of sciences, 
especially the mathematical and nautical branches. He was attorney for the 
barony of Vizcaya, and professor at the Nautical School at San Sebastian. He 
made a profound study of the cosmographical literature of England, France, Ger- 
many, and Italy; condemned the use of maps and charts, revealing the mistakes 
contained therein; and taught a new method of calculating longitude by means of 
the moon’s distance. :

An excessively rare little publication, emanating from the Carmelite press 
in Lisbon, which is, according to the author’s note, ‘‘ the first publication to be 
printed at the press of this Convent of St. Philipe, after the Cruzada bulls” ; the 
only other copy of this work known is at the Academia das sciencias, Lisbon. 


The volume contains various essays by the author, with regard to the 
affiliation of the Carmelites and Franciscans and their missionary work in the 
Philippines and China; exhortation to preach the Gospel to the heathen; account 
of the entry of the Jesuits into China in 1585, and their work there; some verses 
composed by a mandarin; comments on the reports from Fray Martin Ignacio de 
Loyola on the evangelical work amongst the Indians of New Mexico, and the 
Yumanos, Tiguas, Quires, Cumanns, and other tribes. 


Geronimo Gracian was a barefoot Carmelite, a littérateur, mathematician, 
and doctor, who was born at Valladolid in 1545. He joined the Carmelites at an 
early age, and graduated in philosophy at the age of twenty. He spent some time 
at the San Philipe Convent in Lisbon, where he addressed this book to his col- 
leagues. He was elected provincial of his Order, and introduced some reforms in 
the rules, which resulted in his expulsion from the Order. Proceeding to Rome, 
to obtain re-admission to the Convent, he fell into the han 
in the vicinity of Sicily; and after being held to ransom, was finally admitted to 
one of the Carmelite Convents in Rome in 1595. Later he became the Archduchess 


Isabel’s confessor in Brussels, where he died in 1614. He was known, in his own 
day, as Gracian de la Madre de Dios.

The ‘‘ Diccionario Universal de Historia y de Geografia’’ says :—‘‘ This 
Viceroy, brother of the Duke of Bejar and a member of one of the most illustrious 
families of Spain, took up office on 17th October, 1585, and resigned in Feb., 1590. 
He had bitter contentions with the Dominican, Franciscan and Augustinian Pro- 
vincials over the question of compliance with the King’s instructions with regard 
to the secularization of the curacies which those orders administered. . . . In 
1587 Sir Francis Drake seized the ship Santa Ana off the coast of California, 
bearing merchandise from China and J apan. This corsair had travelled the Pacific . 
in previous years, causing damage to the provinces of Jalisco and Sinaloa. The 
Viceroy had ordered the ships at Acapulco to be in readiness and nominated Dr. 


Palacios as head of the expedition, but although these ships pursued the English, 
they were unable to find them. 


“Grave questions arose between the Viceroy and the Audiencia at Guada- 


lajara on judicial matters, which led to a rising of troops on one side and on the 


"oo ae

other. The news of these differences was probably exaggerated, but caused much 
uneasiness at the Court of Spain, which feared civil war, for which reason they 
hastened to remove the Marquis de Villamanrique from the supreme command, and 
appointed as Inspector (Visitador) the Bishop of Puebla, Don Diego Romano, who 
treated the Marques very harshly, ordering his property to be seized, even to the 
wearing apparel of the Marquesa; but although the Council for the Indies ordered 
the embargo to be removed, the Marquis died in Madrid without having recovered 
his property.’’ 


The Report, which gives the other version of the matter, is methodically 
divided into 101 paragraphs and describes minutely, all the misdeeds and abuses 
of the Marques de Villamanrique; the indignities to which he subjected the high 
ecclesiastical and other officials his high-handed attitude in dismissing certain 
members of the Treasury, even replacing these competent administrators by his 
own servants; and a full catalogue of his iniquities. 


The writer states that he is not prompted by malice, but merely by an 
honest desire to serve his king and country’s interests in reporting these incidents. 


The Governor began his campaign of annoyance by issuing orders before he 
had been properly sworn in as Viceroy. He then proceeded to dismiss as many 
officials as he pleased in defiance of the King’s expressed wishes, and appointed 
his own friends. He ordered that Don Diego Caballero, a priest, who had reported 
certain irregularities to the Visitador, should be arrested and sent to Acapulco 
for banishment to Peru, but subsequently rescinded the order, and, to the indig- 
nation of the people, had the priest conveyed back to San Juan de Uloa in a 
wooden. cage, in which he passed through the Indian encampments and infected 
areas ‘‘ with no other object in view than that this honoured and esteemed priest 


should die under such conditions.”’ 
The writer was a particular béte-noire of the Viceroy, having been one of 


the principal informants against him. He states how he called on the Viceroy and 
informed him that he had been “‘a respected resident of that city for twenty-five 


years, and had in every way served his Majesty (Philip II.), helping to guard the 


city of Mexico with his arms and horses .”?; and how he was at the port of 
San Juan de Uloa when the corsair Juan Aquines [Hawkins] took it; and how 
he was amongst those who defended the port of Acapulco ‘‘ against the corsair, 
Francisco Draque [Francis Drake] when he sailed the Pacific.’ He related how 
his ancestor, Captain Juan de Herrera had died in the service of the King, at 
Castelnovo; how his uncle, Francisco de Herrera, had arrested Francis I. of 
France, and how his father’s three brothers had died in one day in the service of 
the Emperor (Charles V.); and how he had been amongst the conquerors of the 
Philippines. His efforts to obtain permission to travel proved fruitless, the 
Viceroy suspecting this zealous royalist of endeavouring to communicate his infor- 
mation to headquarters; and instead of granting him leave to travel, the Viceroy 
ordered him to be arrested, his house searched and many papers seized. Herrera 
(Continued over) 
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escaped, however, leaving behind him his wife and children, and tried to get aboard 
one of the ships of the Spanish fleet. Arrived at Tlaxcala, however, he sought 
sanctuary at the Franciscan Monastery of Atiliqueza, where the Viceroy’s men ran 
him to earth, with warrants to seize him whether he happened to be in a monastery 
or church. He was therefore obliged to flee from the monastery and proceed to a 
place where the Viceroy had no authority. 


This long report contains a most interesting relation of the vicissitudes of 
Martin de Herrara and his brother, Diego; and of their efforts to enlist the 
sympathy of the Consejo de Indias. About six lines from the top of each page 
have been torn away, but the greater part of the text is quite legible.

Padre Amador Rebello was born at Mezao Frio in 1539, and was the son of 
Langarote Goncalves. He joined the Jesuits at the age of twenty, and became 
professor of theology and the humanities. He was an expert calligrapher, and as 
such, was chosen to teach writing to the young King Sebastian, with whom he was 
on affectionate terms. He wrote a relation of the King’s life and compiled an 
interesting document of his royal pupil’s sayings. His printed works consisted of 
the present volume, and a Compendio of other Jesuits’ letters in 1598. He 
became rector of the college of St. Antao in Lisbon, where he died in 1622.

The illustrious Spaniards connected with America, who are mentioned in 
these elegies and eulogies, include: Christopher and Diego Columbus; Rodrigo de 
Arana; Francisco de Bovadilla; Nicolas de Ovando; Juan Ponce de Leon; Diego

contradicted him and would even have impeded his progress.’’ 


Juan de Castellanos was a distinguished Spanish poet and chronicler, who 
was born at Alonis, Seville ,in 1522, and died in 1605. He lived in America for 
many years, which gave rise to the supposition that he was an American and a 
native of Tunja. In his early youth he served in the army, which he subse- 
quently abandoned for the Church. His notable work, the Elegias, describes 
minutely the narrative of the discovery of America. ‘‘If not an epic of the first 
order,’’ states Espasa’s Encyclopaedia, ‘‘it is happy in its local colour, descrip- 
tions, and expert versification.”” Only the primera parte was published during 
the author’s lifetime, the three other parts remaining unpublished until the nine- 
teenth century. The poem consists of some fifty-five cantos; and a point of 
peculiar interest is the fact that the author was personally acquainted with many 
of the illustrious men of whom he writes.

This French translation of Hariot’s Virginia is of the very greatest rarety, 
and contains the plate of Adam and Eve, which is recognized as Theodore de Bry’s 
masterpiece. 

Our copy corresponds to the Crawford collation exactly, the 18th line of the 
title being printed on a slip and pasted over a blank space within the engraved 
border. It also contains the excessively rare blank leaf (F 6) at the end, necessary 
to complete the signature (which is lacking in most copies, including the copy 
described in the Church Catalogue). 

Brunet calls attention to the fact that the plates in the French edition, 
being the earliest, are superior to those in the Latin Edition.

He practised as a 
physician and surgeon in Mexico, and was for fourteen years, doctor at the 
Indians’ Hospital! Real. Here he, together with the protomedico, Francisco 


Hernandez, made a special study of the local disease cocobixtli, inspecting many 
corpses with a view to discovering the origin and remedy of the disease. After 
publishing the first edition of this book, he entered the Jesuit Collegio Maximo as 
a lay brother, and died there in January, 1597.

The Manuscript, which is divided into ten sections, was evidently intended to 
be the first part of a more exhaustive study of the judicial and social history of 
Hispanic America, and is thus described as ‘“‘ Book One.’? A summary is appended 
herewith translated from the Spanish paragraphs, which gives some idea of the 
scope of the work. There is no record of the work ever having been printed: it 
is possible that the writer was a collaborator of Duarte Nufiez de Leon, a cele- 
brated sixteenth-century lawyer and chronicler, who compiled a great legal work 
which remained unpublished :— : 

(1) Whether the conquest was justifiable, and whether by virtue of deliver- 
ing them from idolatry, one may make war upon Indians, seize and occupy their 
lands, and whether the Spaniards are justified in seizing them on behalf of their 
sovereign because the Indians are barbarians and infidels and have certain customs 
and rites which are inhuman. 

(2) As the principal motive for these conquests was the establishment of 
the Catholic Faith in these distant countries, our Kings have taken care to erect 
churches and establish teachers in the Indian districts. (Particulars of the apos- 
tolic bulls granting rights of patronage in those parts). 

(3) On the “ Doctrinas ”’ (newly-converted districts which have not yet been 
established as parishes, etc.) presented to the clergy, and whether they have a 
perpetual or temporary interest in them and the nature of the benefits, rights, 
ete., derived. 

(4) How the doctrinas were also given to monks owing to the scarcity of 
ordinary clergy, and whether these monks acquire financial benefits for themselves 
or for their impoverished monasteries. Whether they must observe the rules of 
monastic life, and Philip II.’s decree ordering Doctrinas to be handed to the clergy. 

(5) On the jurisdiction of ecclesiastical judges in America, and their powers. 

(6) On the Viceroy’s power to order the banishment of any ecclesiastical 
judge who may abuse his power, or interfere with the secular administration. 

(7) Whether, in the event of a case proceeding against a layman, in which 
something should need to be proved against a clergyman, the case should

be taken out of the secular judge’s hands: or whether, being incidental to the 
layman’s case, it should remain in the hands of the secular judge. 

(8) What action the Viceroys and other Governors should take against any 
clergyman who might use the pulpit as a means of denouncing the judges, the 
Crown, etc. 

(9) That the Indians, although conquered, and subjects of the Spanish King, 
are not slaves but freemen, and are not to be forced or compelled against their 
will to perform any personal service, except in the work of the mines, estancias and 
some other branches of labour, but in any case subject to humane conditions. 

(10) How the slave-owning rights granted to the early conquerors began and 
developed: the conditions under which they held slave labour, and their obligation 
to teach and care for them. 

(11) Whether the Ruler can revoke any slave-owning grant to the early 
conquerors and the pension granted to the conqueror’s son. 

(12) Refers to who shall be entitled to slave-owning rights: whether they 
may be given to women: whether they may be granted to clergymen, hospitals, 
and monasteries, and for how long. 

(13) The laws of succession with regard to slave-grants. 

(14) How a deputy, sent out by a slave-owner amongst the Indians, should 
act. 

(15) Whether the Spanish Kings are justified in exacting tributes from the 
Indians in consideration of the latter having been converted to Catholicism; and 
if not, whether they can claim tributes for some other reason. The system of 
tributes exacted by the Romans, and the means of collecting personal and Royal 
tributes from the Indians. 

(16) On the dignity and office of the Viceroys: their prerogatives, ceremonies, 
privileges, and simultaneous office of President of the Chancery. Comparison with 
the office of the Roman Proconsuls. Their need of a knowledge of military matters 
as Captain General of the Dominion.

An invaluable work for the history of the earliest missions to the New World. 


All editions of this important work are of extreme rarity. It contains some 
of the most valuable materials in existence for the history of the Spanish Conquest 
and settlements in America; as well as of the manners, language, and religions of 
the aborigines. Davila Padilla was born in Mexico in 1562, and had the fullest 
opportunities of obtaining authentic information. He is the earliest writer who 
mentions the establishment of Printing in the New World, and the fact that the 
Scala Cosli of St. Joannes Climacus, translated by his namesake Juan de Estrada 
from the Latin version, was entitled to the distinction of being the first book 
printed in America (about 1535-6). 


The author was made Archbishop of San Domingo in 1599 and died in 1604.

In 1564, Réné Goulaine de Laudonniére landed at what is now St. Augus- 
tine, in Florida, and there built Fort Caroline.

A scarce bcok, and the only Italian translation of Padre Joseph de Acosta’s 
Historia Natural y Moral de las Indias, a work which is divided into seven ‘‘ books,” 
and treats of the physical geography, metallurgy, natural history of Spanish 
America, and the rites, customs, laws, government and wars of the Indians. The 
first two ‘‘ books”’ are practically the same as Acosta’s De Natura Orbis. From a 
literary point of view, Hurtado states that the Historia ‘‘is a model of didactic 
prose, the style fluent and simple, and deservedly included by the Academy 
amongst the authoritative works on science in the Spanish language.’’ 

Padre José de Acosta (1539-1600) was a native of Medina del Campo, and 
in 1571 went to Peru as a Jesuit missionary, where he was a member of the 
Consilio de Lima, and collaborated in the publication of catechisms and confes- 
sionals in Quichua, Aymara and Castillian, for which purpose the first printing 
press was established in Lima (1585). He spent a year or so in. Mexico and re- 
turned to Spain in 1587, where he acted as Visitador for the Society of Jesus in 
the peninsula; and spent his last days at Valladolid, writing sermons in Latin. 

He is one of the earliest writers who have treated philosophically of America 
and its productions. His Historia, ‘‘ based on reason and experience, marks a 
culminating point in the history of Spanish science,’”? says Hurtado. ‘‘ Modern 
sages will not scorn to subscribe to his doctrines.’’ 

He was the first to reveal the method of treating silver mines with quick- 
silver to extract larger quantities of the precious metal, and Humboldt declares 
that the basis of all that we now call physical geography is to be found in the 
works of Acosta and Oviedo. There were some who accused Acosta of plagiarism, 
but, as Feijoo points out: ‘‘ Acosta is original in his work and one might appro- 
priately call him the Pliny of the New World. Indeed, in some respects, he did 
more than Pliny, who admittedly made use of the works of his predecessors, but 
there was none from whom Padre Acosta could transcribe any work.”’

An interesting account 
of America and the history of its discovery is contained in the Dedicatory letter 
to King Philip III. (8 pp.) which is prefixed to the book. In the body of the book 
Siria gives a description of the earth, in which he calls America by the name of 
‘“ Colonia,’’ since it was discovered by Colon (the Spanish form of Columbus). 

‘“‘ Pedro de Siria, born in Valencia, was professor in jurisprudence for some 
years. He left the University for the Bar. He was especially interested in mathe- 
matics and navigation, so much so that the King appointed him chief pilot of the 
galleons of the fleet, with an annual salary of 1,500 Pesos, but Siria would not 
accept the office because of his advanced age. 

‘“‘ Although Siria did not have practical experience, he proposes in his work 
many important matters, such as the construction of tables of the variations of 
the compass; the observation of the distance from the stars to the moon for the 
purpose of calculating longitude; and he attributes the variations of the marine 
compass to the fact that the magnetic pole does not coincide with the actual pole, 
and places it four to five degrees lower than the other.”

This is the exceedingly valuable and scarce EARLIEST ISSUE of the Portuguese 
account of the attacks on her Indian commerce by the Privateers of England and 
Holland. 


The first half of the volume relates the capture of the Great Indian Galleon, 
the Capitania Santiago, by the Dutch. The account describes how nine vessels 
left Lisbon in 1601 for India, how they arrived there, and how the Galleon 
Santiago commenced her return voyage, deciding not to call at the Island 
of St. Helena. At that time some Dutch Privateers were at St. Helena under 
the command of Cornelius Sebastian. As fortune would have it, the Santiago 
Galleon was obliged to call at the Island, and there met the Dutch, with whom 
she immediately opened battle. After two days’ fighting she was obliged to 
surrender, and her crew were taken on board a Dutch boat and marooned on the 
Island of Fernando Naronha, off the coast of Brazil.

Portuguese point of view. This expedition was the only serious attempt made in 
1594 against Spanish and Portuguese commerce. On the 6th of April, the Earl 
of Cumberland’s fleet, consisting of ‘‘ The Royal Exchange,’’ under Admiral George 
Cave, ‘‘ The Mayflower,’’ under Vice-Admiral Wm. Anthony, the ‘‘ Sampson,’’ 
under Capt. Nicholas Downton, and a small pinnance, the “‘ Violet,’ of 24 tons 
sailed from Plymouth with sealed orders. These orders were probably to attsek 
shipping along the Spanish coast, and then to try and intercept the East Indian 
Carracks and Flota ships among the Azores. Several small prizes were taken, 
and on June 15, when between Fayal and Pico, a huge 2,000 ton carrack, ‘‘ Las 
Cinque Llagas’’ (here called the ‘‘Chagas’’), was sighted. The ‘‘ Mayflower ”’ 
engaged her that evening, and by midnight all three ships were attacking her, 
and the next morning the ‘‘ Mayflower”’ and ‘‘ Royal Exchange ’”’ lay alongside. 
Wm. Anthony was killed, and his ship fell out of the action. Soon afterwards 
Cave was mortally and Downton badly wounded. Fireworks were used by the 
Portuguese, and the English ships were several times set on fire. Finally, in the 
afternoon, the Carrack was set on fire by a shot from the ‘‘ Sampson,’’ and blew 
up the next morning, the Portuguese jumping into the water. Only a few were 
rescued, among them being a former governor of Mozambique, Don Nuno Velho 
Pereyra, and the Captain of a Galleon wrecked at Mozambique, Don Braz Correya. 
The Portuguese lost, in all, 1,000 people, including slaves and passengers, and 
the value of the boat was estimated at £3,500,000 at to-day’s value, and was, 
according to the Venetian Ambassador, the richest vessel that had ever left the 
East Indies. On the return journey another great carrack was met, the ‘‘ Nao 
Capitania,”’ from India. This was summoned to surrender or promised the same 
fate as the “‘ Chagas,”’ but its captain, Don Luis Coutinho, answered, “If your 
General has been at the burning of the ‘Cinque Llagas,’ so have I been at the 
burning and taking of the ‘ Revenge’ and ‘ Richard Greenville,’ ’’ and he bid 
them do their utmost. The carrack was boarded, but a calm coming on, they left 
her in a severely damaged condition, and returned to their own boats. Trouble 
now occurred among the crews, and the carrack was allowed to escape. 


It is interesting to note the peculiar spelling of English surnames used by 
the author. The Earl of Cumberland is called ‘‘ Conde Chiumber Land ”’; Admiral 
Cave, ‘‘ General Ckeve’”’; Sir Richard Greenville, ‘‘Richard de Campo Verde ”’ ; 


Drake, ‘‘ Draque ”’ ; etc. 


The final chapter of ten pages treats of naval disasters, and the reason why 
so many of the Indian ships were lost, and describes the loss of Manoel de Souso 
off Natal, the ‘‘ Madre de Deos,”’ ‘‘ Santo Antonio,” “ Santo Alberto,’’ and other 
famous ships, lost on the coasts of Brazil, the Cape of Good Hope, India, etc. 


It was these attacks on the Spanish and Portuguese shipping that finally 
brought about the foundation of the English and Dutch East-India Companies, 
when the advantage of tapping the wealth of the Indies at their source was more 


fully realised.

The rare First Spanish Edition of an epic poem in 19 cantos, by one of the 
earliest Chilean littérateurs. The theme is the same as Ercilla’s Araucana, and 
refers to the Chilean wars in the late sixteenth century and the subjugation of the 
Araucans by the Spaniards. The work is dedicated to Don Hurtado de Mendoga, 
the eldest son of the Marques de Canete, Viceroy of Peru and Chili during the 
Araucan wars, and is, according to Ticknor, an attempt to repair the wrong done 
to the Marquis de Cafiete by Ercilla, who has practically ignored the Commander’s 
services in the Araucan war; although the author states that his purpose in 
publishing the poem was to express his love for his native country and his gratitude 
to the Marquis for all he had done during his term of governorship. The work 
was intended to be the first part of a fuller epic, but the second part was never 
written. 


Pedro de Oma was a Spanish native of Infantes de Engol, Chili (born cirea 
1571), and the son of Captain Gregorio Ofia, who was killed in the war in Chili 
when Pedro was a child. The latter then went to Lima, where he studied at the 
Colegio de San Felipe y San Darcos until 1590. He wrote the Arauco Domado 
before 1596, but withheld its publication until the Viceroy had left the capital, 
as he considered it more tactful not to eulogise the Viceroy publicly in his presence. 
The first edition appeared in Lima in 1596, and Salva is of the opinion that the 
one printed in Madrid 1605 was the first Spanish edition, and that Nicolas Antonio’s 
statement that there was a Madrid edition of 1596 was a mistake. The poem has 
been reproduced in Ribadeneyra’s Biblioteca de autores espanoles, and Ofia’s 
name included in the Autoridades de la lengua, published by the Academy. Ofia 
was, for a time, a corregidor at Jaen de Bracamoros, and played a part in the 
literary movement in Lima. He wrote other poems, including one of the earth- 
quake at Lima (1609) El Ignacio de Cantabria, published by the Jesuits in Seville 


(1639), El Vasauro, Cancion real a San Francisco Solano, and a sonnet to the 
University of Lima. 


His epic has suffered somewhat by comparison with that of Ercilla, but it 
is worthy of note that Lope de Vega, who also published an Arauco Domado 
(1629), eulogises Ofia in his Laurel de Apolo.

Garcia’s opinion, as opposed to the special theories of other writers, was 
that the American Indians drew their origin from various races of the old world, 
including Chinese and Tartars.

The first volume bears the name of the Franciscan Convent of Leyria (Por- 
tugal) in gold letters on upper cover. 


Garcilasso de la Vega, the author, was a son of one of the conquerors of 
Peru, by his wife, Chimpa Ocllo, a grand-daughter of the great Inca Tupac 
Yupanqui, the last native monarch of Peru.

First Edition of the most interesting of Garcilaso the Inca’s three historical 
works, the others being La Florida del Inca, and Historia General del Peru, The 
author, who is always designated “ the Inca,’’ to distinguish him from the Spanish 
poet of the same name, who was his cousin, was the son of a third Garcilaso de ja 
Vega (a warrior and one of the Conquistadores of Peru) and a native princess, a 
kinswoman of Atahuallpa, the last of the Inca rulers of Peru. Garcilaso was born 
at Cuzco in 1540, and spent his early childhood in Peru, where he committed to 
memory the wonderful legends and traditions of his mother’s race, and which he 
introduced into his fascinating book many years later. The Comentarios Reales 
are a combination of history and fantasy, presented through the medium of 2 rich 
imagination in excellent and picturesque prose. He left his native land as a 
youth, and, from the age of twenty, resided at Cordoba in Spain, where he died

‘‘Gaspar de Villagra born at Puebla was named on the 28rd of July, 1596, 
by Don Juan de Ofiate, Procurador General of the army, and Captain of the soldiers 
destined for the second expedition to New Mexico. The Count de Monterrey named 
him Cavalry Captain. He was in the Spanish King’s service for 30 years, ten of 
which he spent in reducing New Mexico. In 1605 he was at Guadalaxara in New 
Spain. and left for Spain, where he spent five years in Madrid, petitioning for a 
position. Forced to return to Mexico to meet an accusation of having killed Capt. 
Pablo de Aguilar, he had to remain there two years and a half. He again returned 
to Spain with his wife and five children. After many more years of petitioning at 
Court, he obtained in 1619 the post of Alcalde of the Suchitepequis. He left Spain 
again for this purpose but died on board on 9th September, 1620.” 


The first European to cross to New Mexico was Cabeza de Vaca, one of the 
survivors of Panfils Narvaez’ unfortunate expeditions to Florida. He brought back 
such an interesting account of his travels, that Coronado, the governor of New 
Galicia, sent a monk, Marcos de Niza, with Stephen, a negro, into the country. 
Stephen was killed, but Marcos brought back such a glowing report of the country 
that Coronado himself led an expedition there and conquered several parts, so 
paving the way for a few missionaries. An expedition was sent under Espejo to 
protect the missions so formed; but the real explorer and conqueror of New Mexico 
was Ofiate, who led a large number of Colonists into the country about the end of 
the sixteenth century, and an account of whose exploits is given in this work. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the book contains a history of the conquest 
of New Mexico written by one of the actual participants, it has remained un- 
translated into English up to the present, although frequently referred to by 
Spanish writers of later years, who generally took it as a standard authority on 
the subject.

1561, and after studying at the University of Salamanca went to New Mexico, 
he served as “ alcalde mayor’’ of Guanacevi. In 1605 he appeared before the 
Audiencia of Guadalajara to have an official information drawn up regarding his 
services. About 1608, or 1609 at the latest, Villagré went to Spain, no doubt 
to publish his book, and also no doubt with the expectation of receiving some 
important government appointment in the colonies. Finally, in February 20, 1620, 
he was appeinted ‘‘aleade mayor’ of Zapotitlan in Guatemala. While on his 
way to take possession of this post he died at sea, probably in the summer of 
the same year, leaving a widow and two children in Mexico. His widow, Catalina 
de Scto, sent one of her sons to Spain with a memorial asking for money, 
claiming that she was very poor. The council, cn May 21, 1622, issued instruc- 
tions to the President of Guatemala to pay her two hundred pesos.’

An extremely scarce report of the celebration of Cuzco of the beatification 
of Father Ignatius Loyola, founder of the Society of Jesus, printed in Lima, 
There is no reference to it in Medina, Salva, Heredia or Sabin. Salva mentions a 
Relacion of similar celebrations in Seville in 1610, the book having also been 
printed in Seville, but the Lima publication seems to be quite unknown. 

The news of Ignatius’ beatification was received in Cuzco on 2nd May, 1610, 
to the gratification of both Spaniards and Indians. ‘‘ Such enthusiasm had never 
been demonstrated in the city since its foundation, and no sooner had the news 
been received (on the third Sunday after Easter at three in the afternoon) than 
it was communicated to the Ecclesiastical and secular chapters, by the Jesuit 
Fathers who were congratulated upon this happy event. That night there was a _ 
special peal of bells in all the Churches, Monasteries and Parishes, and at the 
Jesuits’ house there was music with clarionets and other instruments. In the 
early evening, there was a grand Te Deum, chanted with the cathedral music, 
and there was such a vast gathering that there was not room for them all in the 
church. They had placed a great altar in the principal chapel, beautifully deco- 
rated, with a large image of the blessed Padre Ignatius, flanked on either side by 
one of Francisco Xavier and another of Stanislaus of the same Society. Everyone 
wondered at the excellent manner in which the arrangements had been carried 
out in the space of some two hours. . . . The Dominicans came in procession 
chanting a Te Deum, accompanied by clarionet-music, and when that was over, 
they stood at the altar before the image of the beatified Ignatius and rendered 
their Antiphony and prayer. Owing to the number of people who were desirous 
of attending the ceremony, the church remained open until nine, and the same 
thing occurred on the two nights following. On these nights the church was 
illuminated with many lights, wax tapers, candles and lamps suspended from the 
ceiling all over the church. There were also illuminations all over the city, 
particularly in the mayor’s house, that of Don Pedro de Cordova Mexia, of the 
Order of Santiago. . . . 

“The following Sunday the feast was celebrated by the Vizcaynos. On the 
Saturday they had had music in the Jesuits’ tower until the evening, and after 
nine, erected a miniature castle before the Jesuits’ door. In this they placed a 
large wheel of gunpowder, and before setting fire to it, they burned great pans 
of rosin, which afforded a brilliant ight like that in the illuminated church. Most 
of the evening was spent in enjoying a firework display of rockets and other 


' devices with gunpowder, the great wheel being lit last of all, and while this was 


blazing, they played on various musical instruments.’’

A very rare and important volume concerning the discoveries in South 
America. 

Garcia Hurtado de Mendoza was Captain General of Chili and the twelfth 
Viceroy of Peru (1590-1596). Sent by his father (then Viceroy of Peru) to Chile, he 
distinguished himself in the wars against the Araucan Indians, whom he vanquished 
in seven battles. In the present biography is given a valuable description of this 
war and also of the incidents which happened during his Viceroyalty. 

Suarez de Figueroa gives in this book an account of the expeditions of Drake, 
Cavendish and Hawkins, and battles with these famous English explorers, including 
the sacking of the Port of Nombre de Dios. 

‘“‘ Ercilla’s apparent determination to belittle the achievements (in his work 
‘La Araucana’) of the Governor of Chile, called forth the ‘ Hechos de Don Garcia 
Hurtado de Mendoza, el Marques de Canete,’ by Suarez de Figueroa, who, although 
not a Chilean, was induced to write on a Chilean topic. His work was an attempt 
to overtake and smother an advanced damaging report. Don Garcia, when in com- 
mand of the expedition against the Araucanians, as already suggested, condemned 
Ercilla to death, a sentence later modified under the protests of persons who ccm- 
prehended its injustice. After this incident, Don Garcia did not find either his 
leadership or his character glorified in ‘La Araucana.’ This was a source of 
regret not only to himself, but also to his family. He died in obscurity, and after 
this event his relatives sought to habilitate his memory for posterity. They 
approached Dr. Cristobal Suarez de Figueroa, proposing that he should undertake 
the task, should become the eulogist of a person on whom an unfavourable verdict 
had already been pronounced. He accepted the proposal, and of the seven books 
into which his work was divided the first three treat of Don Garcia’s campaigns 
in Chili; the others deal with his government as viceroy of Peru, Mendana’s 
expedition to the Solomon Islands, and the inglorious years of disgrace. It may. 
be said in favour of the book that it presents papers or documents given to the 
author by the Mendoza family, which furnish details of the viceroy’s life, not 
otherwise known. The book is written in ‘flowing and elegant language that is 
only rarely found in the historians of America,’ and in order to add interest to 
the work the author introduced rhetorical descriptions of a country he had not 
seen and of battles that were scarcely referred to in the documents.’’—(Dr.: Moses,

The first edition of this interesting A merticanum, which describes the life and 
influence in New Spain of a celebrated missionary. According to his biographer, 
who spent many years in his company, “ he seems to have had no father, mother, 
or family, for nobody ever heard him refer to his people, neither did he write to 
them, or enquire about them in the thirty-four years which he spent in New 
Spain.”’ 

Gregorio Lopez was born in Madrid on 4th July, 1542. He is said to have 
been of noble lineage, though some doubt exists as to his proper surname. He 
took the name of Lopez to disguise his family’s identity. At an early age he 
went to Navarre, where he lived with a hermit in great poverty for six years. His 
father went in search of him, and finally ran him to earth at his hermitage, bring- 
ing him back to Valladolid, where the Court then resided, and obtained for him an 
appointment as Court page, much against his will. Court life not appealing to 
him, and being anxious to follow the life of a recluse, he proceeded to New Spain 
about 1562, and after visiting Veracruz, went on to Mexico. Altogether he spent 
some 34 years in New Spain, “in solitude and sanctity,’’ and died on 20th July, 
1596. He is not to be confused with another Gregorio Lopez, who was a Chinese 
Dominican, graduated at Manila, and became Bishop of Nan King, where he died 
in 1670.

In another account sent 
to Spain, it was announced to the King that Velasco was one of those monks who 
had performed most important service for His Majesty, apart from his regular 
religious duties, that he had travelled on foot more than 500 leagues through the 
inland deserts, and that he had led the party for the opening up of a new road 
for conquests in the interior of Peru. He afterwards returned to Spain, and be- 
came the ‘‘ Redeemer of Captives,” being, in that position, instrumental in liberat- 
ing many captives from the hands of the Moors. 


An interesting and most important “relation.” The period of the actual 
discovery was about 1616.

This relation of the death of Father Navarrete, in Japan, is of the greatest 
rarity. It appears to have been printed in the Philippine Islands by an unknown 
printer, Antonio Damba, as he says ‘‘ Con Licencia,’’ but we have failed to find 
his name as a printer. Retana in his work on printing in the Philippine Islands 
gives a reproduction of the title-page and states that in his opinion the book was 
printed in Mexico. We fail to see any reason for this assumption and have no 
doubt that the book was printed in the Philippine Islands, as the fate that would 
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have overtaken a printer in Mexico who published a book without permission of 
the ecclesiastical and civil authorities would have been out of all proportion to 
the profit that he might have made from the sale of the book. Another reason 
why we believe the book to have been printed in the Philippine Islands, and not in 
Mexico is, that there is no possible reason why it should not have been printed in 
the Philippine Islands, seeing that it was a relation of the death of a Jesuit 
missionary who had been martyred in that missionary diocese; Japan, China and 
the Philippine Islands being one missionary diocese.

When Portugal was seized by Philip If. in 1580, Spanish regulations against 
the existence of Jews, secret or other, in Spanish Dominions, applied to Brazil 
also, but the insecure hold of Spain on the great Portuguese Colony prevented a 
rigid application of the Spanish rule. 


From 1618 to 1654 the Dutch made repeated attempts to take possession of 
Brazil, and during the whole time the Jewish element in that country remained 
friendly to the Dutch and inimical to the Spanish and, after 1640, to the Portu- 
guese.. Thus as early as 1618—the period of this relation—Francisco Ribeiro, a 
Portuguese Jewish captain who had relatives in Holland, is said to have assisted 
the Dutch in their attempts upon the Brazilian Coast.

This rare Spanish publication is a translation of Classen’s journal of the 
voyage of Lemaire to the Pacific, in search of a new route to the Indies ; and gives 
the daily log, with a table of the winds. 

Jacob Lemaire was a Dutch navigator of Egmont, the son of Isaac Mayre, 
a wealthy merchant of Amsterdam, and it was due to the father’s initiative that 
an expedition was equipped for the purpose of discovering a new route to the 
Indies and ‘‘ the unknown Austral lands,’’? by way of some channel other than the 
Magellan Strait, which was.not open to any ships except those of the Dutch East 
India Company. According to the contemporary prologue, Isaac was desirous of 
finding a way that would lead also to India, but fearing the restrictions of the 
Dutch Government, ‘he announced that he would be taking an ordinary voyage 
to India, and secretly built and equipped a ship and a tender.’’ The large vessel 
was called the Concordia, of 180 tons, and carried nineteen large pieces of artillery, 
some smaller guns and munitions, and a crew of eighty-five. The tender was 
called Horna, and accommodated twenty-two men and the remainder of the 
munitions. Jacob Lemaire was placed in command, and W 
the chief pilot. The Concordia sailed first, on the 16th May, 1615, and was joined 
at Texelia by the tender on 14th June, from which date the diary starts. During 
their long and tedious voyage, which lasted altogether two years, they had

new Islands and regions in the South.’? Eight months after their departure they 
had discovered a canal, south of the Magellan Strait, which was named the Strait 
of Lemairé on 12th February, 1616. Further discoveries we1e an island in the 
vicinity, which -was given the name of Statenlant, after the Dutch States; 
Maurice of Nassau Island; Cape Maurice; Barnebelt Islands; and Hohormi; after 
which, they made for Juan Fernandez Island, to replenish their stores, and finally 
reached the Moluccas in September, where they anchored off Terrenate, “‘ glad 
enough to meet some of our own countrymen again.” 


The expedition ended unhappily at Java, however, when a new Prefect of 
the Dutch East India Company seized the vessels and merchandize. Lemaire 
protested and asked for a judicial ruling from the Dutch Courts; was sent back 
to Holland, virtually a prisoner, with his pilot and men; but died on, the way 
home, on 31st Dec., 1616.

It contains 
accounts of the atrocities in various parts of America, one three-page section 
being entitled ‘‘De la Provence Floride.’”’ Other sections include the Rio de la 
Plata, St. Juan and Jamaica, Mexico, Guatimala, Trinidad, Venezuela, Peru, etc. 
Las Casas went out to America with Columbus, in 1493, at the age of nine- 
teen. On his return to Spain he embraced the ecclesiastical profession in order 
that he might act as a missionary in America, ‘ there to spend his days in preach- 
ing the Gospel to the Indians, and humanity to their oppressors.’’ Twelve times 
he crossed the ocean to plead at the Spanish throne the cause of the wretched 
Indians, and passed fifty years of his life in attempting the amelioration of their 
lot. The book, especially illustrated, was very popular in the Low Countries, 
where it was used as a special warning of what the people were to expect should 
Spain regain her ascendency over them.

The Strait of San 
Vincente had been traversed by Le Maire shortly before the brothers Nodal, and 
his name has remained to designate it.”’ . 


The brothers were recalled from their respective engagements by the Consejo 
de Indias, Bartolomé Garcia was serving with the Pacific Fleet, while his brother 
Gongalo was in Corunna. On the King’s instructions (Philip III.) they were 
summoned to Madrid, where the expedition was proposed to them. They were to 
7 proceed to Lisbon, where two vessels of eighty tons each were built for them by 
Alvia de Castro, the King’s shipbuilder. Each vessel was armed with four guns 
weighing from ten to twelve quintals, four mortars, thirty muskets and arque- 
buses, etc., and manned by forty sailors, all of whom were Portuguese. They 
carried supplies for ten months, ‘‘ and as the voyage was so far and risky, there 
was not one who went voluntarily, but all had to be forced,’’ the authors tell us. 
They sailed from Lisbon on the 27th September, 1618, the crew having been given 
ten months’ puy in advance, and the two Captains in high spirits over the adven- 
ture. They returned from their famous journey on the 9th July, 1619, Captain 
Goncalo having disembarked at Cape St. Vincent on the 7th to inform the King of 
Spain, who was then in Lisbon, all about the voyage.

{ Father Buell was sent out by the King of Spain to Christianise the New 
Worid, Pope Alexander VI, named him Vicar General of the Western Indies, of 
which he is regarded as the first patriarch. He was accompanied by twelve 
monks, and they embarked with Christopher Columbus in 1493, upon his second 
voyage. Upon Buell’s arrival in America he had many differences with Columbus, 
and was one of those who spoke most spitefully against him. Buell returned to 
Spain with the Admiral in order to justify his conduct. 

The plates are very interesting and include full length portraits of Columbus 
and Father Buell, Indian tortures, battle scenes, the tobacco plant, Indian King 
smoking, a naval battle, etc. They were engraved by W. Kilian.

Don Diego Carillo de Mendoza y Pimentel, Marquis of Gelves, seventeenth 
Viceroy of Mexico, succeeded to his title in September, 1621; his nature was hard 
and he was subject to fits of temper. From the beginning of his rule he decided 
to clear the roads of the highwaymen with which they were infested. He disbe- 
lieved everything that was told him about the inundations to which the City of 
Mexico was subject, and in order to show that the height of the Lagoons could 
prevent the floods from taking place, he had the dykes of the Rio de Cuautitlan 
broken through. The river immediately covered the lagoons and was the cause 
that in December, 1623, at the time of the rains the town was inundated. The 
quarrels that he had with the Archbishop Juan Perez de la Serna caused the revolt 
under the leadership of Pedro de Vergara Gaviria, senior judge of the Supreme 
Court of Mexico, to break out in the month of January, 1624, which obliged the 
Viceroy to seek refuge in the Convent of San Francisco, which he only left to 
re-embark for Spain at the end of the same year. 

The Archbishop was recalled and named Bishop of Zamora. 

This document is written in favour of the Archbishop. As soon as the 
Marquis de Gelves returned home he answered this. Memorial with some Pamphlets 
of his own in 1625.

Available sources offer very little definite information ; but it is inferred 
from statements in his ‘ Life of Santo Toribio’ that his childhood and youth were 
passed in Lima, and that with his younger brothers, Juan and Diego, he studied 
at the University of San Marcos. Having completed his studies at the University, 
he went to Spain; there his talents in learning were recognised, and he was

Its writer was the intimate friend of Columbus, 
who prevailed over King Ferdinand to fit out the first expedition in search 
of unknown lands, and proved the feasibility of discovery by mathematical demon- 
stration, that it was possible to go to the East via the West. 


Geraldini was born at Amerini about 1455, and as a young man found his way 
to Spain. At first he became a soldier in the wars against Portugal, and next was 
employed at court in the service of Isabella, then as priest, private secretary, tutor 
and companion in the household of Ferdinand and Isabella. Soon after, as confi- 
dential agent or legate, he was sent to Pope Alexander VI., and to the various 
princes of Europe, including Henry VIII. of England, and with whom he concluded 
many bargains or treaties. His editor claims also that he visited Africa and its 
many rulers, the isles of the Atlantic and even India. When Charles came to 
Spain, Geraldini was made bishop of St. Domingo, and after some five years’ 
residence in that city died there in 1526. 


At the beginning of the work are twelve leaves of verses in commendation 
of the author and his travels by various writers, in Greek, Latin, Italian, French, 
German, Spanish, Hungarian, and English, the latter written by John Walker, 
and from these we learn that the bishop had had the charge of four queens, the 
greatest of whom was Catherine of Aragon, queen of Henry VIII. of England.

The Huron 
Vocabulary, which occurs at the end of the volume as a separate work, is the first 
that was ever printed. 


Father Sagard, a member of the Recollects in Paris, was directed by a 
congregation of his order to accompany Father Nicholas, in a mission to the 
savages of New France. He sailed from Dieppe in the latter part of March, 1624, 
and arrived at Quebec after a voyage of three months and six days, during which 
he endured such sufferings, that he says the whole of his life has not equalled in 
pains. He proceeded at once to the scene of his mission among the Hurons, one 
hundred and fifty leagues west of Quebec. Here he remained but a few months, 
when it was determined to send him to Quebec, for supplies. His fortitude was 
not equal to the emergency, and worn down by the privations and sufferings of a 
missionary life, he allowed himself to be persuaded by his brethren that it was not 
his vocation.

This catechism in the language of the Guarani Indian, which is the name of 
the language spoken in a very large. part of the South East portion of South 
America (Paraguay, Uraguay, Brazil) is of extraordinary rarity. One of the 
dialects, the Tupi, has become the current language of Brazil, and it is called 
‘* Dingoa Geral do Brasil.’? Father Ruiz de Montoya, the celebrated missionary of 
Paraguay, was born at Lima in 1583, and entered the Order of Jesuits in 1606. 
He was sent to the missions where he converted more than 100,000 Indians. 

This learned missionary died at Lima in 1652. He was a most active 
missionary and at the same time a most excellent linguist. Even Rodrigues was 
unable to add a copy of this book to his collection as the work is so rare; half the 
copies printed were seized by the Portuguese before 1645.

** This must have been a quarto volume from which Thévenot, in his work, 
published an extract in French entitled ‘Mémoire pour le commerce des isles 
Philipines.’ The book thus mentioned was already exceedingly rare in the year 
1738, and we do not know of its existence at the present time in any library. 
Since Grau y Monfalcon wrote the memorials which he presented to the King for 
the Council of the Indies, he thought it useful to write the ‘ Justification,’ (which 
we offer for sale above) which he dedicated to Bishop Palafox, who was the most 
influential member of the Royal Council of the Indies, in order to influence him 
personally and to present it as a resumé of the arguments he had presented in the 
earlier documents which the King had passed on for examination to the said 
Bishop. 

“Grau lays stress on four chief points; firstly, in what form and in what 
quantity there should be trade with the Philippine Islands. Secondly, if 
permission should be given to a larger extent than heretofore to send merchandise 
from the Philippines to Mexico and return the value thereof in silver. Thirdly, if 
the permission already given to send merchandise should apply to goods of Chinese 
provenance or only to native products of the country. Fourthly, if permission 
should be given anew for Peru to trade to Mexico because of the damage that the 
Philippines suffered when this said trade had been suspended. 

“Tt is interesting to note in this connection that in 1593, by a Royal decree 
dated 11th January, the merchants of the Philippines were forbidden to go to China 
to buy merchandise.’’

“ Alonso de Ovalle became more widely known than most of the early 
Colonial historians, partly from the fact that his ‘ history of Chile’ was one of the 
first Chilean books of which translations were published in Europe. 


‘The gentleness and docility of Alonso, his inclination to religious reflection 
and his wealth naturally suggested to his Jesuit instructors the desirability of 
attracting him to enter the Order. The necessary steps for his initiation were 
hastily taken, and without the knowledge of his parents he took the vows and 
assumed the obligations of the Jesuits. When the father learnt of the son’s act, 
he used every means to induce Alonso to withdraw from the Order and to persuade 
the Provincial to surrender him, but all without result. The Jesuit authorities, 
to avoid any attempt that might be made to rescue the novice, determined to send 
him to Cordoba, in the Province of Tucuman. This project came to the knowledge 
of Alonso’s relatives, who proposed to kidnap him on the journey over the Andes. 
But the Jesuits and their charges completely eluded the armed men sent to the 
mountain pass to intercept them. 


‘‘ At Cordoba, Alonso continued his studies, and at the end of his novitiate 
he returned to Santiago. Soon after his arrival in Chile he was ordained priest, 
and undertook the moral and religious instruction of the negroes, and on Sundays 
preached in the public square of the town. He also went as a missionary to the 
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OvaLLE—continued. 


Indians in various parts of Chile, and had unrealized projects of more extensive 
work, when the authorities of his order directed him to take up the duties of a 
professor of philosophy. Later he was appointed rector of the Seminario at 
Santiago. His, reputation for learning and religious devotion increased, and when 
a few years later it became necessary to treat with the general of the Society 
concerning questions relating to the vice-province of Chile, the members of the 
order in Chile resolved unanimously to send Alonso de Ovalle to Rome. He 
undertook the journey by way of Lima and Panama. -At Lima he found that his 
reputation as a preacher had preceded him, and the people pressed to hear him. 
From Italy, Ovalle went to Madrid, where he was received by the monarch. 
Returning in 1650, he embarked for Chile by way of Panama. At Plata, not 
meeting the ship he expected to take him to Callao, he set out overland for Lima, 
over an almost tractless region, with little preparation for meeting his need for 
food and water. He arrived in Lima suffering under a violent fever from which 
he died a few days later.’’

Bartolomé de las Casas or Casaus, the champion of the oppressed Indian in 
America, was a native of Seville (1470-1566) and went out to the New World as 
early as 1502. He was ordained there as a priest, and lived for some time in Santo 
Domingo and Cuba, where he worked arduously in the interests of the natives, 
protesting vigorously against the system of repartimientos, or slavery. In 1520 he 
founded a colony at Cumana, in the hope that, with the assistance of the 
Dominicans, he would encourage the natives to become peaceful labourers and good 
Christians; but the attempt was a failure. As a Dominican, he became Bishop of 
Chiapa, Mexico in 1544 and returned to Spain three years later. He wrote a 
history of America, Historia de las Indias, coverning the period from the arrival of 
Columbus, to 1520, which served as a basis for Herrera’s later work. His most 
famous book, however, was the Brevisima relacion de la destruycion de las Indias (No. 
1 of this item) which was sent to the Emperor Charles V. in 1542 and published 
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Las Casas—continued.

in Seville in 1552. The work exercised an enormous influence in Europe and 
helped to mould the general adverse public opinion held in Europe with regard to 
the Spanish methods of colonization in their newly-conquered American states, In 
consequence of the impression produced by Las Casas, Charles V. summoned a 
Council at Valladolid to investigate the statements made by the Bishop of Chiapa, 
but the attitude in Spain was mainly sceptical. Later commentators, of various 
nationalities, have regarded his reports as a great exaggeration of the true facts, 
and Fueter states in his Historiographie that Las Casas, who offers a marked 
contrast to his contemporary Oviedo, was a fanatical theorist ; that he was obsessed 
with the notion that the natives were naturally paragons of all the virtues who 
were only corrupted by the Spaniards; and that he invented fantastical statistics 
regarding the original native population in order to prove that the diminution in 
their ranks was due to the brutality of the Spaniards. From overwhelming 
evidence in manuscript and in print, however, there is little doubt that Las Casas 
was amply justified in calling the attention of the civilized world to the sufferings 
of the conquered Indians, even if his zeal on their behalf led him to exaggerate.

Laet wrote a refutation of this, 
and claimed that America had been populated from other parts of the world at a 
remote period. Grotius wrote a somewhat haughty reply to this, and Laet, in 
his turn, replied with the present volume. The discussion aroused considerable 
interest among savants, many other authorities taking a part in it.

An extremely interesting authentic history of the Jesuit activities in the 
heathen districts of Sinaloa, California and Florida, with a description of the 
superstitions and rites of the natives, their temples, their conquests, and con- 
version to Christianity. 


The work is divided into twelve parts, or “‘ books,” in the first of which the 
author describes the province of Sinaloa, the natives, their customs, and the first 
entry of the Spaniards there. Book II. is devoted to the Jesuit foundation of 
the Sinaloa mission; book III. treats of the conversion of three of the principal 
tribes of natives to Catholicism; book IV. describes the Mission and conversions 
in the district of Rio de Mayo, Sinaloa and district; book V. describes the wars 
between the Spaniards and the Yaqui natives, and their conversion; book VI. 
treats of the later conversions in Sinaloa; book VII. deals with the question of 
Missions among barbarous peoples in general, and of the common benefits 
derived from them; book VIII. is devoted to the history of the Tapia Mission and 
the conversion of its natives; book IX. describes the San Andres Mission and 
district ; book X. describes the conversion of the Tepehuanes and their subsequent 
rebellion ; book XI. deals with the Missions at Parras and Laguna Grande, while 
book XII. contains an appendix to the History of the Mission in New Spain, 
including a long account of the martyrdom of the nine Jesuit missionaries in 
Florida in 1566. 


Of special interest is the chapter in which the writer mentions Admiral 
Pedro Porter Casanate’s expedition. Philip IV. had ordered him to reconnoitre 
the Californian lands on the Pacific, ‘‘ to seek for pearls, and colonize the unknown 
lands and spread the Catholic Faith,’’ and he took with him some Jesuit Mis- 
sicnaries on his voyage of discovery. 


Previous to this, however, a Jesuit, Father Jacinto Cortes, had already 
trodden on Californian soil, and a letter of his, quoted in this book, describes his 
meeting with the natives. This Father Jacinto had been employed in the Sinaloa 
Missions for sixteen years, and, on the invitation of the Governor of the Province, 
Captain Luis Cestin de Caiias, accompanied him in a small vessel across the Gulf 
of California in 1642, taking with him a few soldiers from the Sinaloa garrison. 
The father wrote a full account of this expedition to the Provincial, stating that 
they arrived in July, but owing to contrary winds and tides, they took a short cut 
and ‘‘ sighted the islands of California. We left Baibachilato, and coasting past 
the port of San Ignacio, we came upon a hillock which is in the middle of the sea, 
not more than twenty leagues from San Ignacio. We continued to the west, and 
before we had lost sight of Sinaloa, the Californias came into view. We landed 
at the port, which has been named the port of St. Joseph, where there are some 
friendly Indians. Passing all the creeks and bays, we came to the one which they 
call La Paz, about forty leagues. All the Indians gathered together, as friendly as 
if they were from Sinaloa. On this coast, as far as San Barnabé, there must be 
something like a thousand of them, all fishermen, their food being mainly shellfish. 


“These simple people, orderly in their habits, for there are no drunkards 
amongst them, and, they each have but one wife, are very peaceful, and only wage

war against the tribe known as the Guaicuras, who live in the islands on the 
opposite coast, and these Guaicuras wish to eject them from their land and take 
possession of La Paz. The arms of the Californians are large bows and arrows, 


with flint, but without poisonous herbs, for, although this is to be found here, 
they do not know it, or use it. ‘ins 


5 “These Indians have been assisted against the Guaicuras by the Spaniards 
who have recently effected an entry in those lands. In fact, as soon as the 
Spaniards go there, they come in search of them, bringing them fish and fruit 
from Pitahiyas, and requesting them to fire their arquebuses at the Guaicuras— 
and are very happy when their request is complied with. Once we formed a 
procession, carrying the Image of the Virgin, chanting our Litanies, and they 
accompanied us, Indian women and men—more than two hundred of them—with 
their bows and arrows, thinking that we were going to make war upon the 
Guaicuras. . . . This land is poor in water and other supplies, but there is 
a lagoon of drinking water. And when these islands are colonised, it will be 
necessary to start with the Guaicura territory, in order to provide sustenance for 

the islands, which is where all the pearl fisheries exist. We have bartered for a 

few of these, which the Captain is sending to his Excellency, so that he may see 
some of the fruits of this country. The reason why there are so few (pearls) to 
send, is because the Indians had hurried away to their caves owing to the heavy 
rains. We returned after having spent a month there. What I think about this 
country is: that it seems very extensive, another new world, or another New 

Spain. If God disposes that we should teach these people, I offer my services; 

indeed, it is precisely this which has brought me from the College of Mexico, and 

no other wish.’’ 


Porter Casanate’s expedition, according to this writer’s account, started the 
following year (1643), the Admiral taking with him some priests of the Company 
of Jesus, at the request of the Viceroy, the Conde of Salvatierra, ‘‘ and because he 
was particularly fond of this Order.’’ The Provincial of the day stated that it 
was given to the “sons” of Ignatius (Loyola) to introduce Catholicism in those 
remote western American regions, and, some forty years later, another famous 
Jesuit, Father Kino, the “‘ Apostle of California,’ firmly established the faith in 
the country which was still considered an island. 


“Father Perez de Ribas went to Sinaloa himself, in 1604, and actively 
engaged in Missionary enterprises. In 1617, with Tomas Basilio, he first undertook 
a Mission to the Yaquis. In 1620 he returned to Mexico as Rector of the Colegio 
Maximo, and in 1640 became Provincial. In 1646 he was in Rome as Procurador 
of the Mexican Province, but in 1648 he returned to Mexico, where he died seven 


years later.’’

In 1635 the author was accused of preaching a disloyal sermon in the 
Cathedral at Cuzco, in which he stated ‘“‘ that the King of Spain governed tyran- 
nically, that he sent all the silver to Europe and gave grants of lands to the 
flatterers about him, taking them away from the sons of the Conquistadors and 
other scandalous and evil-sounding words.’’

This important sermon by Father Vieira is not known to Rodrigues, Biblioteca 
Brasiliense. Antonio Vieira was born in Lisbon in 1609, and died at Bahia in 1697. 
He lived through the war with the Dutch, and the Dutch occupation. In 1646-47 
he was in favour of the idea of buying Pernambuco, which was then in the power 
of the Dutch, who refused to sell it. Pernambuco then revolted, and the Dutch 
prepared a fleet ready for war, unless the Portuguese Ambassador, Souza Coutinho, 
was prepared to cede Pernambuco definitely.

“‘This extraordinary Collection of Voyages is sometimes called the ‘ Dutch 
De Bry’ or the ‘ Dutch, Hulsius’; for in beauty of execution and intrinsic interest 
it rivals both of those famous collections.

Sebald de Weerdt left the Meuse on June 27, 1598, and proceeded first with 
the expedition against the Cape Verde Is., being himself instrumental in the 
capture of the Isle of Santiago. At Cape Lope Gonzalvez he was nearly murdered 
by the natives. He next sailed across to the Straits of Magellan, and for a long 
time tried unsuccessfully to make his way into the Pacific Ocean and so to the 
East Indies, but the storms continually drove him back. Whilst in the Straits he 
met the expedition under Olivier de Noort. Finally he decided to return, after 
the loss of his other vessels. On the way back he discovered three small islands 
off the Falklands Isles, which he named Sebald’s Isles, and which were afterwards 
renamed the Jason Isles by Macbride.

This book endeavours to prove that the lost Tribes of Israel were to be found 


in America, and was also written for the purpose of obtaining the re-admission of 
the Jews into England. 


Manasseh Ben Israel was born at La Rochelle about 1604, soon after which 
his parents moved to Amsterdam. Here he was brought up under Isaac Uzziel 
of Fez, the rabbi of the new congregation, Neveh Shalom, whom he succeeded in 
1620. He became distinguished as one of the best orators of the Amsterdam pulpit, 
and founded the first Hebrew printing press in Holland. Finding it difficult to 
obtain a proper living for himself and family, he decided to go to Brazil, but a post 
being offered him in Holland, he remained 


Manasseh was profoundly interested in Messianic problems, and, coming 
into contact with Antonio de Montesinos (Aaron Levi) in 1644, became convinced 
that the North American Indians were the lost Ten Tribes. He was also convinced 
that the restoration of the Holy Land to the Jews could not be accomplished until 
they had spread into and inhabited every part of the world. He entered into 
correspondence with Queen Christina of Sweden for obtaining their admission there, 
but his chief attention was directed to obtaining their re-admission into England. 
He sent his son Samuel and his nephew David Dormido to consult with Cromwell 
in the matter, but later went to London himself, and, although he was not directly

successful in his mission, he obtained the important admission that there was 
nothing in English law to forbid their entry. His ‘‘ Hope of Israel’? was written 
for the purpose of obtaining this favour, and also for the purpose of putting forward 
his ideas on the identity of the North American Indians. It was first written in 
Spanish, and“then translated into Latin and English, and met with great favour 
in England.

Translation :—‘‘ I have been informed that there are many Spaniards who 
refuse to allow Religiosos to live on the estates where they own slaves, for their 
own selfish ends . . . and have annoyed them to such an extent that they 


have been compelled to leave the district. This is an offence to God and a great 
hindrance to the work of conversion; and it would be more just and better for their 
conscience, if the Spaniards had Religiosos living on their estates, as they are 
obliged to do . . . and henceforth, you shall order that whenever the prelates 
of the Orders shall desire to send Religiosos, to any towns where there is no 


religious community, they shall communicate with you, saying which Religiosos 
(Continued over) 
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Puirie IV. or Sparin—continued. 


they intend to send, and to what districts, so that you may duly investigate and 
weigh the considerations, bearing in mind that this is especially important in the 
case of newly discovered places, for it is understood that where the districts are 
peaceful, there are monasteries already established there. 


“And whilst on this subject, let it be known that in most cases where 
Religiosos have been sent for from New Galicia, the Chichimecos frontier, Nueva 
Vizcaya, New Mexico, and the Philippine Islands, the monks have been diverted 
from the place of their destination, and the money expended has been drawn from 
my Treasury . . . do you see to it that they proceed, without fail, to the 
places for which they are destined. 


‘“‘ And you shall bid them, on my behalf, to labour with all diligence, so that 
the Devil should not hinder the holy work through any fault or negligence on their 
part. . . . And I do entreat you to have amicable relations with the Prelates 
so that you may together work for the common good; and you shall endeavour to 
foster similar friendly relations amongst the prelates themselves and between 
them and the secular officials. 


“In the Instructions issued, in former times, to Viceroys, they were ordered 
to call the Prelates of the various orders . . . with a view to discussing the 
erection of Monasteries; but by a Royal Decree issued by me, I ordered that no 
further monasteries should be built without my permission; and that a full report 
should be sent to me of the existing monastic buildings of every Order . . and 
good reasons should be given for building further monasteries such as the urgent 
need for them, and similar reasons, which might move me to consent . . . and 


with this report, you should write me your opinion on the subject, and that of the 
Real Audiencia.”’ 


The Viceroy was also expected to see that nothing should be preached from 
the pulpit which might be likely to disturb the half-enlightened public! The 
priests were also required to know the Indian dialects. Stress is laid on the need 
for the spiritual culture of the slaves, and the Viceroy was urged to threaten 
Severe punishment to any slave-owner who prevented his slaves from attending 
the scripture classes at the Monasteries. Instructions are given for the care of 
half-caste boys “to save them from becoming vagabonds ”; and for the 
maintenance of a home for native maid-servants. Similarly a house which had 
been established in Mexico, for little half-caste girls—waifs and orphans—was to 
be maintained, assisted by charitable contributions. The Viceroy was also 
requested to visit the two hospitals in Mexico occasionally, and to encourage the 


other officials to do likewise, and to see how the sick were cared for, what 
contributions were received, etc. 


“‘A matter of the utmost importance is the human treatment of the natives, 
for on this depends the secure possession of these provinces. . . .”? They 
should not be overworked, and all their services should be paid for. The King 
mentions that many complaints had reached him with regard to ill-treatment of 
the Indians, in spite of his Royal Decrees prepared for their benefit. News had 
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Puiuie IV. or Spain—continued. 


also reached him that some of the Indians had been made to pay higher tributes 
than were due by them. The Viceroy was, therefore, instructed to investigate the 
matter through the Audiencia, and all further over-charging was to be scrupulously 
avoided. 


Amongst the many other interesting instructions and observations, the King 
remarks that he has been informed of suitable places for sugar plantations, and 
orders that these should be cultivated ‘‘ both by the coast of the north sea and the 
south sea.’? Agriculture was also advocated for the “‘ fine and fertile lands,’’ and 
the establishment of Spanish townships was advisable for keeping the aggressive 
Chichimecos at a respectful distance. 


It is explained that although the Viceroy enjoyed the title of ‘‘ Presidente 
de la Real Audiencia,’’ this was only a nominal distinction, and he was requested 
to allow the legal questions to remain in the hands of the Judges. In the matter 
of government, however, the Viceroy’s authority was supreme, albeit he was 
reminded that a study of the new laws was necessary. 


An illuminating order is the following :—‘‘ You shall eject any. monks who 
are not required and who may wish to remain on the pretext of founding new 
Convents, for these they may not build without an express licence from me!”’ 
The law prohibiting members of the Audiencia and the Law Courts from marrying 
the daughters of their colleagues during their term of office is stressed; and no 
such marriages were to take place in that country without the King’s special 
permission. 

Instructions are given with regard to legacies, and property left by residents 
who had died intestate; the appointment of new officials; grants from the Treasury 
_-which were not to be made under any circumstances without the Royal Licence ! 
—and the supervision of the Government clerks. 


Repeated orders are given for a thorough investigation of the financial 
position, which simultaneously reveal the channel through which the sovereign’s 
mind flows for the most part, and the point up to which each official was permitted 
to trust his neighbour! The Viceroy is requested to discover, by subtle means, 
how the Judges and Governors. discharged their duties, and to report their doings 
to the King; under the Viceroy’s control, too, was the administration of the Army ; 
Public Works; the mines and their further development, “for the wealth of the 
land is the principal nerve for the maintenance of its own prosperity’’; the 
collection of taxes; the maintenance of the Atlantic Fleet ; and it was his duty to 
report any good service on the part of individuals. 

Finally, permission was granted to the holders of remunerative posts to 
‘! rencunce ”? these jobs—in other words, to sell them—but the owners of ships had 
to abide by strict rules with regard to the conveyance of passengers or merchandise 
(owing to the number of foreigners who had Janded in the Spanish dominions 
disguised as sailors), artillery men, and employees on board. The document is 
especially interesting in view of its contemporary “‘ atmosphere,”’ which is rarely 
fcund in present-day descriptions of the period.

Mancera’s plans comprehended the building of a wall about Lima, 
and equipping a number of warships to be sent to the coast of Chile. The defence 
appeared to be especially necessary in view of the fact that the Dutch had taken 
possession of Valdivia and intended to establish themselves within the limits of 
Chilean territory. The viceroy fitted out a squadron of twelve vessels, carrying 
eighteen hundred men and one hundred and eighty-eight guns. These vessels set 
sail on December 31, 1644, and arrived at their destination on the 6th of February, 
1645, but before their arrival the enemy had departed.”’

In this present document the Bishop 
repudiates that Edict, as being contrary to the Ecclesiastical liberty, and beyond 


the due power of the Governor to Authorize, and threatening to have him 
excommunicated. 


It is interesting that the Governor had been particularly careful to arrange 
for the posting up, in various parts of Buenos Ayres, of each copy of his edict, to 
be carefully witnessed by several leading citizens. This gives rather an interesting 


picture of the continual quarrel existing between the Spiritual and Temporal 
powers in South America.

which you serve me and the results effected, in order to honour you and grant you 
the favour which you might merit. I am writing to the Viceroy of New Spain, 


with whom you will correspond with reference to this matter . . . for the 
assistance which he is obliged to render, and other relevant things. 
‘* You will make your report . . . and let it be very full with details of 


everything that will have happened to you after your first voyage; and at the 
earliest opportunity you will send it to me so that, in view of the same, the most 
important things can be dedicated to the service of God and to myself. Madrid, 
sixth of August, 1650. . . .” 

Both this letter and the one addressed by the King of Spain to the Viceroy 
of New Spain [No. 4287 of this catalogue], throw an interesting light on the 
manner in which these important discoveries were made. The distinguished 
explorer was allowed to undertake an expensive and tiresome expedition at his 
own cost and risk on terms which might have been summed up as “ Heads I win; 


tails you lose.’ Porter’s reasonable demand for an official appointment which 
(Continued over) 
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might have yielded him some pecuniary return for his outlay in the interests of the 
Spanish Treasury, was met with a polite but firm refusal. Nevertheless, the King 
was anxious to participate in any benefits that might have resulted from this 
voyage of discovery, as is clearly shown by his letter to the Viceroy, instructing 
that official to report at once the approximate value of the lands and seas—which 
included pearl fisheries—in the vicinity of California, and, if advantageous, to send 
assistance, the better to establish the Government’s claim to any wealth revealed 
by the explorer. 

In the year 1635, Admiral Don Pedro Porter Casanate had obtained 
permission from the Viceroy of New Spain to explore California at his own expense. 
This licence was renewed in 1636, but was afterwards revoked for fear that the 
knowledge of the new discoveries might become known to foreigners. In 1640 he 
came to an agreement with the King as to this expedition, and on the 8th August, 
1640, the King of Spain named him Chief and Admiral of the Expedition with the 
same honours and privileges as were enjoyed by Chiefs and Admirals of Squadrons 
in the Royal Navy. In 1640 he received the exclusive privilege of exploring the 
Gulf of California. From 1647 to 1651 he held the position of Governor and 
Captain-General of the Provinces of Sinaloa, and of its forts, frontiers, and the 
coasts of the Pacific. - 

A full account of the interesting expeditions of Don Pedro Porter Casanate 
is to be found in Torres Campos’ ‘‘ Espafia en California y en el Noroeste de 
America,’’? Madrid, 1892. But, as I. B. Richman says in his preface to his book 
“California under Spain and Mexico, 1535-1847,” very little has been published 
with regard to California.—‘‘ The Atlantic Coast of North America has been dealt 
with in works elaborate and minute. The Pacific Coast, on the contrary, is as yet 
nearly a virgin field, few critical monographs having been devoted to it. The 
consequence is that in this field it is necessary for the historical writer to use the 
sources directly; and these sources are almost wholly manuscript.’ 


Hence the peculiar interest and importance of the Californian manuscripts 
offered in this catalogue.

This is an interesting publication relating to the bitter dissensions between 
the Franciscans and Jesuits in Paraguay. Fray Bernardino de Cardenas, the 
Franciscan Bishop of Paraguay, had caused considerable strife by accusing the 
Jesuits, who had organized an admirable colony in Paraguay, of encouraging the 
Indians to stay from their allegiance to the Spanish Crown. In self-defence, the 
Jesuits endeavoured to discredit the bishop before the authorities in Spain; while 
the bishop further retaliated by influencing the other bishops in America against 
the Jesuits, by means of his various writings. The Spanish Government took the 
matter up, and only after much difficulty and prolonged enquiries, was able to 
arrive at a definite understanding of the case. 


Padre Julian de Pedraga was the Jesuit Procurator General for the Indies, 


who was born at Guardia in 1599, and died in Madrid in 1662. 


Bernardius de Cardenas was born at Chuquisaca in Peru in the early years 
of the seventeenth century; joined the Franciscan Order; and soon distinguished 
himself as a preacher and missionary. He became Bishop of Asuncion, Paraguay, 
in 1646; and, after the dispute with the Jesuits, was offered the bishopric of 


Papayan, which his advanced age forbade him to accept. However, he became . 


Bishop of Santa Cruz de la Sierra, Peru, where he died in 1668. According to 
the Catholic Encyclopaedia, there was a genuine reconciliation between the Bishop 
and the Jesuits a few years before he died. 


In this publication, Fray Juan de San Diego y Villalon, Franciscan 
Procurator for the Province of Tucuman, Paraguay, and Buenos Ayres, addresses 
to the King of Spain a reply, to the letter by Padre Julian de Pedraza, and writes 
in defence of the Bishop Cardenas. This was published in French and the French 
version seems to be better known to bibliographers than this Spanish original.

Alburquerque Coelho was the fourth founder of Pernambuco. He was the 
son of the third founder Jorge; he obtained his captaincy in 1596 or in 1597. He 
was born in Lisbon in 1591. In 1624 he left in the fleet which was to recover 
Bahia, returning afterwards to Portugal. When it became known that the Dutch 
were to attack Pernambuco, he ordered that all its produce should be used in its 
defence and he took passage in the fleet commanded by D. Antonio Oquendo. 

Reaching his colony in September, 1631, he caused much enthusiasm 
amongst the inhabitants. In the fight, Duarte de Alburquerque spent not only his

own revenue but also all the wealth which he inherited from his father-in-law, D. 
Diogo de Castro, Conde de Basto. From 1631 to 1635 he personally took part in the 
war, taking part in two principal assaults, then going on to Alagoes and from 
there to Bahia, always leading his troops and distinguishing himself against the 
second invasion of Bahia. In 1638 he left Portugal and went on to Spain where he 
was living when in 1640 the Separation War broke out. He wrote these Memorias 
Diarias and he died in Madrid in 1658. The Spaniards, who did not like him, did 
all in their power to prevent the publication of the Memorias and suppressed as 
many of them as came into their hands, thus the book became exceedingly rare.

“Richard Fleckno, the poet, is said to have been an Irishman and a Roman 
Catholic Priest. From his own account of his travels, it appears that he went 
abroad in 1640, and spent three or four years in the Low Countries. He travelled 
to Rome in 1645, where, as he says, he was chiefly occupied with pictures and 
statues.

The Report of the Promptitude with which the Royal Fleet of Spain 
prepared for action, and of its movements since it sailed from Cadiz on August 
15th, 1655, under the charge of Pablo Fernandez de Contreras, convoying the 
Silver Fleet of Terra-Firme (America) under the Marquis of Montealegre, until 
October 28rd, 1655, when it returned to Cadiz.

In 1640 he came to an agree- 
ment with the King as to this expedition, and on the 8th of August, 1640, the 
King of Spain named him chief and admiral of the expedition, with the same 
honours and privileges as were enjoyed by chiefs and admirals of squadrons in 
the Royal Navy. From 1647 to 1651 he held the position of Governor and Captain- 
General of the Provinces of Sinaloa, and of its forts, frontiers, and of the coasts

In 1651, a French company obtained from the French Government the cession 
of Cayenne, which had been abandoned since the death of Brétigny. Four or five 
hundred colonists left France under the leadership of Royville, and the spiritual 
direction of the Abbé de I’Isle-Marivault, accompanied by several young priests, 
among whom was Biet. The Abbé fell into the Seine at the departure of the 
expedition and was drowned, and Biet was persuaded to take his place, much 
against his will. The expedition stopped some days at Madeira. During the 
voyage to Madeira, and whilst there, Royville rather tried to ride the high horse 
over his associates, and after leaving Madeira, during an illness, whilst sleeping 
on deck, he was stabbed and dropped overboard. At Cayenne, the colonists and 
adventurers wasted their time building a new fort instead of repairing the old 
one and sowing grain for the next year. There was continual strife among them- 
selves, aggravated by the attacks of the Caribbee Indians and the running out of 
provisions. Those of the colonists who remained embarked in a Dutch vessel for 
Surinam and so to Barbadoes, where the English gave them a good reception. 
Biet went on to Martinique to try and arrange for another expedition to Cayenne, 
but the French there treated him as an English spy. He sailed next to Guade- 
loupe, whence he returned to France. His work is well written, simply and with 
candour, and makes quite good reading. At the end is a dictionary of the Caribbee 
Indian language.

This exceedingly scarce and valuable Memorial was dedicated to the Viceroy 
of New Spain, as patron of the St. Francis Xavier Congregation in Mexico, being 
written by one of the pioneer missionaries in the Mariana Islands, with the view 
of persuading the Jesuits in Mexico of the great need of their founding a Mission 
in the Marianas, with a view to the development and conversion of unknown 
Australia and the ‘‘ Southern or austral islands.’’ 


The first section of this Memorial, which is divided into nine parts, contains 
forty-three pages, and in it Father Luis de Sanvitores points out the advantages 
offered by the Mariana Islands as a stepping-stone to Australia, and states that 
he is appending the text of a memorial which the famous Pedro Fernandez de 
Quiros addressed to Philip Ill. of Spain in 1610, in support of his opinion that 
Australia would be well worthy of conversion. He calls attention to the statement 
of Quiros that ‘‘ the unknown land of Australia comprises one quarter of the globe’s 
territory, inhabited by poor uncivilised heathen, without king or law, and free from 
the stumbling-blocks which have been placed in the path of our faith in other 
countries by the tyranny of Princes, the greed and craft of Indian Chiefs or 
Priests, the infernal sect of Mahomet, and diabolical superstition of idolatry and 
witchcraft; free, too, from the vices common to other peoples.”’ 


Among other important matters he mentions that the old name of the 
Islands, the Ladrones, was changed to that of the Marianas, both as a dedication 
to the Virgin Mary and in honour of the Spanish Queen Maria Anna. He also 
refers to Japan, and to an offer he had received from a Portuguese Captain and 


some Chinese sailors, of a passage there.

The second section gives a short account of the various islands forming the 
Mariana group, “‘ ranging as far as Japan.” 

The third section is exceedingly important ; it occupies six pages, and gives 
the account of the voyage of Alvaro de Mendafia de Neyra for the re-discovery of 
the Solomon Islands, telling how Mendafia left Callao on 9 April, 1595, and of the 
various South Sea Islands discovered by the expedition, of the death of Mendafia 
at the Island of Santa Cruz in the New Hebrides, and of the expedition’s failure 
and the return of the survivors to Manila. 

Quiros accompanied this expedition as the chief pilot. 

The fourth section is the most valuable of them all. It occupies eight pages, 
and contains the famous eighth Memorial of Quiros, addressed to Philip II. of 
Spain in 1610, ‘‘ On the Colonization and Discovery of the fourth part of the World, 
Unknown Australia, its wealth and fertility.” In this memorial Quiros pleads to 
be allowed to conduct another expedition for the discovery and conversion of Aus- 
tralia. In a series of eight divisions he tells the King of his discoveries among 
the Islands of Australasia, describing their peoples and products, and their great 
extent. ‘‘In longitude they are about equal to all Europe, Asia Minor as far as 
the Caspian Sea and Persia, with all the Islands of the Mediterranean and those 
in the region of the Atlantic Ocean, including England and Ireland. That un- 
known region represents a quarter of the globe, and has such possibilities that 
there may be twice the lands of which your Majesty is now lord.”? This memorial 
forms one of the most valuable and historical documents for the early history of 
the quest for, and the discovery of, Australia. A crude translation of it, omitting 
various passages, was published in Purchas in 1613. Dalrymple, in 1770-1, gave 
a complete translation, and another was published by the Hakluyt Society in 1904. 


The fifth section occupies eight and a half pages, and is entitled ‘‘ Reasons 


for not delaying the conversion and education of the Ladrones Islands, which would 
lead to the conversion of innumerable souls throughout that group of islands and 


the unknown Austral land which is said to occupy one quarter of the globe, and 
which is as yet under the shadow of death without the light of the Gospel.’ 


The sixth section deals with the practical means of establishing this mission. 


The seventh section suggests an alternative proposition should the other 
method not meet with the approval of the Spanish Government. ; 


The eighth section describes various gifts given by the Jesuits in Mexico to 
Father San Vitores towards the foundation of this mission, and gives the text 
of his first letter, dated from the Island of Guam, 18 June, 1668, describing briefly 
his voyage, and initial success in the Marianas. Father San Vitores was martyred 
four years later at Tumon in the Island of Guam, 2 April, 1672. 


The ninth, and last, section contains a letter from another missionary who 
accompanied Father San Vitores. 


Some marginal notes have been cut into by the binder, otherwise the 
volume is in very good condition.

Some copies of this book contain two titles, one at the beginning, and one 
after the Introductory leaves. The first title bears no place of printing or name 
of printer, but the second bears the imprint:—London: Printed for John Allen. 
Other copies of the book, of which this is one, contain only the first title-page. It 
is thought by some that it may have been printed by Samuel Green at Cambridge, 
Mass., and the second title included four copies sent to the London Market. In 
any case the types used in the printing were in use by Green of Cambridge at 
this actual date, and the London imprint says ‘‘ Printed for John Allen”’ and not 
“‘ Printed by John Allen.’? On the other hand, both titles are found as part of 
the regular sheets of the book. 


The work itself is the first of a long series of Increase Mather’s published 
works. He was the author of 62 books, and the part author of 100 others. 


*“‘ Increase Mather, son of Richard Mather, entered Harvard at the early 
age of twelve, and took his Bachelor’s Degree at seventeen. In 1657 he went to 
Ireland and entered Trinity College, Dublin, and the year after took his Master’s 
Degree. Returning to Boston in 1661, he was made Minister of the North Church 
in 1664, a place which he held for nearly sixty years. During this period he filled 
the office of president of Harvard for sixteen years (1685-1701), being the first 
Native American to fill that position. His most conspicuous services, however, 
were rendered to the Colony as its agent in England, where he helped in procuring

a new charter, under which the Colonies of Massachusetts Bay and Plymouth were 
governed down to the time of the Revolution.”’

In this report, extracts are given from letters received from Sanvitores and 
his fellow-Jesuits, who had already established a mission in the Mariana or Ladrone 
Islands, and whose description of the islands and the primitive conditions which 
then prevailed—comparable ‘‘ with the perils and trials enumerated by Saint Paul 
in his Epistle to the Corinthians ’’—ranks in value with the reports of the earliest 
pioneers. 

They touch upon the geography, ethnology, history, and legends of the 
Marianas; the early Christian martyrdoms; and the methods by which the Jesuits 
prepared the ground for a spiritual harvest throughout the Southern Continent. 


Geographically, their knowledge was no further advanced than in the time 
of Quiros; it was their firm belief that, if only they could obtain the right vessels, 
and volunteers for the journey, a whole string of islands would be discovered in 
the Pacific which, they affirmed, ‘‘ connected the Marianas with the great austral 
land to the south, and the islands of Japan to the north.” 


They urged the need for these expeditions from the spiritual point of view: 
‘Other conquests have yielded gold and silver and precious stones, but we seek 
the glory of God’’—but they, nevertheless, sought the incorporation of the 
southern continent in the realms of the Spanish Empire just as Quiros had done, 
while omitting his material ambitions. 


Much interesting information is given regarding the origin of the Mariana 
people ; their customs, costumes, personal appearance, language, rites, and legends ; 
the climatic conditions and natural resources of the islands; the social work of the 
Missionaries, and the martyrdom of Father Luis de Medina, the first Jesuit Martyr 
in those Islands.

gives a detailed account of the State of the Franciscan mission in Mexico in 1669. 

The principal subject of the ‘‘ Informe” is the question of the Doctrinas 
and the persistent efforts to take them away from the monastic orders and put 
them in charge of the secular clergy. This was an old question, and especially 
agitated on the part of the bishops by the famous Bishop Palafox of Puebla. 
Rua gives a very considerable account of the services of the Franciscans in the 
missions, and especially those of Panuco, New Mexico, and Nueva Viscaya. In 
New Mexico he states that there were forty-four convents but only sixty-six 
missionaries. 


The contest over the doctrinas between the bishops and the monastic orders 
lasted a hundred years or more, and was productive of an enormous mass of 
documents issued from both sides, but principally from that of the monastic orders. 
The bishops generally had the Crown on their side. 


The two leaves at the end contain the Renuncia which the Franciscans made 
in 1645 of all their doctrinas in New Spain and the Philippines.

Father Joseph Anchieta was born on the Island of Teneriffe in 1533, and 
joined the Noviciate of the Jesuits at Coimbra at the age of 17. He embarked in 
1553 for Brazil, where he spent the rest of his life and converted the Indians very 
successfully. He died in the Capitania of Espiritu Santo in 1597, He has been 
named ‘‘ The Apostle of Brazil.”

These two works are of the greatest importance for the early history of 
Brazil when the Portuguese were in continual conflict with the Dutch, both armed 
and commercial. That the Portuguese were successful in maintaining their great 
South American Colony is greatly due to the prowess of General Brito de Freyre. 
He was twice Admiral of the Portuguese Fleet in Brasil and in 1654 he obliged the 
Dutch to evacuate Pernambuco. In 1656 he escorted 170 ships laden with a cargo 
of rich treasure from Brasil to Lisbon. It is this great achievement of which an 
account is given which is bound up in this volume. 


This very rare work which Antonio had never seen is divided into ten books, 
of which the first is devoted to the history of the discovery of Brasil and of the first 
colonies which were founded there.

This interesting chronological account of the discoveries of the Portuguese, 
in Africa, India, Brazil and the Atlantic, was written by a Jesuit who had been 
a professor in Madrid, and who states that the table to which he had reduced his 
diligent historical researches, had been forwarded by him to Manuel de Faria y 


Sousa, the Portuguese historian, for criticism. ‘‘ He returned it to me, assuring 
me of its accuracy.”’ The first discoveries, which began in 1410, were due to the 


enterprise of the Infante Dom Henrique, son of John I. of Portugal, who “‘ cast 
two strong caravels upon the waters in 1410.

In the sixteenth and seventeenth Centuries, Panama was, .next to 
Cartagena, the strongest fortress in South America, its massive granite ramparts 
having been constructed (after the demolition of the city) in 1673, by Alonso 
Mercado de Villacorta, who is mentioned in this document. 

The report, though unsigned, is evidently the work of one of the 
Missionaries, whose letters to Spain and other Spanish centres at that time 
rendered them the unofficial historians of the period. 

The English pirates made several raids on that part of the coast, finding it 
an undoubtedly lucrative occupation, since Morgan’s buccaneers sacked the town 
in 1671. 

Transtation :—‘‘ On Friday, the 17th of February, a boy came running 
down the street by the slaughter-house at Portobello, calling out ‘To your arms, 
Christians, for the English are coming.’ Few who heard him cared to credit the 
news for a moment, when suddenly they caught sight of five or six Englishmen 
who were striding along, pointing their muskets at the crowd. That was sufficient 
to send them rushing for sanctuary to the Castle of Santiago . . . out came 
the Bodyguard, and the Captain, Don Antonio Formento, the nephew of President 
Alonso de Mercado, came also . . . The enemy, seeing that the inhabitants 
had fled and left their houses empty (with so little trouble to themselves) found, 
on investigation, that the saucepans containing the midday meal were still cooking, 
and promptly set about looting, wherever they found unprotected houses. ; 
Now in this city, there ruled on behalf of His Majesty the King, a brave soldier 
of great renown, whose name was Don Juan Infante. He scorned to enter the 
Castle for protection, but did not stir abroad until the enemy had all departed 
in their ships!’? The phraseology is so ambiguous throughout the narrative, that 
in many instances it is, as in the foregoing sentence, unconsciously humorous. 
One can but assume that no sarcasm was intended. 

«| | On the Saturday the news went round the Castle that the enemy 
had retired. Another squadron was sent out under the command of the 


President’s nephew.’’ Then follows a description of nocturnal thefts by the

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enemy, who loaded six canoes with jewels and other treasures which they had 
gleaned during their unofficial tour of inspection. ‘“‘. . . There were five 
vessels in port, from Cartagena, but the President did not wish to notify that town 
of these happenings until he was able to inform them at the same time of the loss 


of Panama, which occurred in May, asI willrelate . . . and in the meantime, 
the English were seen from Portobello to seize a frigate from Cartagena which 
carried His Majesty’s Documents from sje itiiedae eis Subsequently, on the 30th 


April, Captain Joseph de Aldana entered the port of Cartagena, with eight 


thousand pesos in silver, and orders from the President to build a vessel for the 
Portobello convoy, and announcing the fall of the said city, and on the 7th of 


May, Captain Antonio Catalan reached Cartagena, with letters from the President 
and others, giving the following news:—As soon as the enemy had left Porto- 
bello they joined other pirates, and sailing round to the Military Prison, where 
the men were working gold from the mines, the enemy destroyed the building, and 
at the point of the sword, seized all the treasure, which they placed in ten canoes 
with 330 men . . . The President sent out four large vessels with 300 men, 
and there ensued a fierce struggle, in which many people lost their lives.”

Salva (No. 3764) mentions, but did not possess this, the first edition, of this 
very entertaining work, which describes the missionary’s peregrinations from 
Spain to India and other parts of Asia. In the course of his wanderings, for the 
most part by land, he came across many curious people, whose country, no less 
than their mode of life, religion, ceremonies and customs, are described with much 
charm and a wealth of incident. His itinerary included Paris, Rome, Venice, 
Constantinople, Russia, the Caspian Sea, Persia, Afghanistan, India, Malay, the 
Philippines and New Spain; whence he returned to Spain, to place his account of 
all he had witnessed, in the hands of his king, Charles II. He appends a brief 
statistical account of the Chinese Empire; and there are, in addition, several 
sonnets addressed to the author. 

Pedro Cubero y Sebastian was born at Fresno, Zaragoza, circa 1640; and, 
having studied theology and jurisprudence at Salamanca, and philosophy at Sara- 
Bossa, was elected doctoral prebend of Tarazona. He was authorized by the 
Congregation of Propaganda Fide to use the title of apostolic preacher, and to 
preach the gospel in Asia, &.

‘““A volume of extreme rarity. The map is the earliest specimen of a 
copperplate engraving done in Mexico.’ The title-page is also noteworthy, 
comprising numerous illustrations of the martyrdoms of various Saints, whose 
biographies are given in the work. Both these early copper plates are the work 
of the Mexican engraver, Antonio Ysarti. 


Fray Balthassar de Medina was born in Mexico in 1635, and was a barefoot 
Franciscan of the Province of San Diego, where he was for fifteen years a Professor 
of Philosophy and Theology, and became the ‘“‘ Guardian ” (Franciscan Superior) of 
various convents. He went out to the Philippines in 1670 as Visitador of the 
Province of his Order, returning later to New Spain, where he died in 1697. 


The Chronica, although intended principally as a record of the lives of 
certain Franciscan Martyrs of New Spain, is a valuable authentic contribution to 
the lesser known history of Mexico; and contains a political-geographieal 
description of the Province of San Diego. 


In the prologue Medina cites two documents in the Archives of the Order 
not now known,—a relation of New Mexico, 1628, by Fr. Augustin de Cuellar, and 
another of 1629 by Roque Figueredo. An account of the mission of Fr. Antonio. 
de Arteaga to New Mexico in the early seventeenth century, and his conversion of 
the Piras and Mansos will be found on folios 168-170, and an account of the 
uprising in New Mexico in 1680, on folios 199-200.

As mentioned on the title, it was published 
by Father Blanco, a learned missionary, who added to it a fairly extensive Spanish- 
Cumanagota Dictionary. 


Father Manuel de Yangues, born at Guadalaxara, joined the Missions of 
New Andalusia in 1660, destined for the conversion of the Indians ; he very quickly 
learnt their dialects, in which he composed this Grammar and a translation of the 
Christian Doctrine, doubtless that published by Father Blanco at Burgos in 1683. 
Father Yangues died at the Caracas Convent in 1676. 


Father Mathias Ruiz Blanco, Father Yangues’ editor, was the 
Commissionary and Predicator Apostolic of the Piritu Missions. Born at Estepa, 
he was, in 1666, a professor at the Convent of his Order at Seville. Four years 
later he joined the Missions of New Andalusia, of Cumana, etc.; evangelised the 
Characudres Indians, founded the Mission of St. John the Evangelist, went among 


the Topocuares, where he founded another Mission. In 1701 he returned to Spain, 
where he died about four years later. 


Cumanagota was spoken by the Indians living on the banks of the Orinoco, 
now part of Venezuela, They were also called the Tamanac Indians. This 
language belongs to the Galibi family.

Padre Manual Rodrigues was born at Vega del Val Pedronez in the diocese 
of Palencia, in December, 1633.

This book, which is divided into three “ books,”’ gives an extremely interest- 
ing contemporary account of the Jesuit Reductions in Paraguay, Tucuman and Rio 
de la Plata, from the Jesuit point of view. This institution was, according to the 
Catholic Encyclopaedia, ‘‘one of the most singular and beautiful creations of 
Catholic missionary activity.’”? The Jesuit reductions, however, have been the 
object alike of the most sincere admiration and the bitterest criticism. ‘‘ They 
did not, as has been asserted, owe their origin to a previously-outlined idea of a 
state after the pattern of Campanella’s ‘Sun State,’ which should form the 
realization of the longing of the Jesuits for power; on the contrary, they grew in 
the most natural manner out of the efforts to obviate the three principal difficulties 
in the way of the conversion of the heathen resulting from the prevailing 
encomtenda system, namely: the oppression of the natives by force, the consequent 
aversion to the religion of the oppressors, and the bad example of the colonists.” 

The organization of the Reductions provided for the political and 
ecclesiastical government of the district by the Jesuits, and the upkeep of a 
military force for self defence against the frequent inroads of hordes of savages, 
and of the Portuguese neighbours. The Jesuits educated the natives, trained 
them in numerous industrial arts and trades, and developed the estancias so 
thoroughly as to make their colonies self-supporting ; one of their most important 
products being the Paraguay tea, yerba mate. In spite of their good work, however, 
they became in Scuth America as in other parts of the world, the target for the 
arrows of calumny, and with the dissolution of the order in 1773, the Reductions 
rapidly declined. ‘*The founding and preservation of these Reductions were the 
fruit of a century and a half [1610-1760] of toil and heroic sacrifice in the battle 
against the terrors of the wilderness and the indolence and fickleness of a primitive 
people, as well as against the reckless policy of exploitation followed by the 
Spaniards, to whom the Reductions were ever an eyesore. . . . The Reduction 
system must not be measured by European standards but according to the 
conditions prevailing at the time in Spanish colonies. The system employed was, 
in fact, the only means adopted to save the Indians.” 


The book offered herewith gives a detailed account of some of the battles 
with the Indians and the Portuguese; descriptions of the places where the Jesuit 
colonies were established ; the text of letters written by the missionaries relating to 
their daily activities amongst the heathen; biographies of Padre Simon Mazeta— 
an Italian Jesuit and one of the pioneer-missionaries in Paraguay—Padre Francisco 
Diaz Tafio—the companion of Padre Antonio Riuz, Superior of the Reductions— 
and many others. The author was Honorary Chaplain to the King of Spain, and 
had been Rector of Potosi; and a Judge of the Archbishopric of Chuquisaca in Peru.

Only the ‘‘ Parte Primera’? was ever published of this important work, the 
standard history of the early times of New Granada. It brings the narrative down 
to 1562, and begins with an account of the natives and their customs, laws, and 
kingdoms for many years previous to the conquest.

‘In the last half of the seventeenth century an historian of considerable 
merit appeared in the person of Bishop Lucas Fernandez Piedrahita, born in 
Bogota, 6th March, 1624. Through his mother he held by birth a more or less 


distant relationship to a member of the family of the Incas in Peru. The literary 
ambition of youth manifested itself in the writing of a number of dramas that are 


not known to exist. Piedrahita became the favourite preacher and through his 
influence with the President, harmony was established between the ecclesiastical 
and civil cfficials. 

“In 1661 Piedrahita was called to Spain to defend himself before the Council 
of the Indies against charges preferred by Cornejo, the Visitador. His defence was 
so complete that the Council not only absolved him from fault, but also offered 
him the office of Bishop of Santa Marta, and this appointment was immediately 
confirmed by the Pope. He remained six years in Spain, from 1663 to 1669, and 
during this period, he wrote his ‘ Historia General del Nuevo Reyno de Granada.’ 

‘¢ Tn 1669 Piedrahita returned to America, and after his consecration entered 
upon the exercise of his functions as Bishop of Santa Marta. Here he displayed 
many of the virtues of the primitive Christian teacher, visited and taught the 
Indians, distributed his income among the poor, and lived in poverty. His charit- 
able gifts left him hardly means for decent clothing. In 1676 he was promoted to

the see of Panama, but before he left Santa Marta the town was taken by pirates, 
who seeing the meanness of the Bishop’s dress, concluded that by his apparently 
miserly habits, be must have large accumulations concealed. The pirates, there- 
fore, took the Bishop and tortured him, in order to make him reveal the hiding 
place of his treasures ; unsuccessful in this, they carried him off and brought him 
befory the distinguished pirate Morgan, who received him with marked 
consideration, gave him a pontificial robe, stolen at Panama, and caused him to 
be conducted to his new diocese. 

‘‘ Here Piedrahita continued for twelve years the devoted life he had led 
in Santa Marta, and died at the age of sixty-four. 

‘Tn respect to his style, Piedrahita represents a considerable advance over 
the prose writers of South America, who preceded him. He wrote clearly in what 
might not improperly be called modern Spanish.’’ (Dr. Moses—Spanish Colonial 
Literature in South America).

The manuscript consists of a full chronological report of the cruzadas o7 
missions to the infidels, with the text of the many pontifical bulls and indulgences 
for supporters of the “‘ Crusades’’; royal decrees; and ecclesiastical edicts in 
connection with the suffragan bishoprics of New Spain, Campeachy, and the 
Philippines. 


The Bula de Cruzada was a pontifical document by which privileges, grace, 
and indulgence were granted, from the earliest times, to the Kings of Spain, first 
by way of a subsidy for the holy wars against infidels, and, later, for the purpose 
of promoting Christianity and pious works. The name Bula was retained, as it 
had originally been given in the form of a papal bull as far back as the twelfth 
century, but had subsequently taken the form of an apostolic brief, as inaugurated 
by Pope Gregory XIII. in 1573; while the description Cruzada was also retained, 
in view of the fact that the privileges granted were similar to those authorized 
in connection with the ancient crusades for the recovery of the Holy Land. 
Gregory XIII.’s brief, which is commented upon with much appreciation in the 
opening pages of the report, has been in force in Spain for three centuries. This 
brief was only effective for one year, and had to be re-issued annually. In view of 
the long distances which had to be traversed throughout the bishoprics in the 
Indies. the impossibility of obtaining new briefs through the usual channels in 
Spain, for transmission within the given period to such outlying communities as 
those in Guatemala, Nicaragua, etc., which necessitated hazardous journeys across 
vast rivers and rough country, a plan was devised for obtaining the necessary

indulgences for re-stamping the existing papal documents locally, and issuing them 
from Mexico. 


The activities of the Cruzada officials in New Spain are fully set forth in 
the course of this report, which is addressed to Don Gonzalo Fernandez de Cordoba, 
Apostolic Commissary General of Cruzadas for the whole kingdom of Spain and 
her dominions overseas.

José Adame of Arriaga was born in Mexico; graduated in law, circa 1665; 
became Doctoral canon at Puebla in 1677; Archdeacon of the Meropolitana Church 
in Mexico; and actmg-Commissary General of Cruzadas for New Spain. He was 
elected Archbishop of Manila in 1692, but was never ordained ; and died in October, 
1698. 


The report is divided into eight ‘‘ Distinciones,”’ or classifications, the first 
being a ‘‘ Chronological synopsis ef the papal concessons and graces connected 
with the Holy Crusade ’’; the second, shows that ‘‘ there has been no variation, 
confusion, or error in the order of the Holy Crusades, still less in those which 
have taken place in New Spain and the adjacent provinces ”?; the third, refers to 
‘‘ public evidence and conclusive proof of the truth, purity, uniformity, and justice 
of the practise observed in the legitimate use of the pontifical grace for the Holy 
Crusade in the Indies’; the fourth, refers to certain concessions, from Innocence 
XI. and Paul V., in connection with the crusade, which were to be incorporated 
in the sermons preached in Mexico; the fifth, deals with the need that had arisen 
in Mexico, to re-stamp the papal bulls; the sixth, refers to the title and authority 
possessed by the sub-delegates-general in New Spain, to re-stamp the bulls in the 
absence of such documents from Spain; the seventh, describes the origin and 
diversity of the seals required, with some interesting historical data on the use 
of seals; the eighth, refers to the Commissaries’ right to decline to show their 
commissions and authority for re-stamping papal bulls, etc., to the Bishops; while 
the ninth, deals with the question of the appointment of commissaries and notaries 
of the Cruzados, whose appointment did not require the approbation of the Bishops. 


In this lengthy and discursive report, many interesting documents, relating 
to the organization of the crusades, are quoted in extenso, and there are no fewer 


than 653 marginal annotations, one or two of which are in Adame y Arriaga’s own 
autograph.

Paterson (the founder of the Bank of 
England) for a Scotch Company with Headquarters on the Isthmus of Panama, 
as a counterpart to the British East India Co. William ITI. opposed the idea, 
and the Spaniards and British Colonies in North America did all they could to 
ruin it; all this, combined with the unhealthy climate caused the colony to be an 
utter failure. Scotland was an exceedingly poor country at the time, and the 
loss of the £100,000 invested in the scheme caused great suffering there and much 
bitterness against England for her refusal to back the colony up. England, how- 
ever, was friendly to Spain at the time, and it was entirely against her policy to 
cause ill-feeling by encouraging a colony established on what was generally con- 
sidered as Spanish territory.

This was undoubtedly the most popular history of America that had then 
been written; and the number of editions published even up to the nineteenth 
century, in Spanish, French, Italian, English and German, testify to its popularity 
long after the initial interest of its historical information had passed. The first 
edition. was printed in Madrid (Bernardo de Villa Diego) in 1684. 


Antonio de Solis y Rivadeneyra (1610-1686) was born at Alcala de Henares, 
and graduated in Law at Salamanca. At the age of seventeen he composed his 
comedy, Tove and Duty, which was followed by his Alcdézar del Secreto and El 
Amor al uso, translated by Scarron, under the title L’Amour & la Mode, and 
regarded as his best dramatic work. In this branch of literature he belonged to 
the School of Calderon, and frequently made use of a somewhat affected style, 
which was termed cultéranismo, or Gongorism; although his prose was ‘‘ pure, 


lucid, elegant, and eminently historical in style,’’ as both Hurtado and Nicolas 
Antonio declare. 


His most important work was the Historia de la Conquista de Mezico, the 
result of long years of patient work and research. His principal sources of inspira- 
tion for this history were the letters of Hernan Cortes, the works of Francisco 
Lopez de Gomara, Bernal Diaz del Castillo, and some miscellaneous documents. 
In addition to a full account of the relations between Cortes and Montezuma, 
there is an abundance of data concerning the intimate lives of the Indians—their 
religicus creed and rites, idols, hymns; their industries, arts, crafts; games and 


recreations, not the least of which were represented by Montezuma’s court jesters ; 
their methods of education, etc. 


Solis became Secretary to the King of Spain (Charles II.) and succeeded 
Antonic de Leon Pinelo as chief chronicler of the Indies.

Of considerable historical interest concerning the settlement of Quakers in 
America: also touching the relationship of Maryland with Carolina, the latter 
having passed an Act to which the former objected. 

The address of the Quakers was called forth by a person named Clark having 
made use of their phraseology in issuing a scurrilous libel which he intended should 
be taken as coming from one of them: they, however, in this Address disconnect 
themselves entirely from it. 

**. . . Wee do humbly take liberty to declare, that that person Clark 
named in the said written paper and now an outlaw in Rebellion against the 
Government wee believe is a wicked and ungodly man and all his actions which 
have been and are continued to be villanous, abusive, rebellious against the peace- 
able government of this Province. And all his confederates, ayders, assisters and 
abetters therein we do from our hearts denye, disowne, detest and abominate.”’ Etc. 

Governor Seymour, in his letter, refers to the Act recently passed in Carolina 
and states it to be of pernicious consequence to the more useful Plantation of 
Maryland: he then deals with the man Clark and the Address delivered by the 
Quakers. 

“Upon Richard Clark first going to Carolina he called himself by ye name 
of Robert Garrett, saying he was Sir Nathaniel Johnsons nephew and pretended to 
be a Quaker. Since which upon his return to this Province, where he now is 
conceal’d & harboured by many of his friends, he has wrote several letters to me 
under a Quaker stile, sticking them up in the night at outhouses and dropping 
therm in the roads. In some he sues for pardon offering to discover the ill-practices 
of many of his confederates, & in others he threatens to bring thirty thousand of 
ye French Indians upon the Country by land, and to direct the French to bring a 
navall force to invade the Country. .. . 

“The Chiefs of the Quakers kere understanding Clark’s practices and that 
he wrote his letters in their stile presented me with the inclosed Address to which I 
could not in Justice do less than make the Returns endorsed on the back thereof.’’

This is the first French edition of the earliest history of Virginia, after 
Captain John Smith’s, and was written primarily to correct Oldmixon. It was 
published anonymously, and is illustrated with reduced reproductions of engravings 
frora De Bry, by Gribelin. 

The author had had experience in the public records of the colony, and the 
books, treating of the institutional life of the colony and the Indians, are both 
full and satisfactory. The Indian section is particularly rich in detail, being based 
on Smith’s and Hariot’s accounts. 

Robert Beverly, its author, who died in 1716, was a native of Virginia, and 
was Clerk of the Council, about 1697, when Andros was governor.

In conclusion he refers to the two lists of negro slaves, being a general 
account of all that had been imported into the Province since 1698 ‘‘ though the 
Royal Affrican Company had not imported any.”’ 


One list of the slaves shows that 2290 had been imported from Midsummer 
1698 to Xmas 1797, and the other, that a total of 648 had been imported from 25th 
December, 1707, to 25th December, 1708. The names of the importers of the 
slaves are given, also the vessels in which they came.

A very interesting Series of Letters. The writer had a scheme for founding 
a Welsh colcny in South Carolina, and all these letters are concerned with it. He 
Was anxious to get the Royal help and patronage, and the letter to the Duchess 
of Ormonde was intended to accompany a map addressed to Queen Anne. Taking 
the letters together, they give a notable account of the project and of the country. 

“The French King has given the utmost encouragement to his Golony at 
Movile. Tis he that sends over settlers thither and in a manner bestows the 
carriage of all the goods. Besides this (to his immortal memory be it spoken) he 
maintains Missionaryes. . . . The French when sensible of our designs will 
probably send some settlers to our neighbourhood from Movile. But probably 
they’ll be little the better for it when we have a precedent title both by claim and 
possession. . . The Britains I believe will not be subject to their prescriptions in 
America, having as yet some little of our old courage as well as discretion left. 
To say the truth on’t the Welch (who are first design’d for ye Settlement) have 
distinguisht themselves by their courage and industry wherever they’ve gone. 
They have likewise thro’ all the Revolutions of State and amidst the unsteddy 
humours of the English continued firm subjects to the Crown: having allways 
espoused Principles that were consistent with their obedience. In short they are 
persons of a frugal, downright honest, generous and loyal temper—inseparable 
incidents to a true Britain.’’ 

In other passages he suggests changing the name Carolina to Annaria, gives 
a most interesting description of the Cherokee Indians, who on hearing that 
England was ruled by a Queen 

*‘ desird me to send that good Woman (for so they styl’d her) a present from 
them viz a large carpet made of mulberry bark for herself to sit on and twelve 
small ones for her Counsellours.”’ 

Referring to the Mississippi, he remarks : — 

‘‘There’s no land in America now left y’ts worth anything but what’s on 
the Mesisipi.’’ 

“This Summer I’ve been a considerable way to the Westwd. upon the 
branches of the Mesisipi, where I saw a countrey as different from Carolina as the 
best parts of our countrey are from the fens of Lincolnshire.

This is the first edition of the valuable and very scarce first constitutions of 
the Archbishopric of Bahia of Brazil. The first 470 pages contain the text of the 
Constitutions as such; pp. 473-593 are the index to the same; pp. 595-618 contain 
a relation of the proceedings and sessions of the diocesan synod which took place 
in Bahia on the 12th June, 1707. At the end there is a 32-page catalogue of the 
Bishops of Brazil up to the year 1756.

“* Daniel Israel Lopez Laguna was born in Portugal about the middle of the 
seventeenth century of Marano parents, who subsequently settled in Southern 
France. He studied the humanities at a Spanish University. Persecuted and 
imprisoned by the Inquisition as a Marano, he languished for several years in 
captivity, finally succeeding in escaping. He then went to Jamaica, British West 
Indies, where he openly confessed Judaism. 

“At Jamaica Laguna completed the poetical work which he had begun in 
prison, a Spanish paraphrase of the Psalms. In the introductory poem he relates 
his varied experiences, and in several of his versions of the Psalms he alludes to 
his sufferings in the dungeons of the Inquisition. With this work, the fruit of 23 
years of labour, he went to London, where several of his relatives were then living.

This third city is undoubtedly Barrancas, and the other two probably now 
called Maturin and Aragua. 

The third section of the relation discusses seven points in which the founda- 
tion of these cities would prove of great value, among them being the greater~ 
facilities for the missionaries, increased difficulty for other Europeans, especially 
the Dutch, to settle on the banks of the Orinoco, and the stopping of the inhuman 
slave raids of the Caribee Indians among the various other Indian tribes.

This is the genuine best edition of the work, edited by the learned Barcia, 
which, although in preparation since 1725, did not appear till 1729. Another 
similar edition, in 4 vols., folio, with portraits, was brought out at Antwerp in 
1728, one year previously, in haste, to forestall the work which Barcia had in hand, 
but of course it is an inferior production, disfigured with faults, and omitting the 
fourteen maps which are unavoidably necessary for the understanding of the 
description. It contains also so-called portraits of the Incas of Peru, which are 
merely copies of De Bry’s fictitious engravings, while Barcia’s edition gives the 
genuine designs which Herrera himself had used, after the native pictures. 


According to Perez Pastor (Imprenta en Madrid, Nos. 784 and 1334) the 14 
engraved maps are in many cases the first of many of the American provinces 
described, and the 39 portraits of the conquistadores and other historical person- 
ages given on the title-pages are the most authentic that are known. More than 
half of the last volume is occupied by a remarkably full index (225 ff.), ‘‘ Tabla 
general delas cosas notables y personas contenidas en la Descripcion de las Indias. 
Occidentales, i en los 8 Decadas.’’ In addition to the 8 Decadas, at the beginning 
of Vol. I., is Herrera’s ‘‘ Descripcion de las Indias Occidentales.”

The writer explains that, although much of his information was supplied by 
other authorities, he has obtained most of his data from personal observation and 
study during the fifteen years of his residence in America “in His Majesty’s service 
by land and sea.” He mentions that in the various diaries he has written he 
describes the roads and natural resources of all these countries. 

Translation :—<‘‘ Florida. At 29 degrees 45 minutes latitude, and 293 
longitude, there is the largest population of any place which His Majesty possesses 
in these parts. The area is small and without ramparts. There is a citadel, 
which was attacked by the English from Georgia and Carolina in the year 1706, 
who were unable to conquer it, in spite of having caused some of the native 
Indians to mutiny and go over to them. In this fortress reside the Governor and 
Commander in Chief with the garrison of Infantry and Cavalry. The pay and 
expenses for the maintenance of this garrison are remitted by the Bishop of the 
city of Puebla de los Angeles in New Spain, in accordance with the King’s 
commands. The families in this town are confined to daily rations, this being 
under military rule and because there is no local produce. They make a beverage 
called ‘cacina,’ and on these shores . . . the Indians catch (a species of 
chamois) which yields beautiful leather. 

** Ecclesiastically it is under the bishopric of Havana, and there are 
Franciscan Convents whose monks teach in some of the Indian encampments. 

“The Harbour does not permit of the entry of large vessels, which anchor 
at the roads and smaller craft go out to meet them. 

*‘ This coast extends so far north that it comprises the provinces of Georgia, 
Carolina, Virginia, the whole of New England, New France, as far as Newfound- 
land. 

“ But from Florida towards the south it is 200 leagues to the Cape of 
Cafiaberal . . . near this cape there is a beach called Palmar de His [the 
district now known as Palm Beach] where, on the 31st July, 1715, Don Juan de 
Ubilla’s fleet was shipwrecked together with the galleons of Don Antonio Chevest : 
it is a desert shore and low-lying. 

“From the Cape of Cafiaberal to the Cabeza de los Martires, which is at 
25 degrees latitude, 290 degrees longitude, a distance of 58 leagues, the coast

runs southward, and there are many outlying rocks. From the Cabeza de los 
Martires to the Tortuguilla sound, which is 25 degrees 50 mins. latitude, 289 
degrees longitude, the distance is seventy leagues bearing round to the west, that 
is if the vessel proceeds along the coast which is all flat and liable to be flooded and 
with numerous reefs ’’ [the coast referred to is that in the vicinity of what is now 
Mangrove Swamp]; ‘here live Indian infidels, who are nevertheless tractable. . . 

‘‘¥rom the Tortuguilla to the Bay of Carlos, which is forty five leagues 
to the north, the coast is all flat, with mangrove plantations, and there are some 
Indians. From the Bay of Carlos to Apalache, the coast runs north west, a 
distance of seventy five leagues. Here dwell peaceful Indians, who are under the 
Government of Florida and in years gone by there was a community known as San 
Marcos. To-day a detachment of troops from the capital covers this district.” 

Describing St. Joseph’s Bay the writer says: ‘‘ Years ago this was occupied 
by the French, who abandoned it . . . but it was usefully occupied by His 
Majesty’s armed forces in 1719—and*Squadron-Commander Cornejo assisted in this 
faction, on the instructions of the Viceroy the Marques de Valero. From St. 
Joseph’s Bay, now inhabited to Panzacola, a distance of forty leagues, the coast 
runs northward. In this part, there are stretches of beach and some rivers. 

‘‘ Panzacola is also known as Santa Maria de Galve, alias Punta de Siguenza. 
To-day there is a fort in an island called Santa Rosa off the Punta de Siguenza, 
where there is a commandant and a moderate garrison paid annually by the 
Viceroy of New Spain, who remits the allowances by means of a vessel from the 
Fleet at Barlovento. WNcclesiastically they are under the bishopric of Havana, 
whence Franciscan religiosos proceed to minister to this garrison, taken from the 
French in 1719. It produces nothing save timber for warships. There are many 
Indians who are skilful hunters with bows and arrows, and hunt chamois and deer. 

“From Panzacola to the Mississippi River which is 30 degrees 15 mins. 
latitude and 298 degrees 10 mins. longitude, the distance is 50 leagues. Between 
these places run flat sands, shallows and islets and the rocks of San Diego, where 
in the year 1696, a frigate was lost from the Barlovento Fleet under the command 
of Don Andres de Arriola. 

‘‘ Mississippi is also called La Mobila, where, by the banks of a mighty river 
the French are established as far as the province of the New Philippines and 
fortress of the Texas. This district is called Louisiana. The capital is New 
Orleans where the Commander in Chief resides with a good garrison, equipped as in 
Europe. 

‘Facing the mouth of this River is an island with a fort for the protection 
of vessels arriving here: it is called the Island of Maracla where the ships unload 
their cargo. 

‘“‘From Mobila to the Cabo de Lobo, the coast runs southward for thirty 
leagues, where there are many reefs, shallows, rivers and salt marches. 

“From Cabo de Lobo to St. Bernard Bay, alias El Espiritu Santo, 112 
leagues away, the coast lies to the west. Here is the Bay of Asuncion inhabited 
by Indian infidels ; a bad port for large vessels; and the rest consists of sands and 
rivers. The above mentioned Bay of Espiritu Santo is to-day inhabited by the 
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Armed Forces of the King, with a Captain and one hundred men . . who serve 
in case of an emergency ; and although there is no fort, they have some small 
mounted guns. There are Indian infidels here. The Bay is big, the harbour bad— 
indeed only brigs and bilanders can enter, the water being shallow and there being 
many sandb&nks. 

“Years” ago this bay was in the occupation of the French and they 
constructed a fort, but their supplies having run short, they died of starvation. 

“This garrison is paid and maintained by the Viceroy of New Spain once a 
year; and, ecclesiastically, it is under the Bishopric of Guadalajara in New 
Galicia.”’ 

The writer then gives detailed particulars of the ports and rivers in Mexico, 
with some interesting information about Tampico, where “at the mouth of the 
river Tampico, there is a watch tower with a guard in charge, who explores the 
coast and informs the Chief Justice of any vessels he discovers ; for which purpose 
he is paid by the King. To the west, there is a tiny settlement of peaceful Indians 
called the Olives; and at the mouth of the river is an island called la Isla de Lobos 
(the Isle of Wolves) quite near shore, where, indeed, numerous sea wolves appear. 
3 This province is known as Tampico, it is governed by a Judge who resides 
1m a place called Tantoyuca ; but there is no city or town at all. The whole country 
is Overrun with dense forests, very hot and unhealthy. There is an abundance of 
large cattle. Honey and wax are also produced and wild maize and beans. Thera 
is some fishing to be had ; and from the sweet-cane they obtain honey which is made 
into little cones of raw sugar. There is a certain amount of trade in salt between 
this province and Havana (whence it is shipped) and Vera Cruz; and there is a 
great variety of exquisite birds. re 

“Spiritually they are under the authority of Mexico, ministered by 
Augustinian and Franciscan monks and clergy ; and although the Indian communi- 
ties are many, there are also Mulattos, and other tribes unknown to Europeans 
such as Zambos, Cozotes and half-castes. oo 

Long and interesting descriptions are given of Vera Cruz and its important 
military and commercial position in the New World. He has many interesting 
things to say about the surrounding country, and a quaint item of information 
regarding Tabasco is that it produces, in addition to cocoa, vanilla, tobacco, and 
cattle, a large quantity of parrots and monkeys, ‘‘ the latter being eaten as though 
they were as delicious as mutton.”’ 

He traces the route practically all along the coast facing the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Caribbean Sea, giving his personal observations and snatches of history and 
legend. He comments upon the expert knowledge of the English residents in these 
parts, “‘ who know the ins and outs better than the Spaniards . . . and trade 
in dyes with the inhabitants of Jamaica.” 

We are informed that Camayagua (in Honduras) possesses a fine cathedral, 
a college, a church and the convents of San Francis and La Marced. The country 
produces aniline dyes, tobacco, leather, gold dust and silver, and amongst the 
animal-kind are tigers, lions, tapirs and birds of all kinds; ‘‘ and there are quanti- 


ties of monkeys and parrots.’’ 
(Continued over) 
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Describing the route to Carthagena across the Darien If, he mentions 
that ‘‘in 1699 the English were situated there but were expellea Don Juan Diaz 
Pimienta the Governor of Carthagena with Admiral Peredio’s uadron.’’ 


Amongst the public buildings was the Castle of Boca C. . _ituated close to 
the pert, where warships were at anchor; and the Cathedrai. ich ‘‘ though not 
sumptuous, is well built.”” The Institutions include severai convents for the 


Franciscan, Dominican and Augustinian monks, three nunneries, a seminary, a 
hospital, and an Inquisitorial Court with jurisdiction over Cuba, Trinidad, Santo 
Domingo, Panama, Puerto Rico, Caracas, ete. 

An interesting description is given of Cuba with full notes referring to 
Havana and its history. ‘‘The port is large, clean and safe, so that whoever 
cares can step ashore from the warships by means of a gangway. The garrison 
consists of a battalion of Infantry a company of Cavalry and another of Artillery 
well equipped. The Governor lives in the Castle and the Viceroy of New Spain 
sends funds annually for their maintenance. 

The city is beautiful—and the estates which extend to the seashore are 
protected against the enemy’s intrusion. Near the Citadel is a shipbuilding yard 
where, at the King’s expense . . . three warships of more than fifty guns have 
recently been constructed.”’ 

Describing Jamaica, the writer mentions that the capital was then known as 
“Santiago de la Vega where the Governor resides, and is the most important 
commercial town although there are many merchants and some Jews in Kingston 
and Spanishtown. All the land is fertile and produces sugar, gin, rum, cotton 

and pepper, and there is much mercantile traffic fateh London, New 
Be seands and adjacent islands and all the coasts of Spain . . . and nobwieke 
standing the efforts of the Governor and Judges to handicap this illicit commerce, 
the inhabitants persist in it, regardless of the punishment they may merit. 
There is a group of small islands to the west of Jamaica, which are usually Métiead 
by the ships sailing to New Spain, which are inhabited by English people who fish 
for tortoises and sell them in Jamaica.” 

The manuscript also contains an interesting description of Isla Espanola 
(Haiti and Santo Domingo) and Puerto Rico, and there are short references to 
Durango, Guadalajara, Monterey, Zacatecas and Valladolid.

The report is addressed to the Bishop of Quito, in whise diocese these 
eight missions were established. The writer describes his experiences during his 
pastoral tour of the district, with his companion, Padre Marcos Bonilla. This 
began at Cumbaya on the 7th May, and ended at Coticollao on the 10th July, 
1736. They followed the same method at each mission : they would write to the 
curate-in-charge a few days before their expected arrival, and allow him to summon 
the neighbouring converts, who would congregate to meet the missionaries. ‘‘ Our 
arrival was generally arranged to take place in the evening, on foot, with the 
Holy Christ, and the standards of Mary and Saint Xavier; emitting pious ejacu- 
lations, as was the custom, and performing two or three acts of contrition. In 
this way, accompanied by the people, who came out to meet us, we would wend 
our way to the Church, where we encouraged them with demonstrations of affection, 
and placed upon the altar the image of Our Lady and the Sacred Hearts, so that 
the sinners should resort to these founts of mercy every day during our sojourn 
in the district. This ceremony finished with a hymn, which all the natives 
repeated. When circumstances did not permit this procedure, we arranged a 
procession at sunset, with the curate bearing the Crucifix, and finally returned to 
the Church. On the other days, we would summon the people at eight or nine in 
the morning; and, after teaching them the principal points of Christianity for 
half-an-hour, we celebrated the Mass. In the evening, from the altar, we would 
render our devotion to Our Lady of the Rosary, who seems to have been almost 
forgotten in these parts; and, later, a hymn, which bore out the sentiments of 
the sermon. At other times, we would go out at nine o’clock at night, with the 
image of the Christ and a bell, to waken those who were asleep—not so much with 


physical slumber, as with the lethargy of sin—which resulted in the salvation of 
more than one lost soul.’

and Indians, ““who were sufficiently intelligent to understand the language.”’ 
Nevertheless,-as these gentlemen were not too well-versed in the finer subtleties 
of theology, the missionaries naively ‘‘ interspersed the sermons with words in the 
language of the Ingas”’! _Many conversions were made amongst the little children, 
who were taught “ according to their abilities ” ; those who replied to the questions 
promptly being rewarded with rosaries. In the last day but one of the visit, after 
communion, they would sing a Requiem Mass with the responses, and pass in 
procession through the Church and cemetery. ‘‘ This function was the one that 
the Indians liked best . . . and the following night the mission service would 
end with a farewell sermon and the last benediction, with so impressive a ceremony 
that the people were moved to tears.”’ 


The writer then relates how the Indians were won over to the Church by 
the missionaries’ gentleness, and the ceremonies which they had witnessed; and 
with the departure of the Padres, great crowds of simple natives would accompany 
them far out into the lonely country, ‘“ until we had to implore them to return to 
their homes.” Many of the districts they visited had known missions ; while other 
districts had had no Christian establishment for forty years. Many of the 
Spaniards living in the outlying estancias would travel long distances, and lodge 
in the Indians’ huts, in order to be present at these missionary functions. The 
writer reports the number of baptisms, confessions, and reconciliations that had 
taken place during the tour; the pitiable lot of the half-castes, who ‘seemed to 
be totally lacking in religious instruction’’; and the diligence with which the 
missionaries instructed the ignorant, in the mysteries, rites, and ceremonies of 
the Catholic faith. He describes the conversion of some hardened sinners, who 
voluntarily crept into the fold; the miracles performed with the holy water 
‘blessed by the relics of Saint Francis Xavier,’’ which cured many confirmed 
invalids, in the villages of Tumbaco, Yarugui Quinche, Guayllabamba, and other 
places in the diocese of Quito. He also quotes the text of the formal vow of 
devotion to St. Francis Xavier (as the Apostle of the Indies) which had been 
taken by those who considered that their restoration to health was due to his 


intercession.

This work comprises a political and topographical history of the Portuguese 
colony of Sacramento in the Rio de la Plata. It is divided into three “‘ books’”’: 
the first, explaining Portugal’s right to the colony in preference to that of the 
Spaniards, describing the country, recording the hostilities with the Spaniards, 
and the heroism of the Portuguese. Book two records the various strategic 
attempts of the Spaniards to seize the colony, and the stubborn defence on the 
part of the Portuguese. The third book deals with the population of the colony 
after the Treaty of Utrecht, and the continued effort of the Spaniards to encroach 
upon their neighbours’ territory in the Rio de la Plata. Appended to this is a 
résumé of the history of Sacramento, and a diary, recording the last attack by 
the Spaniards in 1762. 

Sacramento is a fortified city in Uruguay, with a port on the “‘ River Plate ”’ 
facing Buenos Aires. About the end of the seventeenth century there was a tract 
of land south of Brazil, to the east of the Spanish Viceroyalty of Buenos Aires, 
which was not occupied by either Portugal or Spain, the boundary of whose 
territory had not been defined since the Peace Treaty of 1668. Dom Pedro II. 
considered that he had the right to the ‘‘ natural frontier’? of the Rio de la 
Plata; and in 1630 ordered Dom Manoel Lobo, the Governor of Rio de Janeiro, 
to establish a fortress which would ensure for Portugal the possession of that 
bank of the Plata. It was duly established, and given the name of the Colony of 
the Sacrament; and then ensued a series of disputes with Spain, which lasted more 
than seventy years. The Spanish Governor of Buenos Aires expelled the Portuguese 
from Sacramento in 1680 and took possession of their fort. Lisbon promptly 


threatened Madrid with war, which would have been prejudicial to the Spanish

court at the time, and the colony was therefore restored to the Portuguese in 
1681; but there were continual wrangles between the representatives of the two 
nations on the Rio de la Plata. Finally, Portugal ceded the colony and adjacent 
territory to Spain, in exchange for “‘ the vast territories of Paraguay,’’ to which 
the Spaniards were scarcely entitled, even nominally, as that county was then 
practically completely ruled by the Jesuitsi

Padre Margil’s travels and piety, both of which are depicted in this volume, 
obtained for him the name of “¢ Anostle of Guatemala and North America.’’ 


“Father Antonio is particularly noted in South-west history for his 
expedition to Texas in 1716 and the founding of the Missions in North-east Texas. 
For some years previous, he had been in charge of the organization of the College 
of Guadalupe in Zacatecas, and a guardian having been appointed in 1713, Father 
Antonio was free to make a missionary effort in the north. 


Several years were passed in New Leon and Coahuila, until in April, 1716, 
the Texas expedition set out from the missions on the Rio del Norte, the account 
of which will be found on pages 278-290. Espinosa accompanied Father Antonio 


on this expedition, and gives a touching account of the old man in an illness which 
overtook him. 


The French having invaded the province, the missionaries were obliged to 
abandor. the missions in 1719. In 1722, Father Antonio returned from Texas to 
the College of Zacatecas, having been chosen guardian. He died in Mexico August

The “‘ Reductions’ of the Jesuits were small towns in which they placed all 
the converts they made among the Indians, so practically forming Indian preserves, 
over which the Jesuits had absolute authority and control. Portuguese incursions 
compelled the Jesuits to repel force by force. So they trained these Indians as 
soldiers, and armed them with muskets. They now became a formidable weapon 
in the hands of the Jesuits in their disputes with the Spanish authorities. These 
30 Guarani settlements contained nearly 150,000 Indians. 


Started in S. America, in 1610, they increased until 1767, when the Jesuit 
order was suppressed, the fabric then soon fell into ruin, and the Indians relapsed 
into their idolatry and savage habits. This social system established in Paraguay 
was the most effectual ever contrived for reclaiming the Indians from their savage 
mode of life. 


This memorial was reprinted in Charlevoix’ “ Histoire du Paraguay,”’ and 
a very full account given of this dispute which finally led to the suppression of 
the Jesuits.

In 1739 and 1740 Charles 8th Baron Cathcart, an English military officer of 
considerable distinction, was in command of an expedition for use against Spanish 
America, and this interesting document on the possibility of an English conquest 
of the Panama Peninsula was evidently drawn up at his request by someone very 
well acquainted with that part of America. 

The writer states that he lived at Panama City for six years, and that he 
always crossed the Isthmus to Portobello overland rather than by way of the 
River Chagre. The castle at the mouth of the Chagre is old and in bad repair. 
The river was navigable as far as a village called Cruizes, within six leagues of 
Panama. Small guns and considerable forces could be transported there by the 
local canoes or in flat-bottomed boats. The only opposition could be by Ambus- 
cades. The road from Panama to Cruizes is through defiles, but these are not as 
bad as the ones on the usual overland route, and the journey usually takes only 
6 or 7 hours’ sober riding on mules. ‘‘ The moment you gain the height of Cruizes 
the difficulty and danger is over,’’ thereafter there would be no opposition to 
regular forces. The writer then gives an account of the City of Panama and its 
defences, and suggests that the suburb of Araval should be occupied by the English 
forces first, as then Panama would probably capitulate. Also the vessels off the 
port should be seized, and the place blockaded from the sea as well. He thinks 
that 1,200 men would be sufficient to capture and hold the city against all the 
power of Peru. The Spaniards could not raise more than 1,500 men composed of 
all complexions, and the Indians, were they once assured of protection against the 
resentment of Spain would join the English forces, and would be most valuable 
for securing supplies. A party of brisk sailors could scale the walls of Panama 
from the sea side, at low tide, during the night. The Indians have always looked 
upon the English as their deliverers, and have a prophecy that the whole of the 
Isthmus from the old Scotch Colony to the Southern Ocean will be again in their 
hands. The writer thinks that Panama might be the richest spot of ground for 
Gold in the World. 

The Spaniards only have two warships in the Pacific. These are 30 years 
old, of 40 and 20 guns, and would become an easy prey to an English 20 gun ship. 
Panama is healthy for those who commit no great excesses, and the country 
extremely pleasant. The whole country could soon be changed for the better were 
it to fall to the share of a better people. ‘‘ There need nothing be said of the uses 
our nation might make of such a conquest. A new sea, a new trade, a New World, 
would be open to us. Millions of miserable people would bless their deliverers, 
and their Hearts and their mines would be open to us, and the whole product of 
Great Britain by a wise and well managed Trade might find a consumption in these 
extended Countrys.”’

The first edition of this absorbingly interesting study of the geography, 
natural history, and ethnology of the districts on the banks of the Orinoco, 
containing also a political history of the people, the customs of the Indians, and 
their conversion to Catholicism. According to Alcedo, ‘‘at the time it was 
published, the good father was supposed to have availed himself of the traveller’s 
privilege ; but later discoveries have proved the truth of his assertions, and his 
work has received the credit to which it is entitled. 


Father Joseph Gumilla was a Spanish Jesuit missionary and explorer, who 
was born at Janavas in 1686, and died in America in 1750. He went out to the 
Orinoco missions when still almost a youth, and spent thirty years of his life 
there amongst the tribes whose characteristics and habits he studied and noted, 
with a view to the compilation of his history later on. He was Superior of the 
Orincco Missions, and in 1738 became rector of the college of Cartagena de Indias, 
where he wrote an account of the life of the Jesuit, Padre Juan Ribero, and his 
first study of the Orinoco, El Orinoco Ilustrado, which was followed by other books 
on the same subject. Much of this celebrated work was based upon the manuscripts 
of Padre Mercado and Ribero, but the greater part of it was the outcome of his 
own personal observations. It was Padre Gumilla himself who drew the map, 


showing the locality of the missions, garrisons, towns, tribes, and places where 
missionaries had died.

In March, 1741, Admiral Vernon, with a large fleet, and an army of 9,000 
men, under the command of Brigadier-General Wentworth, arrived off Carthagena. 
The divided command, the incompetence and self-conceit of Wentworth, and the 
natural antipathy between the two characters, caused delays, which proved fatal. 
The forts guarding the entrance to the harbour were reduced, and the fleet cut the 
boom blocking the Boca-Chica, and passed into the harbour. Wentworth delayed 
his attack on the forts dominating the City for four days, so giving the Spaniards 
time to recover. When he did assault, his attack was beaten off with heavy loss. 
The wet season set in, and of the force of 6,600 who had landed more than half 


were dead or dying. On April 17, the miserable remnant re-embarked, and the 
fleet returned to Port Royal. 


This “‘ Diario’’ is the official Spanish Account of this unsuccessful attack on

Fray Antonio Margil de Jesus was born at Valencia on 18th August, 1657, 
and entered the Franciscan Order when he was barely sixteen years of age. He 
was a brilliant scholar, making a special study of theology and Holy Writ; and 
was sent by his Superiors to the Indies in 1683, when he began his missionary 
work amongst the natives with great zeal. At great personal risk, he penetrated 
to the interior of ancient Guatemala, where he had to contend with the fierce 
hostility of the Indians. These he won over by his gentleness, and finally 
succeeded in teaching them the rudiments of Christianity, and in tempering their 
primitive cruelty and animalism. He baptized over forty thousand converts, and 
founded colleges at Guadaloupe and Zacatecas. In 1717 he founded the missions of 
Dolores and Adaes, lived for five years in the wilds, and compiled several

dictionaries of Indian languages. Exhausted by illness, he was finally persuaded 
to leave the natives and transfer his work to the Franciscan convent of Mexico, 
where he died on 6th August, 1726.. He had spent the greater part of his life in 
the Indian Missions in Texas, New Spain, Guatemala, Nueva Galicia and Nueva 
Biscaya.

_ This extremely interesting historical Manuscript relation is written by an 
anonymous Jesuit priest who had visited the missions on the banks of the Orinoco 
many times, and was an eyewitness of many of the events recorded in the 
manuscript. 

The writer explains that eighty years had elapsed since the aggressive 
Caribees had attacked the first missions on the Orinoco, and murdered the Padres 
Ignacio Fiol, Gaspar Bec, and others; and, in view of the grave spiritual needs of 
the natives, the Jesuit Provincial of New Granada, Padre Francisco Antonio 
Gonzalez, reported the matter to the Spanish Government in 1731, suggesting that 
the Government of the provinces of Guayana and Cumana should be given to an 
officer of the rank of colonel, who would control the neighbouring garrisons, and 
give any military assistance which the Padres might require in the Missions. 


*‘ Having adopted this suggestion, the Government appointed Colonel Don 
Carlos Sucre to the command of Cumana and Guayana, with instructions to give 
every help the Missionaries might need for their defence; to fortify the district ;

the purpose of acquiring Indian slaves, and drugs that are to be found in the 
vicinity of the Orinoco, and are very profitable to the foreigner. 


“The Provincial appointed the first Padres, who were Padre Joseph 
Gumilla, a very experienced person in converting the heathen, and Padre 
Bernardo Rotella, and another priest for his companion. Giving them the neces- 
sary orders, he instructed them to take twelve men from the scant military escort 
that was then at Casanare; ordered them to embark upon the River Casanare as 
far as the River Meta; follow the course southward to where it flows into the 
Orinoco; and thence to the citadel of Guayana, which stands where the Orinoco 
flows into the sea seventy leagues; and that they should await the arrival of the

amalgamated governments of Cumana and Guayana, however, the Governor’s 
advent at the fortress was delayed for four years! 


In desperation, Padre Joseph Gumilla left Padre Bernardo Rotello at 
Guayana, and proceeded to ‘‘ Trinidad in the Windward Islands” to inform the 
governor of that colony of his commission to re-establish the missions in the 
Orinoco district, and to obtain some co-operation from the Islanders. Men were 
needed who could speak the native languages of the Orinoco, and who were 
“expert in treating with those Indians.’’ He obtained all this help with the 
utmost difficulty, as nobody wished to leave his home comforts and consent to 
live in exile in circumstances which were, at best, somewhat hazardous. Padre 
Gumilla therefore had to guarantee to maintain his reluctant recruits himself; 
‘“to pay for their breakfast, dinner and supper out of his own pocket; and the 
current King’s salary, which amounted to a hundred and thirty-two pesos per 
annum.’’ This settled, Padre Gumilla then returned to Guayana, ‘‘ where Padre 
Rotella had recovered from his indisposition, and resolved to explore with his 
twelve men, the field where he was to sow the seeds of Christianity. This is all 
the information that is available for the first year, 1732.”’ 


In the early days of 1733, the Padres Gumilla and Rotella started upon 
their life’s mission, of which Gumilla has given a detailed account in his 
“Historia Natural Civil y Geografica de las Naciones situadas en los Riveras del 
Rio Orinoco.’’ In this district, which he eventually came to know so well, and 
which history has associated with his name, he spent more than thirty years of his 
life, studying the people as diligently as the places, and bravely combating the 
overwhelming difficulties that constantly beset his path. 


While the writer of this manuscript declines to encroach upon Gumilla’s 
literary sphere—since the Padre’s ‘‘ recently published work ’’ [Orinoco Tlustrado] 
gives the fullest descriptions—he, nevertheless, manages to convey to the reader 
a faithful impression of the conditions prevailing at that time, and some very 
entertaining and valuable descriptions of the manners and customs of the Carib- 
bees, who gave Padre Gumilla a showy welcome on arrival and revealed their 
animosity only after the first primitive missions had been established ; . the 
Otomacos, who “‘ rowed upstream in a multitude, in canoes, to inspect the Padre’s 
launch and solicit gifts, for there is no limit to the things an Indian will ask 
for’’; the Abaricotos; the Guayquires; and the many other tribes with whom the 
missionaries came in contact. The manuscript is, however, principally intended 
to be a relation of the progress of the Orinoco missions, and of the hostilities with 
their Caribbean opponents. The book consists of forty-five chapters of contem- 
porary history, up to the year 1744; and describes the individual work of other 
missionaries, including Padre Manuel Roman, Fray Francisco de Las Llagas, 
Fray Lorenzo Lopez (who perished at the treacherous hands of the Caribbees when 
they burnt the ‘‘Guaraunos’ town of Mamo’’) Padres Ernesto Estemiller 
Augustin de Salazar, Juan de Capuel, and others ; the tactics, in peace and ard 
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Noticta—continued.

how a thunderbolt fell and caused the terrified Guaypunaris to surrender; hair- 
breadth escapes; astounding adventures; and the steady heroism of the non- 
militant little army of missionaries, whose optimism in the face of almost 
continual reverses and the successive treachery of each newly-converted flock, 
proclaimed them pastors of outstanding excellence.

China, On his recommendation Captain Christopher Middleton Was appointed to} 
the command of the unsuccessful yoyage of discovery sent out in 174]. An) 
anonymous letter led Dobbs to believe that the Hudson’s Bay Company, in whose 
service Middleton had formerly been, had influenced him to make false statements 
regarding some of his discoveries, as being likely to affect their own monopoly, 
Dobbs in the meantime published his ‘‘ Account of the Countries adjoining Hud. 
son’s Bay,’”’ 1744, and strongly urged that the trade should be thrown open, 
alleging that the rapacity of the Company in dealing with the Indians had throw1 
the fur trade into the hands of the French in Canada. In 1746 he sent out 
another expedition, consisting of the vessels “‘ Dobbs” and “ California,’ under 
Capt. G. Moor, which was also unsuccessful. The account of this voyage was 
written by Hy. Ellis and published in 1748. Dobbs now became associated with 
several others and petitioned the King and Parliament to be allowed to found 
another Company trading to the same parts of North America. A special 
Committee was appointed by Parliament to go into the matter, and this mann- 
script forms the report made to that Committee by the Attorney and Solicitor- 
Generals, giving their opinions regarding Dobbs’ Petition. 

The report sets out a brief account of Dobbs’ 1746 expedition, and states 
“That the Petitioners by means of the said expedition have made several ° 
discoveries of Bays, Inlets, and Coast before unknown and have a reasonable 
prospect of finding a passage to the Southern Ocean by Sea, although the dis- 


new Seas and of procuring men of Resolution, Capacity, and Integrity to pursue it 
effectually.” 

“That the Petitioners find that the Reward of £20,000 given by Parlia- 
ment is not adequate to the expence the adventurers must be at to perfect the 
discovery, they having already expended above half that sum in their late 
expedition.”

endeavoured to conceal the same, and to obstruct the discovery thereof by others, 
nor have they made any new discoveries either upon the coast or in the Inland 
Countries,”’ and that they had allowed encroachments by the French. 

Having pointed out the shortcomings of the Hudson’s Bay Company, the 
Petitioners state that they are desirous of discovering the N.W. Passage, and 
that shouldthe King grant them a charter they will ‘engage not only to prosecute 
the same until it be thoroughly discovered as far as practicable, but also to settle 

4 and improve the land in all the countries on that Northern Continent by making 
alliances with and civilizing the natives.” They state that they do not intend to 
interfere with any lands already settled by the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

In summing up, the Attorney and Solicitor-Generals state that they have 
been into communication both with Mr. Dobbs’ party and with the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, and that they do not think that the Hudson’s Bay Company should be 
interferred with in any way, owing to the length of time they had enjoyed their 
Charter without interruption, until there had been some judgment of a Court of 
Justice to warrant it, and to prove that they had been remiss in their under- 
takings, and so caused their Charter to become void. As to the petitioners’ claims 
that the Company had not fulfilled its obligations, they did not consider the 
charges “sufficiently supported in point of fact, or in a great measure accounted 
for from the nature and Circumstances of the Case,”’ and they must leave to the 
decision of the Committee as to whether it would be proper to grant this Charter 
‘‘ which must necessarily break in upon that of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and 
may occasion great confusion by the interfering interest of two Companies setting 
up the same trade against each other in the same parts and under like exclusive 
Charters.”’

The attempt 
was unsuccessful, but the Committee saw the advantages of forming a Company 
in opposition to the Hudson’s Bay Company for fur trading etc., with the Indians. 
They petitioned the King and Parliament pointing out that the old Company had 
made no attempts at discovery but had rather tried to prevent other people doing 
so. This present is the counter petition of the Hudson’s Bay Company, putting 
forward their case. i 

This petition sets out in brief the history of the Company since its original 
charter in 1669 and the form of their trade with the Indians. It points out that 
the country is absciutely unfitted for English settlements, ‘‘ for the snow lies here 
three parts of the year, and the frost is never out of the ground,” and ends up by 
hoping that the Company will still be found deserving of support.

of the natives, discusses the possibilities of establishing the Catholic Faith there, | 
and gives an interesting census of the natives in the various towns and villages of 
Darien. E 

James Walburger was born at Innsbruck on 8th June, 1715, and joined 
the Scciety of Jesus in 1731, leaving Europe in 1742 for the province of 
Quito. He was sent to Darien to report upon its possibilities from the political 
and spiritual point of view, and arrived there in 1745 to find a very straggling 
native population, some of whom he persuaded to leave their arid villages and 
emigrate to the more fertile districts of Tavisa which could be administered from 
the Santa Maria Camp. Briefly, his opinion is that the English would prove 
formidable political rivals in Darien, while the spiritual obstacles were the native 
priests who encouraged the Indians in the practise of superstitious rites. He 
gives a short geographical description of the country, but devotes the greater part 
of his report to the moral and spiritual status of the people and adds much inter- 
esting information concerning the organization of the Mission, the services which 
he inaugurated in the church, avith processions in accordance with Christian rites, 
and the education of the children whom he regarded with a little more optimism 
than the adults. The date of Walburger’s death is given in the Bibliothéque de 
la Compagnie de Jesus as “ between 1759 and 1763:°? 

: Translation:—“*, . . The religion which these Indians profess is full of 
superstition and blasphemy ; although they all, generally, believe that there is a 
God, they deny and forsake His Divine attributes. They say that God sits upon a

on the contrary, it is lauded as an act of heroism. On being told that everything 
there is in the world and in heaven was created by God, that everything we have 
came from Him: whether it is wheat, plantains, chickens, pigs, fish, etc., or 
clothes and implements ; they smile and tell me that they are the ones who sow and 
fish and work to obtain these fruits, and they breed pigs and chickens to obtain the 

y wherewithal to buy clothing and tools ; that God does not sow their crops for them 
or give them their material possessions, but they have to earn everything them- 
selves. Nevertheless, it is their firm belief that the Spaniards have a God apart 
who loves us more than their God loves them, because he gives us clothes and 
gold and silver and teaches us how to write and read ; and that there are wars in 
heaven between these Gods, when the Spanish God is more frequently the victor ; 
and, being vindictive, sends plagues and diseases to the Indians—or any disaster 
they may be suffering from at the moment. . . They are almost impossible to 
convert ; the cause of their obstinate devotion to their sect being the Leres whom 
they revere as much as good Christians do their prelates. These are their priests, 
medicine-men and judges, and what they tell the people is regarded as absolutely 
infallible. 

** As they think their God knows nothing of what is going on in the world, 
they consult the Devil, who is regarded as a good friend and gives them practical 
instruction in their daily affairs. They honour him by. constructing a hut, which 
is a sort of temple, where they practise diabolical superstitious rites and celebrate 
baptisms, weddings and anniversaries according to their religion.” 

He describes in detail how the Lere invokes the devil by means of incanta- 
tions and the burning of cocoa in a cauldron as incense. ‘‘ There is an enormous 
cigar in the temple, and this is lit once every night. He chants and then gives 
piercing yells, alternating these with horrible noises in imitation of a lion, tiger, 
mule, etc., while the people around remain in complete silence. The little temple 
is made of hay and is usually about three or four yards long, two or three yards 
wide, and about two and a half in height, with a tiny, narrow door through which 
the priest enters. For three hours he remains prostrated on the ground, listening 
to the revelations of the devil. He then rises as one who resuscitates, making 
fearful grimaces and fiercely exhaling his breath like a tired horse. Finally, he 
sits down and screams loudly until as many adult men as can, crowd into the 
temple while the rest remain outside in silence. He places the lighted end of the 
great cigar in his mouth and, passing from one congregant to the other, exhales a 
great puff of smoke in each one’s face to make him worthy of hearing the revela- 
tions. Then, in a voice which the priest considers very impressive, he begins to 
relate with a thousand lies, all the things which are supposed to be favourable to 
the Indians. : 

‘* When the Lere is consulted in a case of sickness, he proceeds to invoke 
the devil as above-mentioned, while two men sit outside the temple and describe 
the malady and the priest proceeds to dance and make weird music. This over, he 


prescribes a medicine, chiefly concocted from herbs, roots, bark, etc.—whether 
(Continued over) 
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WALBURGER—continued. 


good or bad is immaterial, for if the patient becomes worse, the priest explains. 
that the devil was difficult to conquer and had designs upon the sufferer ; but if, on 
the other hand, the patient recovers, the priest is regarded with the greatest 
respect and admiration as one whose science has effected the cure; so that in any 
case they think that the Lere’s knowledge is little less than that of God.”’ 


The writer describes how some of these Leres overreach themselves in their 
effort to awe their dupes, and how one old Lere, who had threatened to return to 
earth after his death, in the form of a tiger, and maul all the Indians within 
reach, had not had the seership to foresee that his own children and grandchildren 
would precipitate matters with their own hands. It is recorded that, fearing that. 
the old man’s prophecy might be fulfilled at an inconvenient moment, they decided 
to dig an enormous pit in the mountain-side and bury him alive! ‘They did in 
effect carry out their terrible decision, and there, under a great heap of stones and 
earth, the unfortunate man ended his life.?’ 


He states that the practise of burying people alive was by no means. 
uncommon, and that he, personally, saved an cld woman from such a fate by 
insisting on giving. her food and tending her in her sickness. It was a common 
practise for mothers to bury one of their twins alive, especially the boys, ‘as. 
they were unprofitable to rear, whereas the girls were useful, because when they 


.married, the husbands were obliged to live in the girls’ homes and serve the 


parents as slaves.’? 


He describes the baptismal, marriage and funeral rites; the amusing 
consternation of the natives in his village during the eclipse of the moon in 1747 $. 
and the affirmation of some of the priests given in the native words, to the effect 
that all the Spaniards were going to hell while all the Indians were going to 
heaven. Many curious anecdotes are related in an entertaining and humorous. 
manner, but the Missionary deplores the barbarous callousness of the natives 
towards the old and infirm; their predominating vices of drunkenness and dis- 
honesty ; and the almost hopeless task of converting them to Christianity. 


He gives an interesting historical report of the foundation of the two. 
Missions in the ecclesiastical province of Darien, and states that he arrived in 
November 1745, from the Guaymes country and proceeded to the extensive district 
administered by the Mission of Chucunaqui. He mentions how the Indians on the. 
coast prefer to trade with the English, ‘‘ who certainly do their best to obtain the 
goodwill of the natives,” rather than with the Spanish, “ who charge high prices. 
for commodities.” The natives welcomed the advent of British ships, “as they 
were given all the munitions, firearms and clothes they wanted,”’ and preferred 
to wait for these gifts rather than earn the money to buy them from the: 
Spaniards; thus, “the English would have little difficulty in taking possession of 
this Province where the Indians are inclined to welcome them.’ He appends a. 
census of the Indians in various parts of the country, totalling 933.

The letter was written in reply to a request from the King of Spain for a 
report on the Jesuits’ missionary work amongst the tribes of the Orinoco. The 
writer, as Superior of the Missions, gives a concise and historical account of the 
events which occurred from the year 1733, when the first mission was founded 
amongst the Saliba Indians, in the district of Pararuma, where the native popula- 
tion amounted to a thousand. The same year, another town was founded at 
Carichana, which offered sanctuary to the Indians during the epidemics that swept 
over some parts of the river bank three years later. 

In 1734, the persecutions of the Caribbees brought the Guarnos to Ricuri- 
quima, whence they migrated to the healthier district of Cabruta in 1739, and 
were there joined by many tribes, including the Cabres, Maypures, Guamos, 
Atapaymas and Otomacos. 

The writer relates, briefly, the various encounters with the Caribbeans, who 
had invaded and destroyed many of the missions in the earlier days; and gives 
Statistics of both the population and the conversions. He reports the general 


in 1744, when he sought to prevent the Portuguese merchants of Brazil from pene- 
trating to the Orinoco in search of slaves. ‘‘The Carmelite Padres told me that 
the King of Portugal had forbidden the heathen the use of firearms, and that 
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RomaNn—continued. 


the Governor of Para had also forbidden Portuguese subjects to go to Orinoco 
but that these prohibitions were ignored, for the merchants are so greedy and, i 
their desire to obtain slaves and make the fullest use of their services, they dis- 
obeyed their Sovereign’s command.” 

In a period of six years, more than eight thousand Indian slaves had been. 
“registered,” “and exchanged for others. Countless Indians had been captured 
from the King of Spain’s dominions. and taken to Para, thus depriving the Spanish 
Treasury of the tributes due in the Orinoco districts, while many Indians were 
killed in the process of capture. 

He declares that at least one hundred soldiers are needed to defend the 
missions “‘from the Caribbeans in the south and the Portuguese in the north,’” 
both of whom were engaged in the reprehensible practise of snatching slaves.

Medina points out that there has been some uncertainty, not to say contro- 
versy, over the identity of the revisers of Torres’ original grammar. Certainly 
this, the third edition, was not printed under the supervision of Figueredo, who 
had died many years before its publication. The later revisions are attributed to 
Padres Jacinto Ochoa and Juan Ignacio Aguilar. 


Diego de Torres Rubio, one of the earliest authorities on native American 
languages, was born at Alcazar de Consuegra, Toledo, in 1557, and began his 
novitiate at Valencia in 1572, 


He joined the Society of Jesus, and in 1579, sailed for Peru, where he made 
practically a life-long study of the native languages. His first grammar and 
vocabulary of the “ general language of Peru, called Quichua ’”’ was published in 
Seville in 1603, and was followed by other works, in which the original vocabu- 
laries were amplified by phrases and words not in daily use. Amongst his other 
worss were a treatise on the Aymara dialect, an Aymara-Quichua-Castillian 
grammer and dictionary and a book on the Sacraments and other Catholic rites in 
Aymara. He died circa 1638.

We have been unable to trace this pamphlet in any bibliography. Early 
in 1755 the French Fleet under M. Dubois de La Motte convoyed an expedition to 
Canada for the relief of Quebec and Louisbourg. Admiral Boscowen had hoped to 
intercept this fleet, but was not successful. However, although the two fleets 
did not meet, four French line-of-Battle ships became separated from their con- 
sorts, and were chased by four British vessels on June 6. For a time a fog saved 
them, but on June 8 the weather cleared, three of the French vessels were still in 
sight, “‘The Royal Dauphin,” the ** Alcide,”? Captain de Hocquart, and the 
*‘Lys,’”’ and the chase recommenced. H.M.S. Dunkirk,’ Capt. the Hon. 
Richard Howe, and H.M.S, “ Torbay,’”’ Capt. Colby, captured the ‘‘ Alcide,’’? and 
H.M.S. “ Defiance,” Capt. Andrews, and H.M.S. “ Fourgeux,’’ Capt. Spry, 
captured the ‘“ Lys.” 

The capture of these two warships produced great excitement in France and 
England, and hostilities commenced between the two countries, although war was 
not actually declared until May 18, 1756, on the news reaching London of the 
French invasion of Minorca. The war resulted in France losing Canada. This 
present work is the Pcrtuguese account of this naval action.

This scarce pamphlet relates to General Braddock’s disastrous Expedition 
against the Canadians. The author tells how Braddock reached the spot known 
as Little Meadows, seven leagues from Fort Cumberland, where he left Colonel 
Dunbar behind with 800 men to bring up the rear whilst he with 1,800 men pushed 
on towards Fort Duquesne, the newly established French position. When within 
three leagues of the Fort, the French forces of 2,100 men, including 600 Indians, 
way-laid him and Braddock and his men were practically wiped out, he himself 
dying from his wounds. Lists of a number of officers killed and wounded are 
given. 

Washington fought through this battle, and escaped by a miracle. 


The author also tells that Rear Admiral Mostyn, who had been blockading 
Louisbourg, had been superceded by Admiral Holbourne, and that Shirley, the 
Governor of New England, had left Boston with three corps to march on Fort

The pamphlet contains an account, in Portuguese, of the capture of Fort Bull by 
the French, one of the events which led to their taking of Oswego. 

Concerning this incident, Parkman, in his “ Montcalm and Wilfe,” remarks 
that early in the Spring of 1756 the French struck a blow against the English, that 
materially aided their schemes for the capture of Oswego, and the complete 
command of Lake Ontario. ‘‘ The English had built two small forts to guard the 
Great Carrying Place on the route to Oswego. One of these, Fort Williams, was 
on the Mohawk; the other, Fort Bull, a mere collection of store-houses surrounded 
by a palisade, was four miles distant, on the bank of Wood Creek. Here a great 
A quantity of stores and ammunition had imprudently been collected against the 
opening campaign. In February, Vaudreuil sent Léry, a colony officer, with 362 
picked men, soldiers, Canadians, and Indians, to seize these two posts. Towards 
the end of March, after extreme hardship, they reached the road that connected 
them, and at half past five in the morning captured 12 men going with wagons to 
Fort Bull. Learning from them the weakness of that place, they dashed forward 
to surprise it. The 30 provincials of Shirley’s regiment who formed the garrison 
had barely time to shut the gate, while the assailants fired on them through the 
loopheles, of which they got possession in the tumult. Léry called on the 
defenders to yield; but they refused, and pelted the French for an hour with 
bullets and hand-grenades. The gate was at last beaten down with axes, and they 
were summoned again; but again refused, and fired hotly through the opening. 
The French rushed in, shouting ‘ Vive le roi,’ and a frightful struggle followed. 
All the garrison were killed, except two or three who hid themselves till the 
slaughter was over; the fort was set on fire and blown to atoms by the explosion 
of the magazines ; and Léry then withdrew, not venturing to attack Fort Williams. 
Johnson, warned by Indians of the approach of the French, had pushed up the 
Mohawk with reinforcements; but came too late. It is certain that damage 
enough was done to retard English operations in the direction of Oswego 
sufficiently to give the French time for securing all their posts on Lake Ontario.”’ 

Mention is also made of the building of three new French Forts. These 
were probably the three forts on the Ohio, against which the unsuccessful expedi- 
tion under George Washington was sent. The relation is contemporary, and is 
probably the first published account of this incident, some French vessel having 
probably put into Lisbon with the news.

This is the ninth part of the Franciscans’ Chronicle, and the rarest; ‘‘ Book 
I.’’ dealing entirely with their activities in America and the Philippines from the 
earliest times. 


Parts I to VIII were written by Fray Damian Cornejo and Fr. Eusebio 
Gonzalez de Torres; while this volume deals with the happenings that befell the 
“Sons of St. Francis’? from the latter part of the fifteenth, to the first two 
decades of the sixteenth, century. 


Fray José Torrubia was born at Granada at the end of the seventeenth 
century; and after entering the Franciscan Order, left Spain in 1720 and served 
as a missionary in the Philippines for about fifteen years. In 1735 he proceeded to 
New Spain, as a Padre of the Province of Mexico, where he remained for a further 
thirteen years; and returned to Madrid, via Paris, in 1750. 


During all this time, he had made a point of studying and collecting data 
on natural history and formed a library and museum containing many curious 
specimens, gathered together in the course of his travels which, he declared, 
covered more than twenty thousand leagues. As a missionary in Europe, Asia 
and America, he had wandered in many strange places and had, throughout, taken 
a lively interest in the geography and languages of the countries he had visited, 
making a special study of the Indian languages of America and Oceania. On his 
return to Spain he became keeper of the records and chronicler-in-general to the 
Order of St. Francis, and was its Procurator in Rome when this book was pub- 
lished. Much of his work was written at the Convent of Molina de Aragon, the 
scene of his most diligent investigations. He made more than one spirited attack 
on the dicta of the celebrated monk, Feijéo; and amongst his friends, who were 
all distinguished in some walk of life, was the distinguished Mexican lawyer, 
Francisco Xavier Gamboa. Torrubia died circa 1768. 


The chronicle, whilst written from the Franciscan point of view, contains 
much that is of extreme interest to the general history of the New World, several 
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Torrusia (Fr. J.).— continued. 


chapters being devoted to the vicissitudes of Columbus—chapter IX dealing speci- 
fically with the claim that Alonso Sanchez de Huelva was the first to discover the 
West Indies. The chronicler relates how Columbus obtained decrees from the 
Catholic Sovereigns for the continuation of his discoveries, through the inter- 
mediary of the Franciscan, Fray Juan Perez de Marchena, who accompanied the 
Admiral back on his first voyage to the American continent, and founded the 
Primacy of the Indies in 1506. With him were many other Franciscans, who were, 
in spite of the rival claims of the Order of Mercy, the first to introduce Catholicism 
into the New World; and amongst these earliest companions was the ‘‘ Venerable 
Padre Fray Remigio de Picardia, who, according to our records, was the brother 
of the King of Scotland.’ 


There was a good deal of controversy as to the influence exercised by Fray 
Juan Perez de Marchena, and the chronicler therefore “feels it incumbent” upon 
him to quote from authentic contemporary records, establishing the fact that this 
Franciscan was indeed the first Catholic priest to set foot on American soil in 1598, 
and to found the first Church in America (‘‘ of the Province of Santa Cruz ”) in the 
city of St. Domingo, where he conducted the first Mass. Fray Juan had been 
spoken of as a Portuguese, who had some knowledge of cosmography and had 
urged Columbus to propose the discovery of the western continent to King John of 
Portugal—who had denied him a fair hearing—and later to Henry the Seventh of 
England, who had laughed him out of countenance for his proposition; and that 
in the last resort, the Padre had advised Columbus to approach Ferdinand and 
Isabel. confident that the voyages in the western hemisphere would be productive 
of wonderful results. 


The author quotes from the statement made by Fernando Colon, the son of 
Christopher Columbus, “‘ that Fray Juan Perez was an Andalucian, a native of 
Marchena, and not a Portuguese; that he met Columbus when he was Father 
Superior of the Franciscan Convent of La Rabida in Andalucia, and not in the 
Island of Madeira, as had been asserted; that he was the confessor of Queen 
Isabel; that he took Columbus to Santa Fé, near Granada, where he presented 
him to the Queen, but did not send him to King John of Portugal; that the Padre 
spoke earnestly with the Queen with regard to Columbus’s ambitions, and was 
instrumental in bringing about the consummation of this great enterprise.’ 

The first Bishop of the Indies was the Franciscan Fray Garcia de Padilla; 
the first convent was founded at Santo Domingo, others following soon after at 
Cuba, Truxillo (Venezuela), Puerto Rico and Cumana. Here, the Indians 
rebelled, burnt the Convent and mission-house where the Franciscans had taught 
and befriended them; robbed and mutilated the Sacred Images; and martyred the 
gentle Fray Dyonisio, who had toiled patiently for their welfare and was the 
victira of a particularly savage ingratitude. The chroniclers of those early days 
omitted to mention his surname and nationality, but he is described in this book 
as ‘“‘the Saintly Fray Dyonisio, the Glorious Martyr of Tierra Firme,’’ and was 


therefore, probably, the first missionary to be martyred on American soil.

Other chapters are devoted to the Franciscan activities at Trinidad; the 
disastrous experience of the Franciscans who accompanied the expedition in search 
of El Dorado; their work in Caracas, Peru, etc. 

‘Book IL’’ of this volume consists of a full biography of the Venerable 
Padre Juan de la Puebla, otherwise Juan de Guadalupe [1453-1495] who founded 
the Barefoot Order of Franciscans and the Convent of Los Angeles in Spain, which 
was the nucleus of the ecclesiastical Province of Los Angeles, and from which the 
Franciscan communities in California, and in Mexico, undoubtedly derive their 
name. Incorporated in this biography is the text of many interesting decrees 
and papal bulls, relating to the activities of this aristocratic spiritual leader who, 
as the chronicler records, ‘‘ was led by God to a hilltop, (as He had led Moses), and 
was permitted to survey from Spain, the Islands of Japan, the regions of America, 
the Archipelago of St. Lazarus, the empires of Africa: all of the Promised Land, 
promised to his fcllowers, and which he might view but never enter.” 

‘Book III’? contains biographies of various eminent Franciscans, and 


records from the chronicles of the Order for the first two decades of the sixteenth 
century.

writer states that on the 12th of July (1756) a series of battles and engagements 
commenced (in which sometimes the French were successful and sometimes the 
English) which terminated in a great French victory, of which they thought more 
highly than of the capture of Port Mahon. Finally the author remarks that it 
was generally believed that the French intended to send an expedition against the 
famous and “magnificent city of Boston, the Capital of British America. 


This report was probably based more on rumours received in Portugal than 
on actual definite information, as the author seems to avoid mentioning names 
of places. It was about July 12, 1756, that Lt.-Col. Bradstreet was attacked by 
the French on his return from conveying provisions, etc., into Oswego. He was 
successful and ultimately drove back the French, who, however, themselves claimed 
a victory. Meanwhile they were preparing a great attack on Oswego, which fort, 
although of the greatest importance, was but ill fortified, and worse defended, 
owing to the havoc made by scurvy and dysentry, resulting in the death of over 
half the defending regiment. The attack came about the middle of August in 
consequence of which the garrison were obliged to surrender and the fort was 


entirely destroyed.

When Washington was forced to surrender Fort Necessity, his Journal of 
the Expedition, together with the letters of General Braddock to the British 
Ministry, and his instructions to Washington, were seized by the French Victors.

This scarce Portuguese pamphlet relates to Fort William Henry, situated at 
the head of Lake George, and sometimes referred to by the French, in 
contemporary reports, as Fort George.

Early in 1757 the French Governor Vaudreuil décided to attack Fort William 
Henry. Charge of the Expedition was given to his brother Rigaud de Vaudreuil 
who arrived before the Fort on March 18, 1757, with some 1,600 troops, regulars, 
Canadians, and Indians. The British garrison comprised about 500 men, a third 
of whom were invalids, and the fort itself was not strong. The first attack, during 
the early hours of March 19, was driven off, but the French set on fire two sloops, 
ice-bound in the lake, and a large number of ships on the shore. On the 20th 
they summoned the garrison to surrender, offering them terms of capitulation, 
which were promptly rejected, whereupon a general attack was made, which was 
also defeated. During the succeeding night all the outside buildings were set on 
fire, together with a sloop on the stocks, and much naval material, and the 
defenders had much ado to save the fort itself from the same fate. Two days 
later the French were obliged to retreat to Canada. 


During August 1757 a much greater attack was made on the Fort, under 
Montcalm, and the garrison, which had been much enlarged, was obliged to 
capitulate. The fort was entirely destroyed, and many of the unarmed retreating 
troops were murdered by the Indians. 


The Portuguese narrator has seemingly confused these two expeditions, for 
while giving the details of the earlier and unsuccessful attack under Rigaud, he 
concludes by saying that the British forces capitulated and that the fortress was 
destrcyed. The British commander, Major Eyre, he names Kleirtens.

This interesting manuscript was published, in a mutilated form, at London 
and Edinburgh in 1822, when there was considerable interest in the Mosquito 


Territory owing to Sir Gregor Magcregor’s proposals for a colony there under 
Spanish and Indian sanction. 


At the end of the 17th, and during the 18th century numerous small British 
settlements, mainly Scotch, were formed along the Mosquito Shore in Nicaragua, 
and in 1740: Lieutenant (afterwards Captain, and then Colonel) Robert Hodgson 
was sent by the Governor of Jamaica, Sir Wm. Trelawney, to take possession of 
that territory in the name of the King of Great Britain. He wrote this present 
memoir describing his visits to the various English settlements, and his travels 
to the unexplored interior, and giving a general account of the Territory and of 
the Indians, and the Indian-Negro tribe the Samboes, and their manners and 
customs. At the end he gives the “‘ Declaration of. Edward, King of the Mosquito 
Indians, in the presence of God, under the British Standard, set up at Senock 
Dawkra, on Sunday the 16 March, 1739/40,” in which the King of the Indians 
acknowledges the sovereignty of Great Britain, and promises to help all the 
Indian Nations to throw off the Spanish yoke. 


The printed account does not contain the preliminary account of the 
author’s travels through the Mosquito Territory, nor King Edward’s Declaration. 


On the author’s death, his son, also Robert Hodgson, was appointed 
Superintendent, Agent, and Commander-in-Chief, a position he held for nine years, 
until he wag recalled owing to the settlers complaining of his neglecting to visit 
the various settlements. In 1783 the Territory was made over to Spain, and 
evacuated by the British settlers in 1786.

Copies and extracts which he made or had 
written by his secretaries.’’ The Manuscripts comprise :— 

I. Regis (Monsieur de). Journal des Operations faites dans la Louissanne 
Aoust, 1729-1733. This account occupies 151 pp. A note on the margin states :— 
“This Journal, which it was not allowed to have printed, and which I have copied, 
ends at 20th March, 1733, in the middle of a sentence. I have not been able to 
find cut whether the continuation was interrupted in this manner, or whether 
they had not time to complete the copy.’? The author was evidently stationed at 
Mobile. He describes his journeys through Louisiana (Alabama) etc., visits of 
various Indians, the famous expeditions against the Natchez and Chickasaw 
Indians, etc., and various other interesting events in connection with the colony 
from 1729 till 1733. The author, Regis de Roulet, was the official French sous- 
lieutenant to the Choctaw Indians.

One of the conditions of qualification for the position of ship’s commander 
was ‘‘ that he should have matriculated in commerce at Cadiz, and should furnish 
(Continued over)

proofs that he is of this nationality, of clean blood, and that he is not one of the 
new converts to our Catholic Faith (or Marrano, ie., converted Jew). No 
merchant shall be allowed to despatch a ship to America without a licence from the 
Ministry of the Indies [American territory] or from their authorized agents.”’ 
The owner of the merchant vessel was free to nominate the captain but this 
nomination was to be made formally before the clerk employed by the President 
of the Board of Trade. All particulars of tonnage—subject to verification by an 
Inspector—were to be given to the President of the Board and after numerous 
other formalities, in which time and penmanship were freely spent, the clerk of 
the Board of Trade was required to notify the owner that his ship had been 
* passed ’’ and could start loading. 


Another document gives a list of the Spanish ports which were open for free 
navigation to Puerto Rico, Trinidad, Monte Cristo, Cuba, Campeche, Vera Cruz, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Gulf of Darien, Portobello, Carthagena, Buenos Aires, etc. 
In each of these Spanish ports were officials trom the Ministry whose business it 
was to see that the many formalities were observed. ‘‘ Any subject of his Majesty 
is free to build ships wherever he wishes in this Peninsula . . . and for this 
purpose shall have free access to the hills to fell the necessary timber, after 
arranging the question of price with the owner—the only exception being made in 
the case of ships capable of carrying 60 guns, which might be taken for service in 
the Royal Navy.”’ It was stipulated that the crews should consist of Spaniards 
only, but in an emergency the number might be increased by one-third, by the 
admission of foreigners, whose religious denomination, however, was bound to be 
Catholic. All produce was to be Spanish, the duty being 5 per cent. of its value, 
with the exception of flour, which might go duty-free if Spanish, but if foreign, a 
tax of 12 reales de vellon (about 3s.) per quintal, was to be paid on it. With 
regard to clothes and fabrics, all Spanish goods could be exported duty-free, but 
foreign goods were taxed at the rate of 6 per cent. On arrival at the American 
ports, they were required to declare on oath all that had happened during their 
voyage, and to produce their papers referring to the merchandise they carried. 


A table of the respective duties payable on imports from America shows that 


silver, either as metal or coin, was taxed 7 per cent., whilst the duty on gold, 
either as money or bullion, was only 2 per cent. 


No duty was payable on imports of tobacco which had to be deposited in 
warehouses, but could be withdrawn without payment of duty, provided it did not 
léave the country—this export was strictly prohibited. Comparatively high taxes 
were put on imports of cocoa, chocolate, vanilla, jalap, ete., the duty being 10 per 
cent, on imports and the same on subsequent exports of these goods. An 
amusing item included in the list is “ Foreigners,’’ whose influx “ it is advisable 
to prohibit.’? Two documents furnish actual figures of fabrics shipped, including 
silks, linen, stockings, clothes and gold and silver lace for uniforms. These 
trade returns cover the period “of the war in 1762, when commerce was inter- 
rupted.” Before that date large quantities of gold and silver had been safely 
shipped from New Spain, Peru, Chile, Guatemala, Argentine, Portobello, ete.

One of the documents deals with the “ pernicious habit of contraband 
practised along the Islands and Coasts of America,” persistent smuggling being 
one of the ‘‘customs’’ which were by no means authorized by the imposers of 
*“ duties”. Stringent measures are set forth for the suppression of this evil; 
and the assistance of the civil population in discouraging this abuse is solicited. 
One paragraph states that smugglers have repeatedly traded upon the benevolence 
of the priesthood, and stored their contraband in the monasteries whilst the 
Religicsos have harboured the contrabandists. The King is petitioned to order 
the Bishops “to prohibit these practises under rigorous penalties.”’ | Another 
measure suggested is that the miners should, at the end of each month, state on 
oath exactly how much gold or silver they had extracted from the mines, and 
that these quantities should be checked by means of an elaborate system of 
bookkeeping ! ? 

Another document is devoted to the question of the quicksilver and other 
mines in America from which the King still drew a considerable revenue, 
particulars being given of the output, value, etc., and the conditions of work 
affecting the miners.

“For my part I am of opinion that the Indians from the Mohocks to 
Caijuga might assemble at Oswego, and the Senecas (of whom there will be a 
good many) at Niagara. If there are whaleboats or small batteaus, they will be 
the best, the Indians being but poor hands in large boats. : 


“I think it not amiss to mention to you, that as the Western Nations had 
desired peace, which was agreed to, it has been all along considered that the 
Shawanese and Delawares were those against whom the Expedition was designed, 
in ease the Troops are destined otherwise, and to rebuild the outposts it will be 
necessary that the Indians be apprised of it, and I am of opinion if the Troops 
do not proceed as was expected by the Indians, the latter with some light troops 
might from Lake Erie be detached to good purpose against the Shawanese, etc., 
who have rendezvoused at Scioto plains, and other adjacent places. 


“Nothing will be more necessary for gaining the affections of the Indians 
than the communication of sentiments and some heads of the plan proposed, they 
can’t make a bad use of it, and it will give them an alacrity which they have 
seldom shewn with us, because they were generally kept in the dark, contrary to 
the practise of the French who knowing their humour reposed some confidence, 
and thereby removed every jealousy and kept them in good humour.’’ Ete.

This Roman Catholic Prayer Book, in the language of the Montagnais 
Indians (a dialect of the Cree) was printed at Quebec by Brown and Gilmore, the 
first printers in Canada and is one of' the first (if not the first) productions of the 
Canadian Press. Thomas says: ‘‘ Soon after the organization of the government 
of the Province by the British, a printing house was established in Quebec by 
William Brown and Thomas Gilmore, under the firm of Brown and Gilmore. They 
were the first who introduced the art into Canada.” Earlier than this, during the 
French occupation of Canada, books had been published with the Quebec imprint, 
but they were all actually printed in Paris. 

Father Jean Baptiste de la Brosse was born in 1724 at Magnac, Angoumois, 
Franco, and went to Canada in 1754 as a Jesuit Missionary. He first worked on 
the Abenaki Mission, held various positions in the College of Quebec, and finally 
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La BrosE—continued. 


succeeded Father Coquart as the head of the Montagnais Mission in 1765. Fixing 


his headquarters at Tadousac at the mouth of the Saquenay, a rendezvous for the 
Montagnais Indians and for the traders of the lower St. Lawrence, his apostolate 
radiated from that point along the Labrador Coast, to the French settlements on 

, the South shore of the great river, to the Micmacs of Restigouche, and as far east 
as Prince Edward Island. Besides Christian doctrine, he taught the Montagnais 
reading, writing, and plain-song.

Admiral Bartholomew de Fonte or Fuentes, a Spanish or Portuguese 
Navigator, is supposed to have set sail from Callao on April 3, 1640, with four 
vessels and to have found numerous islands which he named the Archipelago of 
St. Lazarus, and where he entered a great river or strait running towards the East 
and sailed through a great extent of rivers and lakes until he came across an 
English vessel belonging to Major General Gibbons of Massachusetts in charge of 
Captain Shapley, which had come from Boston—presumably from the East. 
Having taken over Capt. Shapley’s charts he returned to Lima, 
letter detailing his explorations and discoveries. Various long discussions took 
place among numerous savants as to whether Admiral Fuentes’ accounts were true 
or only imaginary, and in this work these explorations are discussed in full, the 
author being among those who believed in them, and various suggestions are 
made as to how Capt. Shapley’s vessel had sailed through to the West coast of 
America. The first folding map is of particular interest. In it the author uses 
all the information he has been able to glean and suggests’two straits running 
through Canada from the Strait of Juan de Fuca, and from the latitude of about 
Queen Charlotte Island, to a point between Hudson’s Bay and Baffin Bay.

At the same time he was 
under orders to fortify the strait so as to prevent the passage of explorers or 
pirates who might undertake to follow Drake. Other navigators had entered the 
Strait before Sarmiento—Magellan in 1520, Loaysa and Cano in 1526, Alcazava 
in 1535, and Drake in 1578; but Sarmiento’s account of his voyage virtually super- 
seded all reports made by previous explorers.

The work gives an account of the Spanish expedition sent out by order of 
Philip III., immediately after the return of Schouten’s expedition, for the 
exploration of the Magellan Straits. The brothers Nodal sailed from Lisbon on 
27th December, 1618, and did not return until July 9 of the following year. They 
had with them two Dutch pilots, Jan de Witte, named in the narrative, and 
Valentine Jansz, who wrote another account of the same voyage, which is 
preserved in the Archives of the Hague.

The author, Andrew 
Graham, was Master of Severn House, one of the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
trading settlements on the Severn River in the S.W. of Hudson’s Bay, and 
Second, or assistant Factor at York Fort at the mouth of the Nelson River. He 
went out to Canada as a boy in 1749 and proceeded to Prince of Wales’s Fort, 
where, after three years, he joined the Hudson’s Bay Company as an Accountant, 
being, in the ensuing year, transferred to York Fort. On the death of James 
Isham, Master of Severn House, a post subsidiary to York Fort, he was appointed 
to the position, having shewn ability as Acting Second Trader and accountant at 
York Fort. On two occasions he acted for a year as Chief Factor there. He 
wrote this Manuscript and sent it to the Company’s Headquarters to shew that 
he was entirely acquainted with York Fort, and so perfectly well qualified 
to take on the post of permanent Chief Factor there, or the command of Prince 
of Wales’s Fort, which had just become vacant. In order to influence the com- 
pany’s decision, he states that he is thinking of returning to England the ensuing 
year. 


The Manuscript is of the greatest interest. In the first 17 pages he 
describes the natural history of the Hudson’s Bay district. From pages 18 to 75 
he gives at length the ‘ Journal of a Journey inland from York Fort up Hay’s 
River, etc., by Anthony Hendry, from June 26, 1754, to June 23, 1755.’’ Then 
follows a 34 page account of the movements of the Hudson Bay Company’s rivals, 
the Canadian Traders, taken from the Journal made in 1768 by Graham’s steward, 
William Tomison, of his journey inland with an Indian named Kekek. Then 
follow various observations regarding the Company’s trade, their stocks, servants’ 
contracts, number of ships, etc., with various interesting comments pointing out 
suggestions for cutting down expenses, the mistake in trusting the Indians too 
much, and ideas on better management of the Company’s affairs. 


On pages 103 to 108 is given a short history of the various attempts which 
had been made to discover the North-West Passage, from the attempts of 
Frobisher, Humphrey Gilbert, Davis, and Hudson, to that of Captain Swaine, of 
Philadelphia in 1753. Then follows a short account of the History of Hudson’s 
Bay, and lastly four pages of final observations, touching his own services, etc.

political controversy. Taking up his appointment in 1640, and fully aware of his 
power as a judge and administrator, he soon came into collision with the Viceroy 
when the latter attempted to increase the prerogatives of the ‘‘ Conservadores.’’ 
Palafox consistently refused to acknowledge their authority, and stubbornly re- 
sisted the representations of the political administrators. His influence over the 
people was great, and with the definite ranging of his followers upon his side, 
there ensued’’a quarrel, ‘‘ gaining strength and drawing in all manner of issues ”’ 

, as he writes to the Bishop of Guaxara, such as Mexico had never known before. 
Excitement ran high when he was threatened with excommunication, and the state 
of the town can best be imagined from the description of his militant tactics, 
given in one of the official reports quoted in this manuscript. 

“The city of Los Angeles was in a tumult, and in danger of being lost. 
- . . The Bishop’s resistance (against the ‘Conservador’ Judges) has created 
the greatest scandal: he has tried to influence the Ministers of the Real Audiencia . 
to oppose the Viceroy and President, engineering disturbances and dissensions. 
He has asked the Bishop of Guazar to come to his assistance [the original letter 
to this Bishop is quoted towards the end of the paper], . . . He has collected 
arms and gathered a number of clergy as troops on the pretext that he had been 
threatened with violence from two hundred ruffians from Mexico, who were paid 
by the Jesuits to rob his house and the church. He has armed men staying in his 
house, guarding it, with a great quantity of munitions, bombs, grenades, gun- 
powder. A clerical assistant of his named Pedro Ferrer, has been inducing clergy- 
men to come and help, and in their turn to influence their relatives and friends; 
besides this, they are agitating amongst the populace and have a large following 
of negroes, mulattos, half-castes, and boys, and in order that these should enter 
and leave the house secretly, he had a secret door let into his garden . . . all 
oi which has given rise to great disturbances and scandal in the town. 

‘In order to rouse the Mulatto slaves, the Bishop has published abroad 
the statement that he has in his possession a blank Royal Decree, to give their 
freedom to the negroes who followed him. He has made a standard of green 
cloth with the Royal Arms, for the purpose of raising companies, and says if 
there are not enough recruits in Puebla, they can be drawn from the countryside.”’ 

On the 4th June, 1647, a mysterious order was given for the Cathedral bells 
to chime all day from early mass until late at night—‘‘ the bells chimed in 
uniform strokes of two, a most extraordinary way of pealing, never before heard, 
particularly as it was not a festival . . . with the result that the whole town 
was seething with excitement at the novelty, particularly the negroes, mulattos 
and half-castes. Crowds collected round the church and the Bishop’s house, 
numbers of people running noisily to know the reason why the bell should toll 
thus, but they were told they would know on the following day, which made them. 
feel uneasy! On the following day the bell began to toll again, rousing and dis- 
turbing the people as before. They clamoured for admission into the church, and 
soon filled it, the crowd overflowing into the streets . . . and, Mass being 
over, the Bishop entered and sat at the gate of the choir with the Chapter, as is 
customary when a sermon is to be delivered. The clergyman, Juan de Herrera, 

(Continued over) 
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then mounted the pulpit and read an edict from the Bishop, saying it was their 
duty to follow him and defend him, repeating that they should not tolerate the 
Conservadores as Judges . . . then the Bishop robed himself and passed with 
the Chapter in procession, the Prebends wearing black cowls over their heads, 
with their robes dragging on the ground; and some clergyman walking in front 
of them holding aloft a Cross all draped in black, and candles in their hands 
until they reached a board which had been moved for the purpose, to the steps 
of the High Altar, draped with mourning draperies, where they sat; and the Bishop 
addressed the people, moving them to tears in his appeal for their help, for he 
said they had threatened to deprive him of his mitre. This over, he performed 
the ceremony of Anathema, blowing out the candles and stamping on them.’’ 
The Bishop seems to have had a keen sense of the dramatic, for on the fol- 
lowing days he prepared another spectacular entertainment. “ On the seventh of 
June, between four and five in the afternoon, the Cathedral bells resounded with 
a joyous peal, such as is played on the arrival of a new Viceroy, or Corpus Christi 
day, or on the arrival of the Fleet. Swiftly the crowds sped along the streets 
to the Cathedral and congregated outside the Bishop’s house to know the cause 


of these chimes . . . when the news was given out that the Bishop had been 
proclaimed Viceroy, whereupon they shouted “Long live Palafox the Bishop- 
Viceroy?! 


Never had such a concourse been seen, and in the midst of it the Bishop 
emerged from his house, in the first three coaches, accompanied by his Vicar- 
General, and Don Juan de Castilla of the Habit of Santiago, his confidant and 
ally . . . the news spreading, from his coachmen and footmen to the noisy 
crowd, that he had come to be Viceroy. They pressed round his state coach, 
negroes, mulattos and numbers of youths, applauding him and kissing his hands, 
which he held out on both sides, one of the crowd asking, ‘ What is this, Sefior? ’ 
to which the Bishop replied, ‘Nothing, my children; peace; peace.’ In this 
manner he drove to the corner of the Cathedral Square, turned up the Calle de los 
Herreros . . . to the Alameda, and returned to his house after having made 
a detour of all the principal streets . . . this was a terrible day of tumult in 
the city, and many feared some of the characters who had appeared there < 
citing the disturbances of Mexico, which is that of the 15th of January,x which 
began with little cause and ended in far greater and more dangerous consequences.”’ 

Further details of the Bishop’s campaign are given in the succeeding pages, 
and the crowning sensation comes on the 17th June: « Quite unexpectedly on the 
Monday, the Bishop left the city of Los Angeles at night, with his servants, and 
went to the city of Tepeaca, five leagues away, on the pretext of meeting the 
Bishop of Guaxara. From there he proceeded to the estancia of Captain Juan de 
Vargas, and remained there the whole of the following day and stayed the night— 
and from there he disappeared, for on the morrow he was missing, and it was 
realized that he had gone with some servants, and it is not known for certain 
where he went or where he is . . following upon his absence there is great 
peace and quiet in the city . . . which proves that all the tumult and dis- 
turbances were caused by the Bishop himself.” 


The chronicler then records that no preparations had been made at the 
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Augustinian and Jesuit Convents in opposition to the Bishop, as he had stated ; 
and adds, with malicious precision, a statement of all the Bishop’s debts (which 
were ascertained when, on the Viceroy’s instructions, his house was searched for 
papers). The greater part of this very interesting document is taken up with 
transcripts of the original papers lodged in the various archives of the ministry for 
the Indies, ‘and reveals the full case of Palafox’s bitter contentions with the 

J Jesuits and the political authorities in Mexico. The man’s colossal moral courage 
in fighting for a principle is apparent throughout the many relations, and the 
testimony of eye-witnesses quoted in these pages; his influence—like that of all 
strong characters—being equally felt by his friends and enemies. 

In a letter to the Judges (written, it is said, with the intention of influencing 
them against the Viceroy) Palafox writes, on the 26th May, 1647: ‘A person, 
zealous in the service of His Majesty, has informed me that the Jesuit Fathers, 
after exceptional efforts, have obtained from Viceroy the promise to assist them in 
the execution of their design—which is to bring in the Religiosos of Santo’ Domingo 
whom the Jesuit Father-Provincial nominated as Conservatives ; and although this 
information can scarcely be credited, and the dispute is in its earliest stages .. . 
nevertheless, I am constrained to notify your Honour that if it is true that they 
are bringing with them persons for the purpose of disturbing this country and 
bishopric, many are the disturbances which are likely to result, to the detriment 
of the service of God and the King. . . . Although I desire peace and quiet in 
these dominions, and do all in my power to preserve it, it is regrettable that I am 
not so powerful as to pacify an entire community should any fire be kindled. Your 
Honour, as one of His Majesty’s Ministers, should be notified of this, and should 
represent the position to the Viceroy, pointing out the many resultant dangers 
which are to be dreaded. In the midst of the King’s many cares, it is incumbent 
upon us to maintain the peace; with a view to which I have written to you to 
propose the best means of dealing with so grave a matter of which I have already 
sent a report to the King. I also send His Majesty a copy of this letter. Let us 
await his Royal decision, for certainly the peace of the Kingdom must weigh more 
with him than the pretensions of the Jesuit Fathers, even if they were perfectly 
right and not contrary to the expressed decisions of the Councils and Papal bulls. 
I beg you again to put the matter to the Viceroy.’’ 

Five days later, news of these letters having reached the Viceroy, he ad- 
dressed an official report to the King: ‘‘ Since sedition could not have flourished 
in the mind of the public without having been implanted by the Author, his con- 
fession will be found in the words of the said letters. . . .’’ He then repeats 
what had taken place at a meeting of Alcaldes, where the Bishop Palafox had 
“‘threatened that his sheep could turn into lions to defend him without his being 
able to help it, and that a fleet would not be sufficient to carry his followers. . - 
The Bishop’s procedure was such that the Holy Tribunal found it necessary, in 

order to save the Faith from jeopardy, to issue its edicts ’’—thus the Viceroy had 
deemed it advisable to grant authority to the ‘‘ Conservadores.”’ 
Palafox, ‘still intent upon causing a commotion,” sent a sealed letter to 


the Judges, dated 6th June, 1647. ‘‘In this city great preparations are being 
(Continued over) 
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made with arms at the Convents of St. Augustin and the Company of Jesus, and 
one proceeds very uneasily, awaiting daily some disaster. The people have greatly 
resented the latest edict of those two priests who presume to order them not to 
obey their bishop in spiritual matters—a scandalous state of affairs in Catholic 
Provinces. Some Religiosos have published a statement that highwaymen from 
Mexico are daily expected to do some harm. I try to influence my subjects for 
peace, both privately and publicly. The accidents arising from this matter, only 
God can prevent. Each day threatens some disturbance, and we do not know how 
it will end. I request you in the name of the King, as Inspector-General of this 
Kingdom and its Adviser, and as Prelate and vassal of the King, to remedy this. 
The King has ordered that my person should be safeguarded . . . and the 
responsibility for all damage, deaths and disturbances which might result from not 
having had the matter arranged with the Viceroy will be due to your omission and 
that of those gentlemen; for, as Ministers of the King, they are obliged to maintain 
the peace of these countries. . . . . I therefore avail myself of the means of 
communicating with you under sealed cover.”’ 

With regard to the Bishop’s disappearance from Los Angeles, it is only fair © 
to quote his letter to the Bishop of Guazara from which it is quite evident that he 
intended to meet him, although the chronicler was sceptical of this rendez-vous. 
““, . . I cannot think of any better means of unravelling this tangle than that 
you should take the trouble of coming to this city, where being twenty leagues 
from Mexico, you would know all that is going on and recognise how much a prelate 
can do in search of peace without offence to Our Lord and without, in attempting 
to avert present troubles, incurring eternal penalties. If you care to do this 
service to God, the King, and myself, let it be soon, and set out in secret so that 
you may not be hindered at Mexico. . . . Let me know by a confidential 
messenger. I will send my carriage to meet you on the way and save you as much 
trouble as possible . . . and if I can accomplish no more than this I shall at 
least obtain so great a witness as your Kminence so that you may inform the 
King of all you see, and if necessary, inform him personally. . . . I send this 
letter with a priest so that he may assist you on the way. Your presence here is 
most important and necessary . . . for God’s sake, for that of the King, the 
Kingdom and the Bishop of Puebla de los Angeles.”’ 

At a meeting of the administrators of Mexico, the Viceroy had suggested 
that the sentence of excommunication might be rescinded if the Bishop acknow- 
ledged the authority of the Conservadores. It was characteristic of the vigorous 
Palafox to have commented, qn a previous occasion, that nobody had the power to 
excommunicate him except the Pope or Martin Luther himself. He therefore 
scorned to respond to the overtures of the Viceroy and his friends, who. proposed 
to patch up a peace—or the semblance of it—between the Bishop and the Jesuits. 
He died, as he had lived, fighting for the welfare of his flock, on 1st October, 
1659, in Spain. One hundred and twenty years later the question of his 
canonization was finally settled. On 28th February, 1777, at the last session 
under Pope Pius VI., his beatification was favoured by twenty-six votes out of 
forty-one. The Latin notes in this Manuscript refer to his beatification,

This Original Manuscript consists of the geographical-historical relation of 
the Rio Branco, cited by Rodrigues (No. 2096) in his Bibliotheca Brasiliense. The 
author was an Oidor of the district of Rio Negro, and compiled his history with 
much diligence. Rodrigues states: ‘“‘It is a very conscientious piece of work, and 
of undoubted merit, which increases our respect for the Portuguese magistrates 
of that day.”

Richard Oswald was 
a celebrated Merchant, trading principally with America, and was constantly 
consulted by the British Government during the War of Independence, owing to 
his extensive and personal knowledge of North America. He was a friend of 
Benjamin Franklin and other American Worthies, and was largely instrumental in 
concluding peace with the American Colonies. This manuscript was sent to Lord 
Germain, who had it copied out and forwarded to Henry Dundas, Lord Melville. 

Oswald writes, ‘‘ Sir George Collier’s account of Elizabeth Creek or River is 
certainly very just. As a safe Retreat for Shipping, and a Repositary for every 
species of Stores and Provisions necessary for all the purposes of Navigation, there 
is none equal to it on all the Coast of North America. 


*“ Whatever nation can venture to trust their ships in Hampton Road, com- 
mands not only Elizabeth River but also the whole Navigation of Chesapeak Bay ; 
and consequently the Trade of both the great Colonies of Virginia and Maryland. 


‘There can be no doubt but that the present War will soon become insupport- 
able, if we shall not be able to take off a great part of the American Continent 
from that Alliance; and that too in a short time. For, if, by the assistance of 
France and Spain; the Americans are a little relieved of their wants and can get a 
little recruit of Naval Stores, etc., for Shipping, they will be able to do their own 
business ; at least to hold out untill we are tired.

An exceedingly interesting manuscript by a very important man. Oswald 
was a friend of Benjamin Franklin, had considerable estates in England and 
America, and was Britain’s principal representative in concluding Peace with the 
American Colonies, 

In February, 1781, Oswald had sent Henry Dundas a plan for a general 
Russian Conquest of Spanish America, but the Court of St. Petersburg being 
likely to act as mediator between Gt. Britain and her American Colonies, he had 
had to revise his plans, and this manuscript contains those revisions. 


Oswald suggests Gt. Britain hiring a body of 5,000 or 6,000 Russian Infantry 
who were to be placed as Garrisons in New York and other parts of North, America 
“to be employed against our Rebel subjects in that part of the World.”” He 


River St. Juan, into the Great Lake of Nicaragua, and so prevent them joining 
the French forces operating against us in N. America. Without Russian help we 
daren’t withdraw our American forces, ‘‘the French having laid hold of a strong 
Post there, in the Colony of Rhode Island, where they have a Fleet and Army 
secured within impregnable works, from whence they are at this time prosecuting 
an offensive war against our Nation, in conjunction with that part of our Colonies 
which has not as yet returned to their allegiance. And while the other part, 
which has submitted, or has not revolted, remains exposed to the incursions of the 
Spaniards: who lately made an attempt on one of these colonies.”’ 

By passing up the St. Juan River, and building a fleet on the Lake of 
Nicaragua, and then crossing over to the Pacific Coast, Gt. Britain could form a 
strong settlement in the South Seas, and pay Spain back in her own coin, by 
trying to bring about a revolt in the Spanish Colonies. Should the present 
negotiations fall through, more Russian troops would be sent out from Siberia 
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OswaLp—continued. 


and various conquests be made along the West Coast of America. These conquests 
could be given to Russia, Gt. Britain keeping those in the Gulf of Mexico. 


*“To one part of the American Coast, separated from those districts where 
the Spaniards are living in domestic settlement, the Russians have undoubtedly 
as good a right of property as the Spaniards have. The Northern parts of Mexico 
are in a manner unoccupied by Spaniards, or little more than nominally so; and 
with respect to the great country of California, lying along the Mexican Coast, 
there would be no just objection to the Russians taking possession of it whenever 
they think proper. It lyes in a fine climate from the Tropic in 23° to 45° N.L., 
making above 800 miles of coast. Which upon the first attempt would fall together 
on both sides, into the hands of the Russians, as also the navigation of that Gulph. 
Which would bring the West Coast of Mexico lying along that Gulph, quite down 
to ths Tropic, under the same Government. 


_**The idea of the Russians stretching their views of Conquest to the 
American Coast will not perhaps appear so romantic and chimerical as might be 
imagined . . . the Russians are now in possession of a great number of 
Islands, called the Fox Islands (Alentian Islands) . . . which possession they 
have markt by stationing in one of the most Easterly, a small detachment of 60 
Russian soldiers and 20 natives of Kamchatka. 


*¢ And Capt. Cook, in his late and last voyage, discovered another great 
cluster of Islands still farther Eastwards, which runs more than half way to the 
Coast of Mexico, lying in the fine climate of 21° North. He named them the 
Sandwich Islands. I don’t find they were ever heard of before this Discovery.’’ 
Thea follows a description of the Hawaiian Islands, which, Mr. Oswald states he 
heard from Mr. Edgar of the “‘ Discovery,’’ who almost lost his life in the attack 
of the natives. He considers that they wiil immediately be annexed by Russia. 

Oswald suggests that the Russians should first send a small force, in about 
£5 transports, to settle on an uninhabited part of California, and that this force 
should be gradually enlarged until the Spanish settlements could be safely 
attacked. Meantime inducement should be held out to settlers. Gt. Britain was 
to pay the expenses of the enterprise and supply the vessels. He suggests a sum 
of half a million pounds, and at the end gives a rough table of estimated expen- 
diture. The vessels should sail via the East Indies to Kamschatka, take on board 
the Russian troops. and then sail to California, which should be reached in about 
ten or twelve months.

An extremely important series of Manuscripts. Richard Oswald was a very 
celebrated Merchant and Politician. He was engaged in extensive business in 
and with America, and had considerable estates in America and the West Indies. 
During the American War of Independence the English Ministry frequently con- 
sulted him on account of his intimate acquaintance with American commerce and 
the leading men there. 

In his letter to Lord Melville, Oswald states that he is enclosing one 
American report with the letter, and hopes to forward the remaining two by the 
next post. These three reports accompany the letter, and are exceedingly inter- 
esting and important. He states that his reports are especially deserving of

notice with a view to suggesting the ‘“ necessity of dispatch in preparing what 
ought to be done at home for forming the first draft of this new Constitution (fox 
the American Colonies).’”’ He says that he has been interviewing the American 
Statesman, Henry Laurens, then a prisoner in the Tower of London, and advises 
a Governor being appointed for South Carolina, and also a Chief Justice being 
sent out. He thinks that Lord Cornwallis should have orders to cease prosecuting 
his useless skirmishing war in Virginia, and should return to the Carolinas, and 
concludes by stating: ‘‘ One thing, however, is past doubt, that if the Civil 
Direction is properly founded, it will require very little generalship to conduct 
the Military part in opposition to American Troops: Any Lieut.-Col. of common- 
sense in the Army I suppose is equal to the task. While there is such odds in 
the troops, our Commanders have little else to concern themselves about than not 
to expose their men to unnecessary fatigue and distress by scouting out for this 
Militia in difficult countries, where everything is in favour of their enemies, and 
against them. Whereas if we were to oblige them to seek us, their fate would be 
soon decided in case of an encounter, or if to avoid it, they kept at a distance, 
they would be considered as a useless burden on their constituents. If Sir W. H. 
had served Washington so, he would have spent his time much better than he did.”’ 

The first report occupies 12 pp., and includes a rough sketch map of 
Chesapeake Bay, with explanatory notes on the back. In it Oswald states that 
North and South Carolina are just as rebellious after the taking of Savannah and 
Charlestown as they were before, and that ‘‘ Inferior people patrol the country in 
armed bands, looking out, as they pretend, for Tories, but committing all kinds 
of outrages,’’ and that they seem to like it better than farm work! These two 
towns cost a lot to capture, and their capture was supposed to have opened the 
way tc recovering the Colonies, but had led to nothing as yet. Isolated outposts 
were gradually giving in to the rebels, and what else could be expected, seeing that 
Lord Cornwallis had gone off to look for adventures in Virginia! Cornwallis 
skould be immediately recalled to Carolina, as he will only leave Virginia in a 
worse temper and more alienated from Gt. Britain than she was before. Corn- 
wallis, from the latest news he had received, was in the upper parts of the James 
River, and he considered that he stood a good chance of being trapped there, if 
hie was not carefal. (Cornwallis was actually trapped at Yorktown a few months 
later.) All Cornwallis may do will fail, because there is no constitution for him 
to resign his conquests to. These small successful skirmishes he had had, made 
good newspaper reports, but were of absolutely no importance. The decision for 
miaking military movements should be with the civil power and government and 
p not with the Army commander. The new Constitution for the Carolinas should 
be ready to act by Nov. 7, 1781, and in that case “‘ there is a moral certainty that 
an end may be put to the Rebellion in both the Carolinas and Georgia by the month 
of March at farthest.’”’ If we had Justices of the Peace in America any suspected 
persons could be properly examined, as for the Military, they neither had the 
power to touch their persons or property, or even to question them. The Govern- 
ment should pay particular attention to the station of Portsmouth in Virginia, 
‘‘ respecting which I send herewith a rough sketch.’’ Etc.

The second report occupies 14 pp., and is entitled ‘‘ Heads of a Conversation 
with Mr. Laurens, 14th August.’’ Henry Laurens was the celebrated American 
Statesman who was sent over to Holland in 1778 to carry on secret negotiations 
for a commercial treaty. On the way he was captured by a British frigate, and 
was closely imprisoned in the Tower of London. On the evidence of some of his 
papers, which he had been unable to destroy, war was declared on Holland. He 
was a personal friend of Oswald, who in 1781 gave bail of £50,000 on his behalf. 
He signed the preliminaries of the Peace Treaty with Franklin and Jay, in 1782. 
The report contains various questions and answers. Laurens states that none 
of the Coionies will be recovered through military measures, but that they might 
he by civil administration, and that he did not think the people would resent a 
proper civil administration being appointed by the King. He advises that Parlia- 
ment should pass an Act of Oblivion, upon condition, of the Inhabitants coming in 
and taking the oaths within a certain time, and at certain places. An Act of 
Pardon would not do, as the people do not consider they have done anything to 
need a pardon. If he was set at liberty he would do his best for a just recon- 
ciliation as he had always been most sincerely attached to Gt. Britain, and would 
even wish to die there! He did not think that the Northern Colonies would give 
way under any circumstances. Ete. 

In the third report Oswald discusses the rumour that the courts of Vienna 
and St. Petersburg had been asked to mediate on the question of Peace with 
America, and that a force of Russian troops were to garrison New York so that 
the British troops could attack the Spaniards in the Gulf of Mexico. He states 
that “it might be contrived to let out a full disclosure of the facility with which 
the Russians might make an entire conquest of the Spanish settlements on the 
Coast of the South Seas, by Troops and Militia transmitted from the Coast of 
Siberia.’’ Ete.

The first manuscript deals fully with the vexed question of Spanish and 
Portuguese boundaries in Brazil since the discovery of that country, and the inter- 
pretation placed upon the Papal Bull of 1493 with regard to Spain’s rights of 
administration in the Indies. The many disputes which arose between the courts 
of Madrid and Lisbon in the seventeenth century, with regard to the Portuguese 
colony of Sacramento on the Rio de la Plata, and the high-handed action of the 
Spanish Governor of Buenos Aires in seizing the colony and expelling the Portu- 
guese; together with the text of the provisional treaty between Spain and 
Portugal, providing for the restoration of Sacramento to the latter crown, form 
the subject-matter of this lengthy document. 

The second manuscript gives an amusing description of the embassy sent 
by the King of Angomé to the Portuguese Viceroy, the Conde de Atonguia, at 
Bahia. They arrived from the Guinea Coast on 28th September, 1750, ‘‘ these 
three black envoys from the King of Angomé, whose name we could not discover. 
The ambassador’s name was Sumare, the Secretary was called Dolosa, and the 


third, who was the interpreter, was called Gonsalo, a name which was not given

to him with baptism, but through intercourse with Portuguese people on that 
coast, from whom he had learnt the language. The ambassador and secretary 
were dressed in striped silk called coronilla, which was draped round their bodies 
to the knees, and worn withont shirts, with bare feet and legs. Their heads were 
partly shaved, and they wore, suspended as far as their bandolier-belts, strings 
of teeth, the number of which is supposed to represent their triumphs. The 
ambassador was distinguished by a staff with a crook handle of ivory. He 
appeered to be about fifty years of age, and of medium proportions. The secre- 
tary was taller and younger. The interpreter was short, and clothed in a blue 
and white striped cloth, woven in his own country. He was also barefooted, and 
his head was shaved, except for a knot of hair in the centre. 


‘They landed between nine and ten the next morning, a company of 
Grenadiers of the first regiment of Infantry being stationed on the bank, where 
the Vicercy’s own sedan-chair, with black carriers, was awaiting the ambassador ; 
while two palanquins were in readiness for the secretary and interpreter. Accom- 

panied by the Grenadiers and a great ‘crowd, they were conducted to the Jesuits’ 

College, where they were granted a military guard of six soldiers and a junior 
officer. They were allotted the saloon in which the Viceroys are usually 
entertained before taking over the government of this province. There they 
remained, without the slightest manifestation of heathen rites, as the Jesuits 
themselves observed. Without disdaining our dishes, they nevertheless ate with 
greater relish, the various vegetables that were offered to them in accordance 
with the customs of their own country. 


“The 22nd October dawned, the day on which Dom Joao the Fifth’s birth- 
day was to be celebrated, which had been fixed for the reception of the ambassador. 
We kad not as yet received the unhappy news of the King’s death, which had 
occurred on the 3lst July. The two Regiments of Infantry were formed up in the 
Palace Courtyard, where the nobility of the land, Ministers, Prelates and Priests, 
were assembled for the ceremony of kissing hands. The two dusky ones were 
conducted from the college to the palace by the Grenadiers; the ambassador wear- 
ing a cloak of damask with a gold fringe, the secretary and interpreter wearing 
similar damask cleaks without the gold; and beneath the cloaks were knee-length 
breeches of silk. They followed their guides on foot, as far as the last reception- 
room in the palace, where the Viceroy awaited them beneath a canopy, assisted 
by the Secretary of this State and one Domingos Alz, a native of this city who 
is very well-versed in the language of these black people ; and who was our inter- 
preter. They were presented to the Viceroy with no other ceremony than by an 
obeisance, made in our style, which had probably been taught them. The 
Viceroy set upon. an armchair beneath the canopy, bidding the ambassador and his 
secretary be seated upon high damask cushions which were placed there for the 
purpose. The interpreter remained standing, explaining in Portuguese what the 
ambassador proposed in his language, which was confirmed by our interpreter.’? 


Briefly, the ambassador had come, on behalf of his king, to welcome the 
Viceroy and to solicit a continuation of the commercial relations with that coast ;

to which the Viceroy replied that, ‘(as your king had scandalously violated our 
good faith, we could not trust his protestations of friendship or recognise his 
messengers as ministers; and that the reception accorded them was no more than 
the usual hospitality which our king commands us to accord to strangers. Unless 
the Fertress of Ajuda is restored to its original state, as it was before his army 
had invade@ it, and certain private residents compensated for the slaves and 
property of which they were despoiled, it is impossible to consent to trade with 
him.’’ The party returned to their country in May, 1751; all the expenses of the 
embassy were defrayed by the Portuguese Government, in the hope that a satis- 
factory settlement would be arrived at in connection with the Ajuda fortress, 
which would lead to profitable commercial relations; but, ‘‘ tradition has it that 
the King of Angomé ordered the ambassador to be beheaded, and the reason for 
this is not known!” 


The remainder of the manuscript refers to the commerce and resources of 
Guinea; the garrison and citadel of Ajuda, which had originally been built in 
1482, and had been taken by the Dutch in 1637; and to the benefits that might 
accrue to the Portuguese Crown and her vassals in Bahia by trading with the 
Guinea Coast.

The correspondence, covering a period of three years, relates to’ many 
interesting subjects, including printing and the smuggling of prohibited books with 
misleading titles on the covers; the vexed question of firearms for the priesthood, 
and tke retertion of resident chaplains in the Viceroy’s palace. Much attention is 
given to agriculture and special mention is made of trade with Chile. In his 
official capacity, Escobedo was also concerned with the cost and provision of 
public buildings, one of the chief ones coming under his notice, being the Viceroy’s 
palace ; and another the proposed Hospital for Women. 

He was anxious to maintain harmonious relations with the Argentine, and 
in some of his messages to the Viceroy urges a friendly attitude towards the 
Goverument of Buenos Aires. 

Of defensive institutions, much of the organization was influenced by him 
in his dual capacity as official to the Treasury and War Department. He was 
concerned with the police organization, the re-organization of the garrison at 
Chiloe and the cost of keeping up the Navy. He gives a long and interesting 
criticism of methods of navigation and of the mercantile marine ; while in some of 
his letters he enters at length into the question of exports and local industries, of 
which, by the way, there were very few. Indeed, of the former, he mentions only 
copper, cocoa, vicuna wool and bark; and of the latter, there was apparently no 
other flourishing industry but the manufacture of straw hats—an industry which 
he records was started by an English visitor to Peru in the earlier part of the 
eighteenth century. 

In some of these letters he puts before the Viceroy the condition of the 
natives, and discusses the question of slave labour; while many humane proposi- 
tions are presented for the amelioraticn of the lot of the sick poor, and for sick 
and wounded soldiers, 

Some interesting records are made of the milled and other coinage and of 
the recall of the old Potosi coinage. He records, too, Manuel del Rivero’s 
discovery of quicksilver mines in 1786. 

Amongst the mass of financial and municipal records igs an interesting 
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reference to an ‘‘ ex-Jesuit ’’—apparently one of the Jesuits who had been expelled 
from Peru in 1767. He says: ‘On the 16th January this year [1785] on entering 
your Excellency’s palace, I noticed that amongst the paupers who were gathered 
outside the Gate, was one whom—when I was Governor of Potosi in ’81—I was 
unable to identify definitely as one of the ex-Jesuits or not. He was a suspect, 
and fled from the Hospital where he was sent, after being in prison, on account of 
the grave malady from which he suffered. Being satisfied that he was the same 
man, I had him arrested and detained in prison, and reported the whole matter as 
regards this incident, and the previous ones at Potosi, to Don José Rezebal, the 
Judge of the Criminal Court; requesting him to inform me of the result of his 
investigations. . . He seems to have confessed to being an ex-Jesuit, for the 
purpose of moving the people of whom he begged alms . . . and his circum- 
stances have made of him a vagabond, with no finer object than to beg, aided by 
fictitious stories, which is all prejudicial to society.” Ete.

** Fathers Serra and Palou were among the earliest. of the Catholic 
missicnaries sent to California; they established the first missions in that country 
which had a great influence upon the natives, and brought most of the tribes under 
their control. The letters from Father Serra to Father Palou, which chiefly make 
up the volume, give not only an account of the founding of the missions but 
interesting details of the various Indian tribes, their manners and customs, 
together with descriptions of the country.” This book is valuable as the only 
contemporary biography and relation of Serra’s activities—the subject-matter of 
various nineteenth and twentieth century works, containing the very scarce 
engraved map. The author states that he wrote the book “in the new Mission at 
the port of San Francisco, amongst gentile barbarians, without the aid of books, 
or the companionship of learned men with whom to consult.” Fray Francisco 
Palou, who was a native of Polma, and a pupil of Serra, accompanied him to 
America and was his constant companion during the whole course of his career as 
a missionary in California. After Serra’s death, Palou returned to Mexico, where 
he became the Superior of the Franciscan Convent of San Fernando. He died at 
the college of Sta. Cruz de Queretaro in 1789. Fray Junipero Serra was a 
Franciscan, who was born at Villa de Petra, Majorca, in 1718, of humble parent- 
age. He was baptized on the day of his birth (24th November), receiving the | 
names of Miguel Joseph; and from his earliest years, was encouraged in his 
religious training by his devout parents. He assumed the name of Junipero, 
after the companion of Saint Francis, on completing his novitiate in 1731. His 
indomitable zeal overcame his physical disadvantages: he mentioned himself that 
he was ‘‘ always so ill, and so small of stature, that I could not reach the 
chorister’s desk, or help my fellow novitiates in their daily round of duties, but was 
emplcyed by the Father Maestro to assist with the Mass ”_and enabled him to

during the Spanish colonial period.’’ He was a Jesuit, but while still a young 
man, the Decree issued by Charles III in 1767, expelling all Jesuits from America,

compelled our author to abandon his beloved native country, and he settled down 
in Bologna where he lived for fifty-five years, and contributed valuable theories to 
the principles of science and philosophy. He was persecuted by Rome for some 
of his more daring theories, propounded at the University of Bologna, in connec- 
tion with the vitality of inert matter. 

His work on Chili, based upon notes and many of his childhood’s memories, 
appeared in Italian anonymously, at first, and was attributed for a time to Padre 
Olivares.

This is the best edition. Gumilla lived from 1690 to about 1758; thirty 
years of his life were spent among the tribes of the Orinoco. ‘‘ Précieux pour la 
multitude de renseignements qu’il renferme’’ Brasseur de Bourbourg. 

Father Gumilla was sent at an early age to the American missions. While - 
acting as a missionary he studied the history of the countries which he was 
evangelising. As Superior of the missions of the Orinoco, he visited the banks 
of this great river as far as the obstacles allowed, which he met at every step. 
In 1738 he became director of the College of Carthagena, but left in the same year 
for Spain. It was at Madrid that he finally wrote his celebrated work, which he 
based on the manuscripts of Fathers Mercado and Ribera. Father Gumilla returned 
to Airerica, where he died. 

This work contains a fuller and more complete history of the nations of 
the Orinoco river than the earlier work by the same author, entitled El Orinoco 
Tlustredo y Defendido. It is described by Sabin as ‘‘ one of the most curious and 
interesting hitherto published upon the country of the Orinoco.” 

The first volume is principally geographical and descriptive, while the second 
deals fully with the ethnology and natural history of the districts on the banks 
of the great river. In addition to the portrait and map, there are interesting 
plates illustrating the Mapuy Indian dance ; a death scene; native doctors treating 
a patient; war drums and various local instruments. The work is valuable on 
account of the wealth of information it contains.

Since the conquest of America, the Spanish Treasury had materially depended 
upon the supply of minerals—and particularly copper and tin—for its wealth. 
Extensive mines were to be found throughout the King of Spain’s dominions in 
the Western Hemisphere, and for centuries these had been methodically worked 
to yield their quota of treasure. Numerous Royal Decrees were issued to a 
succession of Viceroys and Governors, instructing them to make it their business 
to supply Spain in abundance, which they did regularly. Nevertheless, we are 
assured that, so much were these minerals in demand, notwithstanding the colossal 
output, there came a time when Spain was obliged to buy these two minerals from 
foreign markets, for the construction of warships and artillery. 

This interesting manuscript book gives a survey of the mineral history of 
America from 1560 until two hundred years later. The early conquerors of America 
soon feund vast quantities of gold and silver mines, which they promptly set the 
natives to work, but these latter had already extracted mineral from the copper 
mines in the days of their heathenism, for the construction of swords, lances and 
other weapons. The mines of Peru and Caracas yielded abundant copper, and, 
according to Alvaro Barba, the metallurgist, these formed the basis of some of 
the famous silver mines in Potosi—‘‘ He states, too, that there gold is to be 
found, together with the copper, but the latter is found more frequently with the 
second precious metal, silver.” No wonder ‘‘the wealth of Peru”? became a 
catch-phrase throughout Spain, even to the present day! Royal Decrees, issued 
since 1628, are quoted, exacting the King’s tax of a “‘quinto”’ (one-fifth) on all 
gold, silver, lead, tin and copper extracted. 

Interesting accounts are given of the mines and their administration in 
the Isla Espafiola, Cuba and Puerto Rico. Mention is made of the exceptional 
quantity of copper to be found in Mexico and in the dominion of New Spain 
generally. Individual groups of mines are mentioned, such as ‘‘ Nuestra Sefiora 
de Guadalupe,’’ San Carlos, San Navier, and the San Rafael mines. It is said 
that the mineral resources of New Spain have by no means been exhausted, the 
provinces of Micheacan, Nueva Viscaya [now included in the State of Durango],

and New Galicia, being rich in tin mines. Discoveries were made on the banks of 
the Great Lagoon at Chacuyto of excavations by early miners, and later these 
mines were worked by the Spaniards. The book is of considerable technical and 
statistical interest, containing full descriptions of the mines and a rough analysis 
of the copper in Mexico and Peru ; extracts from the ancient Spanish laws regard- 
ing mineral property; and much interesting general information relating to the 
subject.

A curious and interesting work, divided into twenty-two chapters of entre- 
tenimicntos, or ‘* entertainments,”’ treating of the geography and natural produc- 
tions of America from Peru to Canada; its antiquities ; the customs, language 
and religion of the Indians; and a hypothetical history of the vicissitudes of the 
first settlers in the land. 

Antonio de Ulloa was a Spanish admiral and statistician, born in Seville, 
1716, and died in 1795. He was an able administrator, and undertook the 
organization of the newly-acquired dominion of Louisiana on behalf of the Spanish 
Government, but was obliged to abandon the project on account of the colonists’ 
opposition. He was indefatigable in his scientific researches, and made a study 
of the properties of platinum ; of magnetism ; introduced various improvements in 
the arts of engraving and printing ; and directed the execution of the geographical 
charts of Spain. He was a member of various scientific institutions in Europe, 
including the Royal Society of London.

The Northern States were willing to allow the Spanish claim in return for a 
commercial treaty, but the Southern States protested angrily, and the question 
nearly caused dissolution, and the spectre was not laid until the formation of 
this Treaty.

Cochrane 
Johnstone was chosen Governor of Dominica in March, 1797, and was given the 
coloneley of the 8th W. Indian Regt., and the brigadiership of the Leeward Islands 
in 1799. ‘‘ His rule was marked by tyranny, extortion, and vice. He drove a 
brisk and profitable trade in negroes, and kept a harem. He was recalled in 1803, 
and suspended. He and the Major of his regiment accused each other of pecula- 
tion, and at the Courts-martial both were found guilty of irregularities.’ After 
this he led an exceedingly questionable life, and in 1814 was found guilty of the 
Stock Exchange fraud and fled the country, not being heard of again.

In 1789 Capt. Vancouver was appointed to go out with Capt. Roberts in the 
““ Discovery,’’ as second in command of an exploring expedition in the South Sea. 
It was at this time that the dispute with Spain occurred, concerning Nootka 
Sound, and on Spain giving way in the matter it was judged expedient that an 
officer should be sent out to Nootka Sound “to receive back in form the territory 
on which the Spaniards had seized,’’ and also to make an accurate survey of the 
coast northwards from the 30th degree of north latitude. Vancouver was selected 
for this duty, and, as the “ Discovery ’’ was ready fitted, he was at once appointed 
to her, and the ‘Discovery’? finally sailed from Falmouth on April 1st, having 
in company the Chatham tender, commanded by Lt. Wm. R. Broughton. As the 
route was left to his own judgment, he followed Cook’s teaching (he accompanied 
Cook on his second and third voyages) and went westward, touching at the Cape 
of Good Hope, surveying the South-West Coast of Australia, where he discovered 
and named King George’s Sound, Mount Gardner, Cape Hood, and other points in 
that neighbourhood. Then passing on to New Zealand, he examined the recesses 
of Dusky Bay, and where Cook had marked on the Chart ‘‘ Nobody knows what,”’ 
he substituted a correct coast-line and the name ‘‘ Somebody knows what.’? He 
reached Tahiti on December 30th, 1791, where he stayed for nearly a month. After 
visiting the Sandwich Islands (for several weeks) he proceeded to America, and on 
April 18th, 1792, sighted the West Coast of North America, and surveyed the 
coast of New Albion or California, and having settled the necessary formalities 
with the Spanish at Nootka, he visited Port San Francisco, and then proceeded to 
examine the Strait of San Juan de Fuca, discovered the Gulf of Georgia, and,

passing on, circumnavigated ‘the large island—Vancouver Island—which has since 
borne his name. 

Most of February and March, 1793, was again spent at the Sandwich 
Islands, with the natives of which Vancouver had much intercourse, and in the 
affairs of whith he took much interest. The two following years he continued his 
examination of the coast from San Francisco, northwards, which for the first time 
he accurately delineated. Part of the autumn of 1793 was spent in visiting the 
Spanish settlements in New California, and surveying the coast and coast region 
as far south as 35° N. Latitude. 

This work ranks with the Voyages of Cook and La Pérouse among the most 
important of the 18th and 19th centuries.

Dalrymple is, perhaps, better known for his “Collection of South Sea 
Voyages.’’ He was the first to be appointed Hydrographer to the Admiralty, and 
was very nearly appointed to command Capt. Cook’s first expedition. Martin 
Sauer, in 1802, published the account of Commodore Billings expedition to N.E. 
Russia and the islands stretching thence to America.

Capt. Broughton saw much important service along the coast of North-West 
America, in the East Indies, and along the coast of N.E. Asia. In 1790 he was 
appointed to accompany Vancouver in his famous Voyage, but was for some time 
employed in the survey of the Columbia River and the adjacent coast. He 
returned to England with despatches, and on Oct. 3, 1793, was made Commander 
of the Providence (Capt. Bligh’s old ship), and again sent out to the N.W. Coast 
of America to join Vancouver. He sailed to Rio Janeiro, thence to Australia, 
Tahiti, the Hawaiian Islands, and so to Nootka Sound, in Vancouver Island. 
Finding that Capt. Vancouver had left, he sailed down to Monterrey in California, 
and then across the Pacific again to the Hawaiian Islands and on to Japan. For 
four years he carried out a close survey of the Coast of Asia and the Islands of 
Japan. The ‘‘ Providence’ was lost off Formosa, but the crew were all saved, 
and the work continued in the tender. He arrived back in England in February, 
1799, and until his death in 1821 saw much further important service for the most 
part in the Far East.

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This interesting collection of data, concerning the family of the Marquis 
de Casa-Pizarro, is probably the original manuscript basis of the publication, in 
three volumes, entitled José Garcia de Leon y Pizarro: Memorias de su Vida, 
which was published in Madrid in 1894-97. 


The three volumes offered herewith are principally concerned with the life 
of the first Marquis de Casa Pizarro, who played an important part in Spanish 
South America, until the republics were proclaimed in swift succession at La Plata 
after the events of what was to him, the ill-fated ‘‘ Veinti-cinco de Mayo *’ (25th 
May). 


The biographies of this marquis, and his two sons [item (2)] are admirably 
written with restraint—if not impartiality—by his grandson, Don Adolfo, who, in 
a signed introductory note, states: ‘‘It is not my intention to present a detailed 
history of the services of my illustrious ancestors; my only object is to write an 
accurate and brief biography of my grandfather and father, and the causes and 
misfortunes which have brought about the downfall of one of the greatest families 
of South America.’? He describes how the family was of the same descent as 
Francisco Pizarro, the conqueror of Peru, since 1479; and how their common ances- 
tor, Don Alvaro Pizarro, was rewarded by Ferdinand the Catholic for his services 
during the siege of Granada; the branch connected with the family of Garcia de 
Leon dating back to 1300. The family was also connected, in the fifteenth century, 
with the Irish O’Doyles, the Stanleys, and the Earl of Limerick. 


Don Ramon Garcia de Leon Pizarro Madrigal y Riuz de la Torre, first 
Marquis de Casa-Pizarro, was born at Oran (Africa) on 24th J anuary, 1739, the son 
of Don José Garcia de Leon and Dofia Francisca Pizarro. 


As a Lieutenant General in the Spanish Army in S. America and Governor 
of the province of Salta del Tucuman, he became the founder of the city of San 
Ramon de la Nueva Oran, which he established entirely at his own expense in 
1793-4, He distributed a hundred and fifteen square leagues of land on the Gran 
Chaco frontier, amongst two hundred and fifty settlers; ‘“‘reduced’’ the Indians 
in the district to Catholicism and loyalty to the Spanish crown; built the Church, 
hospital, and other public buildings, and reserved ‘“‘no more space than the 
length of a tomb for himself.’’ 


He was responsible for the fortifications at Guayaquil, where he had some 
encounters with the English, whom he repulsed. 


During the Marquis’s sixty-seven years’ service in the Spanish army—he 
served through six reigns, from those of Philip V. to Ferdinand VII.—he spent 
nearly forty-five years in America, where he occupied a succession of political- 
military posts. He had inherited a substantial fortune from his father, and was 
exceptionally generous, practically every town where he held some administrative 
appointment having benefited by his munificence. Although there appears to have 
been no evidence of anything but unswerving loyalty to the Crown, on his part, he 
was accused by his enemies of treason against the King, and of having plotted 
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with the Infanta Maria Joaquina to hand the South American dominions over to 
the French and Portuguese. His services, however, were fully appreciated by the 


Crown, as the documents issued after his death, and quoted by his descendant, 
abundantly prove. 


He fell upon evil days during the South American insurrection, in the early 
years of the nineteenth century. It was while serving as Governor of La Plata, 
which then comprised Argentina, Paraguay and Charcas (now Bolivia), that his 
first struggles with the revolutionaries began. He was at his palace at Charcas 
(where he had been presiding over the Real Audiencia), when the mutiny of the 
fateful 25th May, 1809, took place. Rebels entered the palace, destroyed the 
furniture, stole his treasures and ready money, “‘ and subjected this venerable old 
gentleman to every form of degradation.” 


The Viceroy of Peru, Don Balthasar Valgo de Cisneros, ordered a division 
of troops to be sent to his assistance, and, on their approach, the insurgents 
‘were afraid, and pretended to liberate him, but made up their minds that 
Pizarro should be the victim of the people. They conducted him back to his 
palace, illuminated the houses, cheered and sang a Te Deum,”’ all of which proved 
to be a demonstration of hypocrisy on the part of his “‘ false, intriguing enemies.’ 


Pizarro ordered the republican arms to be publicly burned in La Plata, 
where he continued to live six years after the declaration of Argentine’s Inde- 
pendence, despoiled of his possessions and power, the unhappy victim of calumny ; 
and whence he sent the little money that was left to him, to Spain, in order to 
pay the expenses of his lawsuit with the Consejo de Indias in 1819. 


He died on 6th December, 1815, when he was found lying at the altar steps 
of a church connected with the Convent of San Phelipe Neri, where he had taken 
refuge from the oppression of his ‘‘ fierce and implacable enemies,’’ who had seized 
Pizarro’s last possession, a gilt dagger which he had intended to send to his son 
in Spain, and had ‘ pursued him with insults and threats of murder ’’—his life of 
splendid service thus ending on a note of squalid tragedy. 


The volume numbered above as (1) contains the very interesting history of 
his travels in Central and South America, from 1773 to 1804, in, which he gives his 
valuable opinions on contemporary politics; geographical descriptions of 
Cartagena de Indias, Popayan, Marafion, Peru, La Plata, Paraguay, etc., and a 
résumé of the work accomplished by other governors during the royalist régime in 
America.

Bertrand-Moleville, the celebrated French Statesman, was the Minister of 
the French Royal Marine at the outbreak of the Revolution, and fled to England 
as a refugee. In his letter he requests John McArthur to bring the enclosed 
manuscripts to the, notice of Lord Melville, and offers his services in the execution 
of the plan he proposes. 

McArthur, in his letter to Lord Melville, states that he has had submitted 
to his perusal ‘‘a plan for alienating the Continent of South America from Spain, 
and establishing the Province of Mexico an independent State,’’ which he forwards 
en to Lord Melville, together with his own “Translation of the Substance of 
Bertrand de Moleville’s plan.” In a postscript he remarks that ‘‘ Mons. de 
Moleville is preparing, a plan to be submitted to Mr. Pitt through Mr. Long, rela- 
tive to the means to be employed for effecting a Counter Revolution in France, 
on principles different from those hitherto proposed or attempted.”’ 

Bertrand-Moleville’s plans for the Independence of Spanish America 
commence by discussing the futility of a defensive war against France, and state 
that, as war was about to be declared against Spain, the tool of France, we should 
strike at Spain’s American possessions, and reap the glory of giving them their 
Independence. Mexico being the part of Spanish America most vulnerable to 
England, should be the first part to be attacked. The country should not be 
conquered as a part of the Empire, but rather as a dependency, and a Revolution 
would be the easiest method of bringing that to pass. The country should be 
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se seduced,” a leader chosen for the people to rally round, and the stated object 

of this Revolution be “the regeneration of the Natives and Empire of Mexico.”’ 

The best leader that could be chosen for them would be the Duke of Orleans 

seconded by his brother, and assisted by an English Army of 15,000 men, and an 

adequate Naval Force, together with the necessary pecuniary help. Bertrand- 

Moleville conside#s that the Spanish Forces in Mexico are by no means adequate 

for the country’s defence, and that “ the troops are badly disciplined and not at all 

warlike.”’ 

The Army might include about 5 or 6,000 European troops in the pay of 

England, and English soldiers from Gibraltar, Malta, W. Indies, and India, who 

would be sufficiently acclimatized. Black troops from the English colonies, to the 

t number of 6,000 might be added, as well as troops recruited in the Island of St. 

4 Dominge from the forces of Dessalines (the negro Emperor of Haiti who revolted 

; from the French Republic). England should lead Spain to expect an attack on 

: Havana, and in the meantime land her forces at Vera Cruz, which place would 

_ soon be overcome. The Army should then march into Mexico ag liberators, 
recruiting ‘‘free Corps”’ en route. 

The other papers include various profound political reflections on {the 
motives and means for carrying the plan proposed into execution; also various 

topographical observations concerning Mexico, the civil and military administra- 
: tion, population, wealth, revenue, and manufactures, and the benefit which would 

accrue to England. He gives an outline of the Proclamation that the Duke of 
f Orleans should issue in Mexico, and admits the advantage of attacking in South 
America, but thinks that it would be a much more difficult proposition. 

At the end of his translation John McArthur suggests several amendments, 
among them being that there should also be co-operation on the Pacific coast ; and 
he also makes several objections, among which are: The great number of troops 
A needed ; the policy of giving a foreign Prince to a free Mexico, when they would 
want their own nominee; the using of black troops ;etc.

This paper gives some extremely interesting statistics of the newly- 
emancipated United States, and the old dominion of New Granada, the data being 
supplied by Spanish economists, books in the possession of the Spanish-American 
Vicercys, Rochefoucauld, Brissot, etc. The area of the thirteen United States 
at the time of their Independence extended to about 23.045 square leagues. At 
the time the statement was printed, it extended, from the boundary of Nova 
Scotia to that of Eastern Florida, to some 78490 square leagues. The money 
minted in the U.S. between the years 1792 and 1796 amounted to 414175 pesos, of 
which over 149 thousand were pesos gold. At about that period, the Spanish 
territory in America extended to over 67 thousand square leagues while the output 
of minted gold in Santa Fé for the years 1801-4 amounted to considerably more 
than five million pesos. Separate figures of the revenue derived from the 
provinces of Spanish America are also included. Of the relative export and import 
trade of the U.S.A. before their declaration of Independence, and the dominion of 
New Granada, the total imports of the former exceeded ten million pesos, the 
exports amounting to more than half this sum, while the latter dominion imported 
goods to the value of two-and-a-half million pesos, the same sum representing the 
total amount of its exports, which included pearls and gold.

An important Spanish manuscript, giving the text of the provisional rules 
for the administration of the department of San Blas (California), drafted by the 
Viceroy, the Conde de Revilla Gigedo, in Mexico, on 7th December, 1789. 

The document opens with the statement that the King of Spain had ordered 
‘that the expeditions to the north coast of California should continue, and that 
the establishments on that coast should be organized with due authority and 
decorum. I have therefore decided to deal, before anything else, with the 
organization of the department of San Blas, allotted to the ships which are to 
execute these important commissions.’ 

Having studied the records of the work of his predecessors, he found that 
in 1774 Don Antonio Bucareli allowed 100 pesos per month to Lieutenant-Com- 
manders, and 90 to Sub-Lieutenants, which, however, was not considered sufficient 
pay; and that, in view of representations made to the King in 1777, the pay was 
increased proportionately throughout all ranks of officers. As ...for the crews, 
these were drawn from three classes of sailors: those from the country itself, 
others from Callao, and others again from Veracruz; each receiving a different 
rate of pay, although their duties were the same when serving in expeditions, and 
led to much discontent; a fact “‘ which was commented on by the commandants 
of the frigates Princesa and Favorita, who explored the Californian coast as far as 
61 degrees, about the year 1779,”” . . . and which prompted the Viceroy Don 
Martin de Majorga to suggest a uniform rate of pay for all sailors, ‘‘ so that they 
might all apply themselves to the discharge of their duties with equal zest.” 

Inadequate remuneration had been the cause of discontent and frequent 
desertion on the part of the crew during later expeditions, which had been resumed 
in 1786 under the régime of the Conde de Galvez, after an interval of hostilities 
with England, etc. In order to encourage greater enterprise and endurance 
amongst the men, therefore, the Conde de Revilla Gigedo provisionally decreed 
that officers and petty officers should receive double pay, specifying the sums 
payable to all, including the pay of chaplains. 

The pay was to count from the date of the final review before the departure 
of th expedition; and, in the event of subsequent promotion or degradation, the 
increase or curtailment of pay was to take effect from the date of confirmation by 
the Viceregal Government. Detailed instructions are set forth regarding the 
payment of men from auxiliary ships from the South Pacific; for surgeons, 
physicians, priests and other civilians employed on board or at headquarters at

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San Blas; the mess allowances, according to rank; and the allowance for orderlies, 
who were to receive ‘‘a uniform allowance of fifteen pesos.’? Any midshipmen 
who might be employed at San Blas were to have the same mess allowance as 
officers, but only one orderly amongst every three midshipmen. Arrangements 
could also be made for settling half their pay on their families, for a period of 
six months.

The commanding officer of the expedition was expected to depute his second- 
in-command or one of the pilots to keep an account of the supplies consumed, 
and te perform the duties of accountant without extra pay. Other rules are laid 
down for the guidance of store-kéepers, engineers, officials at the arsenal in the 
port of San Blas, etc.

This contemporary account by Mrs. Ellen Kean, the famous actress, is 


perhaps one of the most graphic descriptions of the death, and funeral of Abraham 
Lincolu, and of the subsequent events, that has ever been written. 


In April, 1865, Mr. and Mrs. Kean, with their theatrical company, were in 
New York when the terrible news arrived of the shooting of the President Abraham 
Lincoln by J. Wilkes Booth, an actor, at Ford’s Theatre, Washington, on 14th 
April. The assassin, belonging to the theatrical profession and being the son of 
Junius Brutus Booth, the famous actor and rival of Edmund Kean, made the 


tragedy of more than special importance to them, and they felt they were to some 
extent personally implicated in it all. 


Two days after the assassination Mrs. Kean commenced a very long letter 
to her daughter Mary informing her of the tragedy, giving a vivid account of the 
death of Lincoln, the flight of John Wilkes Booth, the assassin, the excitement 
and wrath that ensued in America and especially against all those connected with 
the stage, the terrible vengeance promised to be wreaked on Booth if taken, the 
grief and mourning of the populace; further as to the arrangements for the 
funeral of the President, rumours of the murderer being arrested but that the 
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draping of the City with black, likewise the Theatres ; the terrible affliction felt 
by the assassin’s mother (he being her pet son), and his actor brother Edwin 
Booth, the latter declaring he will never act again; meetings of those connected 
with the stage to proclaim their loyalty with the North and their abhorrence of 
the crime; allegations of the arrest of many of the employees of the Washington 
Theatre, and that all was confusion and mystery. 


Mrs. Kean also gives her daughter most interesting news concerning their 
own experiences connected with the Tour, she criticises most adversely the American 
Theatrical Managers with whom they had dealings, the upset of their arrange- 
ments by the murder of Lincoln, but “ grief or no grief they will flock to the 
play **; her dislike of America and the ‘‘ Yankees” in general, the terrible high 
prices charged for various necessary articles of dress ; and that after their journey 
of nearly forty thousand miles, through which they had been mercifully preserved 
through many perils, they were looking most anxiously to returning home to 
England. The writing of this letter extended over three days, and is graphically 
descriptive. 


A month later Mrs. Kean wrote from Baltimore an almost equally lengthy 
letter (likewise extending over three days) to an English lady friend, Miss Sherritt, 
giving her further particulars concerning the death of the President and the 
effect on the American public; also vividly describing the lying in state and 
funeral, the ceremonial arrangements of which she details and most adversely 
criticises. She then mentions that Jefferson Davis had just been arrested, and 
discusses the allegations as to his implication in the murder plot; she also refers 
to the trial of the conspirators which was then proceeding. In the concluding 
portion of the letter she comments at some length on the unsettled and angry 
state of the people in connection with the recently ended civil war. The terrible 
condition of the States affected her greatly, and she ends the letter by stating :— 


“England is the only land to live in.”

A contemporary Spanish manuscript relation of the exploits of Drake and 
Hawkins with their fleet, off Puerto Rico in November, 1595, recording Hawkins’ 
death and one cf Drake’s last engagements with the Spaniards. Appended, is a 
Spanish translation of Drake’s instructions to one of his officers, and his letter to 
the Governor of Puerto Rico, asking, for the release of some of his crew. ‘The text 
of this manuscript is probably taken from the original report sent by the Governor 
of Puerto Rico to the authorities in Spain, and transcribed by one of the officers of 
the Garrison, who would have had access to the original document. 

At that time, after the crushing defeat of the Invincible Armada, Spain’s 
financial position was becoming precarious: no longer could the transatlantic fleet 
(which patrolled the seas to the west, and convoyed the treasure-ships from America 
to Spain) be maintained at its full strength; and with the withdrawal of these 
ships, the galleons bearing the American silver, and the Spanish possessions in 
the Atlantic, became equally the objective of more and more daring raids on the 
part of Drake and other corsairs. 

In March, 1595, General Sancho Pardo y Osorio had left Habana for Spain, 
accompanied by the Tierra Firme fleet, in charge of a great cargo of gold and silver. 
Five days later, they ran into a heavy gale at 28} degrees latitude, and were 
unable to proceed further ; and, after a consultation with the pilots and the veedor 
(inspector), Don Martin Romero, ‘‘in order to save three hundred lives and two 
millions of gold and silver,’’ he decided to put into port at Puerto Rico, where they 
arrived on 9th April, and placed the treasure in the fortress. The General had 
then notified the King of Spain of his action, and awaited instructions. 

Meanwhile, Colonel Pedro Xuarez, Governor of Puerto Rico, had received a 
despatch from the Spanish King to the effect that England was preparing a big 
fleet to conquer the island in the winter, which was considered the best time to 
catch the Spaniards unprepared. At a conference with Don Francisco Cid, Captain 
of Infantry, of the Island garrison, the Governor and others, the General decided 
to safeguard the silver; reconnoitre all points which the enemy might be likely to 
attack on land; to place artillery from the flagship at various vantage points; and 
to sink a vessel across the harbour, to prevent the enemy from entering. 

(Continued over) 
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On the 13th November, a fleet arrived from Spain, under the command of 
Don Pedro Tello de Guzman, to take the King’s silver to Spain. They had seen 
two English ships which had become separated from the English fleet at 
Guadaloupe Island; one was seized by Admiral Gonzalo Mendez, who had sunk it 
after taking twenty-seven English prisoners, and the other was pursued by Tello, 
who then sighted nine vessels of the English fleet, and proceeded swiftly on his 
journey to Puerto Rico. 

The writer states that ‘‘the sailor-prisoners declared that the Queen of 
England’s fleet of twenty-five ships, of which six were galleons, were fitting out 
launches in the vicinity of Guadaloupe, and that they were arranged in two squad- 
rons, with Francis Drake and John Hawkins in command, Drake directing the 
course and the things on land, and his lieutenant on land being ‘Tomas Vazquez 
Arfit.’ The fleet carried three thousand infantrymen and fifteen hundred sailors, 
well supplied with artillery, and they were making straight for Puerto Rico, as 
was apparent from the instructions which were seized from the English captain, 
who was ordered—in the event of becoming separated from the fleet—to make for 
Puerto Rico, where the fleet would await him ten days, and would leave further 
instructions. Thus Don Pedro feared that they might already have arrived in 
advance of his own fleet and taken possession of the island; but as this had not yet 
happened, it was very probable that Drake might come upon them in a day or 
two.” 

The Spanish General Pardo received this pleasant news when he was ill, and 
summoned the Bishop and Governor to his bedside, where a conference was held 
with many officials and officers, ‘‘ who all agreed that the island should be fortified 
with naval guns; that the flagship and another should be sunk across the harbour ; 
and that the silver should not be moved from the fortress until we saw how matters 
turned out; and, if necessary, we would sink the silver rather than allow the enemy 
to enjoy it.’’ 

General Pardo considered that the port was the most important point to 
guard, and that ‘‘ the frigates should lie above the sunken ships, bows foremost, to 
resist the enemy’s entry. The Bishop conducted a mass and addressed a sermon 
to the troops, enjoining them to serve God and their King.”’ 

Urgent messages were sent to Santo Domingo to be on the look-out for 
Drake, and to notify Cartagena and Santa Marta ; the troops were reviewed, and 
those on board the frigates brought ashore to assist the land army. Their resources. 
on land consisted of 1300 persons, of whom 750 were soldiers, and about seventy 
guns; while at sea they had the frigates, also well mounted with guns, and about 
800 sailors, 

On the 15th, news arrived from the Governor of the Canary Islands, stating 
that the English fleet had passed that way. The people were anxious to meet the 
enemy, and the authorities resolved not to embark the silver on light frigates and 
send it on with three others as a rearguard to engage the enemy, as had been sug- 
gested, because ‘‘ the people would be disheartened if they had no silver to defend ; 
and now it is necessary for His Majesty’s reputation, to face the enemy and fight,’” 
even at the risk of losing the precious treasure. 


The dawn of Wednesday, 22nd November, 1595, revealed the thrilling sight 
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of Drake’s armada: ‘* twenty-three ships and a carvel ; the Queen’s six galleons of 
800 tons, and two warships of the same tonnage; the remaining ships, of 300 and 
150; and 40 launches. The alarm was given, and each man cheerfully went to his 
post. There was very little wind, and thus the enemy’s fleet sailed slowly.”’ 
When it eventually arrived, it surprised the Spaniards by anchoring at La Caleta 
¢ del Cabion, “where no ship had been known to anchor before.”’ 

t, Drake’s fleet having mustered there, ‘our men fired many guns from the 
i ramparts and from the Caleta del Cabion; so many that they caused some damage, 
hi and we afterwards heard that we had killed Juan a Quines [John Hawkins] the 
General in command of one of the squadrons, and two of the most important 
ye gentlemen who came with him; and that one cannon-ball had blown away the table 
je at which Francisco Draque was dining and had killed one of the personages who 
- were with him.”’ 

; The English fleet then retired to another spot, ‘‘ which had hitherto never 
: been used as an anchorage, and there the weather was favourable, and our 
; artillery was unable to reach them; and from there they sent out launches to 
. reconnoitre the ccast.”’ 

4 On the night of the 23rd, Drake himself ‘‘ attacked the port with twenty- 
7 five launches, each conyeying fifty to sixty men well armed, with the object of 
burning the frigates. They came close up to the ramparts, right under our 
artillery, and we afterwards learned that Francis Drake came in one of the launches 
right up to the mouth of the harbour. Although it was dark, the Jaunches were 
seen, and our artillery from the fort of Santa Elena and the frigates, began to play 
on them. They attacked our principal frigate, setting fire to the bows and throw- 
ing many fire bombs, but our men diligently put out the fire before it caused any 
damage ; fighting with artillery, muskets and stones. The same thing happened to 
three other frigates, again and again, but the third time the frigate Madalena was 
set on fire, we were unable to put it out, and ten of our men perished on board, while 
others saved themselves by swimming. The fighting lasted an hour, and was the 
most furious we had known. The flames from the burning frigate lit up the whole 
port and enabled us to see how to place our artillery to the best advantage ; and, 
having caused the enemy considerable damage, they retired with a loss of nine or 
4 ten launches and more than four hundred men; while our losses amounted to forty 
men killed and burned; some wounded; and the frigate.’’ 

The next few days were spent in cautious reconnoitring in launches, on the 
part of Drake’s men; while the Spaniards were engaged in further strengthening 
the defences of the port, which was Drake’s objective. On the Saturday night, 
however, the fleet sailed away without being observed, and the following morning 
“our people saw that it was not there, and sent men to the farthest point on the 
east coast to see whether they had passed that way, as it was understood that they 
had intended to go to Santo Domingo.’’ 

On the 11th December, the boatswain of the frigate Madalena (which had been 
burnt) and four sailors, who had been picked up in one of Drake’s launches and 
put ashore at San Jerman, arrived in port with a letter from Drake [of which a 
Spanish translation is given in this manuscript] addressed to the Governor of 
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Puerto Rico, and dated from Drake’s flagship on 23rd November, 1595, in which 
the Englishman stated that he had always treated the Spaniards with clemency 
and that he had saved certain Spaniards ‘‘ in the fury of the fire, and after con- 
quering them had done them no harm, but had given them a good supper.”’ He 
had heard from these men that the Spaniards had taken an English vessel with 
twenty-five English prisoners, and ‘‘as there are soldiers and gentlemen in your 
city, I do not doubt that they will be given their liberty, by virtue of honest war- 
fare, and I also shall do what is right.”’ 

In addition to this historical report, there is the text (in Spanish transla- 
tion) of Drake’s instructions to one of his captains, whose ship was seized at 
Guadaloupe. These instructions referred to the fleet’s movements from Plymouth 
from 29th August 1595, one of the orders being that the captain was to communi- 
cate with his admiral twice, or at least once, a day; and, if his ship became 
separated from the rest in a storm, ha was to put in successively at the ports of 
“‘ Bayona de Galicia,’? Puerto Santo and Guadaloupe, if he did not come across the 
fleet in the meantime. From there the fleet would proceed to Puerto Rico, ‘‘ where 
we intend to stay ten days.’’ 

Amongst other interesting instructions, the captain was sternly forbidden to 
allow any small craft to precede the flagship or to cross its path; great care was 
to be taken with regard to lights, and ‘‘ the kitchen fire must be carefully watched.”’ 
The captain was expected to keep a careful check on the supplies, and to watch 
the various lantern signals—the meanings of which are set forth in the text—by 
which he might remain in communication with the other ships, in the event of 
tempest, sailing at night, or distress. 

The Dictionary of National Biography has an interesting paragraph on the 
events recorded in this contemporary manuscript relation, which enriches the 
history of this engagement with the full and more personal details from the pen of 
an eye-witness. The Dictionary states that Drake ‘sailed on 4th November for 
Porto Rico, where a very large treasure had been collected. On the 11th they 
anchored before the town, and almost as they did so, Hawkins died. The same 
eveniny; a shot from the shore killed Clifford and some other officers. The town 
had been, in fact, put in a fair state of defence, and the next day, when the fleet 
attacked, it was beaten off. From Porto Rico they went to La Hacha, Rancheria 
and Santa Marta on the Main, and finding no booty or ransom, set them on fire. 
‘Nombre de Dios, being equally empty, they also burnt. They then attempted to 
march to Panama, but a number of forts blocked the way and compelled them to 
return. Everywhere preparations had been made for their reception: treasure had 
been cleared out and batteries had been thrown up and armed.’’ : 

Drake had been ill for some time past, and soon after he got on board his 
ship, the Defiance, he died, off Portobello, on 28th J anuary, 1596. 

“On the 29th his body, enclosed in a leaden coffin, was committed to the 
deep a few miles to seaward; or, in the words of an anonymous poet quoted by 
Prince (Worthies of Devon): 


‘The waves became his winding-sheet ; the waters were his tomb 5 
But for his fame, the ocean sea was not sufficient room.’ ”’
